Tins untoward event cannot, I believe, be said 
to be attributable to any fault of the present 
Tiluqddr, and bis anxiety to place tins work 
m my bands shows lie was alive to the value 
of f mnly libraries which arc now grow mg \ cry 
rare I take tins opportunity of thanking linn 
for'lns kindness in giving me this work I ho 
author, Abu Tahb, gtves in the body of the 
work (r p 13 seq ) an account of Ins family 
and of Lis antecedents prior to Ins arrival in 
search of an ofticnl career in Oudli The 
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general narrative of the book is based on tbe 
3 nowledge of affairs which lie acquired through 
his official connection with the Nawdb Wnzir 
and the East India Company’s agents m Oudh 
He gives a detailed history of his personal 
services and adventures as a revenue official 
under Haidar Beg Khdn ; his experience as a 
subordinate of Colonel Hannay, who farmed 
the country known as Sarwdr , and of his con- 
nection with Mr Johnson and others as a 
manager of the confiscated jriglrs of the Begams 
of Oudh Little is, therefore, left to be gathered 
of his life up to the time he removed to Calcutta, 
’nlnch was not long before he wrote his record 
He does not seem to have returned to Oudh 
On the 7th February, 1799,AD, he sailed 
from Calcutta, .and went round the Capo to 
Europe He visited Ireland, England, France, 
Turkey and other European States, returning 
viu Basrah to Bombay, and he went through 
to Calcutta, where ho arrived on the 14th 
August, 1803 He has left a well written 
account of Ins travels, Masfr l Tdlib, now 
difficult to procure His ultimate fate is not 
3 noun • 

The chief value of this record is that it is 
a contemporaneous history , and the author was 
intimately acquainted witli all the affairs about 
which he wrote, and was, indeed, a principal 
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actor in most of them. lie is fearless in liis dis- 
closures, ntfd, if ho is scathing in the denuncia- 
tion of the Nnwrib Wnzir and his ministers, ho 
is certainly warm in the defence of his patrons 
when ho considers them unjustly attacked.

It must be remembered tint, it tie time of tho 
•death ofthe late Naufib, Slinjd tid Daulah, there were 
three «ons of his of full age, who enjoyed a recognized 
po^fiott In the pubhd eje The eldest of these wa3 
Mirza Atndm Asafu’d Diahh, born of tho i'nwdb 
Begam, who had been declared heir* apparent during 
Ins father’s lifetime, and had held a separnto *ar£J/ 
like his father The management of that «ai£cfr and 
tho correspondence between father and son had been 
entrusted to Sal} ad Murtaza Khfin, Taba TaWu, who 
eventually became Mnkhtarud Daulah. Tins Mill h- 
taru’d Daulah ms ono of tho old retainers of the 
Naw&bWazir’a family, and a nephew of Nawab Mus- 
tafa Khan, ono of tho nobles of Wil ly it, who emigrated 
to Hindustan -and obtained high appointments in tho 
imperial service, soma from Muhammad Sh ib, and 
gomo from Safdar Jang, his nuth 

Another son of tho Kto Nawab Wazir ms Mirza 
Ka’udat Ah, w ho, at the lime of his father’s death, was

employed with about 20,000 horse and foot in the pro- 
■\ nice of Bareli, which had been wrested a few months 
previously from the hands of the Bubelas. The control 
of political and mthtary athurs in that quarter was 
vested in Mnhammad Bashir Khan, an Abyssinian slave, 
and the training and education of the prince was en- 
trusted to Tafazzul Husen Klifin. It may bo briefly 
noted regarding the latter, that Labaur was bis birth- 
place and that of his father, and his grandfather, Kartn- 
ullah KMn, was for some time agent at t\je Delhi 
Court for Mu’inu’l Mulh, the Subahd&r of Labaur. 
After the reverses at Lahiur, Tafazzul Husen Khfin 
came at the close of the days of the late Naw6b Wazir 
to the Subah of Oudh, and attached himself to the 
fortunes of the Naw&b’a family. 

, A third son was Mirza Jangah, who was honorable, 
brave, patient, and diguified. Ho was at this period 
•with his eldest brother. 

Under the latif Naw&b Wazir, the appointment of 
NJib was nominally held by Mnhammad Iraj Khan, a 
m in of the meanest extraction. He had no real power. 
His first elevation was to the appointment of d&rogha 
of the cantonment bazar, and from this he rose to the 
position of Naib. It should here ho noted that from 
the time df Safdar Jang up to the present, the agents 
of the Nawab Wazir’s family hare always been men of 
low ongin, with tbo sole exception of Muhht&ru’d 
Daulah, who was of noble extraction. 9 

Surat Sing and his son-in-law, Rfija Jagannatb, wero 
superintendents of the accounts of revenue collectors. 
This Surat Sing was an experienced and trustworthy 
wan, one of tho old sonants of this family. He had 
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been Raja Mali finnia van’s ithq navis, ami was of bis 
caste. Tlfc last named R&ja was the Dfwau of the lato 
Naw&b Wazir and eventually Kdib-i-Mulk, and the 
famous Beni Bahadur was snraki-barddr of this Malrf- 
nardvan, and Mahanarnyan was son of Ramnarayan, 
and he and his brother Pnrfftb Sing were dewans of 
Safdar Jang They were the sons of Atraa Ram Khatri, 
the BIw&n of Burhanu’l-Mulk. In those days no offi- 
cials except these conldbe credited for trustworthiness 
and honesty. The Nawfib’s military regulations and tho 
ordering of the escort on occasions of public appearance 
were m tho hands of Muhammad Bashir Kh&n, who 
was a kind of second In&ib like Muhammad lraj Khan, 
for some servants were entertained by him and some 
by Muhammad Iry Khan, and some by neither cf them 
bmeo the lato Naw&h used to discharge all business 
personally, these Naibs were men of no influence 
The charge of tho treasury and the parsing of the 
military accounts and the mustcr-rtdls, and the offices 
conuectcd therewith, w ere under TaparClmnd, who was 
tho nephew of the famous Zauqi Mai , and bhaikh Abu 1 
BarakiU Kh&n Bahhslu was employed in this depart- 
ment under his superintendence This Shaikh Abu 1 
Baraknt Khan w as one of tho Shaihhzad&s of Kakon, a 
man of family, perfect and without flaw. Among Ins 
relatn es is Ma’zu’ddm Kh&n, ono of the notables of 
I Lucknow, a man who by proved loyalty has established 
claims on this family , and a fen* other men still remain 
distinguished for knowledge snd courtesy, for adminis- 
trative experience and military skill 

Among tho officers commanding firelock infantry, 
Basant All Kh&n KhnSja, and among those command- 
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mg tlio lmtchlocl infantrj , T atfifat Ah Klidn and 
Mahlub Ah Khfin Ivbwfija boro the rank «f General 
Rahfir All Khfin and J u\ d ir All Khan Kbwfija wero 
employed on tl e guard of the haram snra, and private 
treasun Ambar All Kh in Khw fija, who was endowed 
with many excellent qualities, was employed as ddrogln 
of the to3ha! I liana and travelling bfiwarchi hhfina, and 
Minim Tazl 4zim, with Hasan Raza Khfin as ln3 
depot}, was darogha of tho permanent b&warcln- 
Idiana Various relatn es of Mirza All Khan apd Sfildr 
Jang, although they were unemployed, held splendid 
jaglrs and 1 ept up the style of nobles, and had a voice 
in councils on important matters. It must hero be 
stated that these two brothers are sons of Muhammad 
IsbArj Khan Shustan, who had made a position for 
himself in the timo of Muhammad Shah as a hired 
bnffoon who studied the Emperor’s humours There 
is neither chastity nor self respect in this family. 
‘ This honse is nit* sunshine ” The family of Safdar 
Jang and tho pcoplo o£ Lucknow have been corrupt- 
ed bj them Another of llio intimates of the late 
Hiwib is Hasan Raza Khan, who used to render 
certain personal services to the late Nawfiband enjoyed 
such complete intimacy with him as to bo his very 
mouthpiece, for most orders were delivered through 
him Una Ha*an Raza Ivhan is sister s son of Kalb 
AU Kbfin, one of the notables of Sh'Uijahfinabfid, and 
an imperial officer Burb&nu’l Mulk married a daugh- 
ter of this family after he settled in Hindustan, and 
acquired name and influence through the alliance , and 
the daughter of Sa’aiat Khfin, mother of the late Nawfib, 
was born of a sla\e girl owned by this family, who 
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■w as presented to him in his marriage dower, and Bnr- 
liftouT-MuIl* strovo during his life to serve this family 
and show his gratitude *o them , but Safdar Jang hUd 
himself aloof from them, because they looked down 
upon liis wife 

Bandnh All Khan, Ibrahim All Khdn and Ashraf 
All Khan, sons of that slave girl, who are now in Luck- 
now, are sons of the paternal uncles of Kalb All Khan, 
and besides these there are two or three hundred per- 
sons of small note m Lackturw, descendants and rela- 
tives of Kalb All Khan Muhammad Ibrahim Khan, 
an officer of the empire and a friend of Burhauu’l- 
Mulh’s from the beginning of his career, a man of very 
high station and of good repntation in Lncknow, w as 
a paternal ancle of Hasan Itaza Khan, and was raised 
to tho position of Koiwril of Lucknow and custodian of 
the haram sara aud private treasury of Bnrhdnu’l- 
Jlulk and Safdar Jang. But Hasan Baza Kluu did not 
-presume on this close connection with the late Nawfib 
Wazir, but preferred to serve like an inferior, and thus 
secured a place in Ins affections Intelligent he is and 
respected, skilled m many military arts and in tho dis- 
cipline of soldiers, endowed with resolution, endnranco 
and dignity ; but ho is notoriously simple, easy-going, 
and parsimonious 'Who is there who is not inclined 
to bo lazy unless thero bo a whip to drive Ium ? But 
parsimony springs from confirmed habits of cconomj. 

A*mong tho revenue officials tho two Goshams, and 
Kauroz Ah Khdn and Muhammad Nasir Klnu, an 
Abissinian «lave, were the most prominent. The two 
Goshams maintained about 20,000 horse and foot, 
nagahs and others, aud administered the Dudb from 
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Ivorah to Anup9hahr Nnuroz Ah Khnn, with 7,000 
or 8,000 'veil kept horse and foot, was emploj ed in re- 
pressing the refractory in Sultfinpur, Parlabgarh, Ak- 
barpur and Allabab&d Muhammad Nasir Khan Hab- 
shi, wi k h 5,000 or 6,000 good horsemen and infantry, 
was stationed for the punishment of the rebellious 
fiajaa of Sanrfir, as the country between the Qhagra 
and the hills was called Of these, Nauroz All Khan 
was a protfye of this family and of Mughal extraction, 
and the two Goshains are chelat of Indargir^Gosham, 
who had exerted himself in the service of Safdar Jang 
in the war with Ahmad Khdn Bangash and Umad'ul 
Mulk, and had thereby established claims on his pat 
ronage 

Alm&s All Kh&n and Haidar Beg Kh&n also held 
insignificaut appointments in the Revenue Department, 
but it would take too long to mention all the officers of 
the revenue branch in the Sabah, for there were thou- 
sands of this class employed in the Government ser- 
vice 

The late Nawab was an exceedingly skilful and 
wide awake governor For instance, take the case of 
the dmil of Khairabad, who, on account of the strength 
of Ins residence and the power of the zamind&rs, made 
some improper request which annoyed the Nawdb 
The latter ordered seven Kayaths, who lived by letter 
writing, to be brought from the bazar He gave each 
of them one mibal of Khairabad, and dismissed ‘them 
He appointed Parsb&d Sing Kumedan with three regi- 
ments to support them, and punish any one who might 
not submit to them, and forwarding them instructions 
by letters, he kept them employed for some years in 
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the administration of that district, and by their means 
Iho resalt was prosperity, economy in expenditure, a 
earplug of revenue, and all other tokens of a good 
administration. 

One of the military commandants was Saiyad 
Jam&lu’d Din Khan Tnrani, a man endowed with all 
qualities of a commander, who had 2,000 Mnghal caval- 
ry, good soldiers, well mounted. Another was Mnr- 
taza Khan Barij, the son of the well-known Mustafa 
Khfin, wjio was employed at the head of a similar con* 
lingent of well-mounted cavalry. Qisim Khan Mandal 
and other Afgb&n officers, to the number of four or six 
thousand, looked up to him as their leader and formed, 
os it were, ono brigade. Jnmshed Beg and Khwfija 
Hi’matullah commanded 2,000 Turk sawfirs with 
good horses and appointments, trained after the Eng- 
lish style. This Jamshed Beg was of the stock of the 
J/it zemindars, and in bis boyhood fell into my father’s 
hands and was brought up carefully tmiong his slaves, 
but being discontented with my fathor’s service, he 
went to A’qd Tahir, a friend of my father’s in the ser- 
vice of the East India Company, and remained with 
him for som9 months and learned tho drill of the Turk 
sowars. After Aqn Tfih.V s anti my father’s death and 
tbo disbanding of the Turk sawars by order of Council, 
ho entered tho service of the late Nawab, and at his 
request trained these 2,000 Turk sawfirs. He was a 
worthy commander. There were three other divisions 
(kampti) of firelockmcn. Tho command of most of 
tbeso lay with Basant, and the rest had commanders of 
repute and respectability. There was also Mir Ahmad, 
commander of the Hajib battalions, which numbered 
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about six or seven thousand horse They were com- 
posed of reliable men with substantial merfns and well 
armed, because Mfr Ahmad, who was their trainer and 
drew up for them regulations of militaiy discipline and 
exercises, had brought together only men of good 
family, and arming them with matchlocks, drilled them 
and trained them m various manceuvres and pi ictices, 
according to tho duties imposed on English regiments 
in those dajs, and they could Inutile cannon and mus-* 
I ets rapidlj and effectively Other officers,* such as 
Shaikh lbsan and Bala ftao Marhata, and others like 
them, there were many, whom there is no special 
leason to mention The officials of the late Nawub 
were not wanting in skill, despatch, and efficiency in 
the discharge of their duties, as w ill hereafter be seen. 
In a short time this whole circle of officnla was broken 
lip, and owing to tho intrigues of self-seekers, men fit 
to fill their places were as ynpossible to find as though 
there had been a famine of msn in the Subah. 



ACCESSION 

Now I begin the narration of tins history The 
death of the lato Nan fib occurred on tho last day of 
the month of Ziqa’da 1188 A H , which was one month 
before the beginning of the year 1189 AH On that 
day a calamity overtook the residents of Faizabfid, and 
tbero wa£ no one, European or native, small or great, 
as bo was not affected with grief They had not finished 
the funeral obsequies of the deceased, when the heir- 
apparent began to think of Ins accession, and sum 
moving Sahir Jang and Mirza Ah Kbfin and other 
nobles from tbo funeral train, prepared to take his 
seat on tho ruler’s mnsDad All represented to him 
that, as b) tho graco of God tbero wa3 no rival to his 
claims, and his servants and relatives, being aware of 
the friendliness of the English, wortf all ready to yield 
lum allegiance, it would be bettor if ho did not ex- 
hibit impatienco, and llio English officials, among 
whom, wero Colonel Collins and Mr Conwaj , con 
sidcred it advisable to wait , }et he did not heed them, 
but showed tho greater haste, so that nil had to jjeld 
to Ins wishes At tlio same time he nominated Mir 
MurtazaKhan his Nfiib, with full powers, and created 
him a Haft-lmfiri and Sfilnb-i naubat, and appointed 
Jhao L’jI, a native of Fnizfibfitl, a man of low extrac- 
tion, his household stoward, to officiate for Muham- 
mad Bashir Khan , gave him a fine troop of cavalry 
and infantry, and employed him m several capacities 
03 bis pnvato sen ant And ho honoured several com 
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mon soldiers, who tad been Ins orderlies, with thb ...*v 
of Bfija and gave them the cqmmand of troops and 
loaded them with gifts, although they were not really 
deserving of such notice He gave to TahsJn Ah 
Khfin, his Jvhwaja Bard tho post of hi&zir Khan 
sfiman and many other such offices Seeing this, tho 
trno friends of tho lato Naw&b despaired of tho future 
and grew apprehensive on their own acconnt 

Tirat of all Muhammad Iraj on pretence of obtain- 
ing a sanad firom the Emperor, went off to Shslijaban 
dbdd, and after his arrival there, delayed tho purpose of 
his visit and began to prosecute his own acquaintance 
with Zulfiqar ud Daulah, with the result that after a 
little timo he was appointed by him Ndib of Hi© Subah 
of Akbar&bdd, aud Asafa d Danlah reckoned his de 
parturo a gain and took no notice of his conduct As 
in TaiZiibai he was near his grandmother, who disap- 
proved of most of his proceedings, ho conceived a dis 
hi c for that city and ‘moved to Lucknow and began 
to build there This was a manifest mistaho which ho 
committed, because the climate of Taizdb&d is better 
than that of Lucknow, and the ground at Lucknow 
is unevon and its baz'trs and streets are narrow and 
confined Had ho first of all selected a lovel stto for 
his new residence, a city worthy of a name would have 
been raised for less expense than was incurred in tho 
building of Lucknow At the same time, too, tho ;csi 
dents would have cscapod all unpleasantnesses, and his 
natno would havo sutured fox the wisdom of his selec- 
tion

At tbid juncture Mr Middleton arrived m the pro 
vmco on tho uommation of Mr Hastings, tho Gover- 
nor, and h-id hardiy tiiao to drawbreitk when Mr John 
Bnstow arrived in Lucknow to snpplant him, on the 
nomination of General Clavcnng and about the samo 
time, tho beginning of the j ear 1189 A H , Mirza 
Sa’adat Ah also came to Lucknow. The reason of this 
was that Asafud Daulah, immediately on his acces- 
sion, sent for lus brother, and despatched Mahbub Ah 
Khan, one of the most reliable officers attached to 
Bareli, to undortako tho administration and send 
Sa’ndat Ah to him Mirra Sa’ddat All, having sounded 
Murtaza Ehfin Barij and other officers round him, 
finding that no one would assist him, hastoned to join 
his brother In this year Nnuror All Khdn died and 
Saiyad Mu’azziz Khdn, younger, brother of Mukhtaru d 
Daulah, was appointed his successor as Subabdar of 
AUah&bad, and left for fliat pi ico with all tho pomp, 
paraphernalia and circumstance of offico 3Iahammad 
Hasir Khan Habshi also having died, the territory 
known as Sarwar was divided out to several persons 
Asafu’d Daulah demanded Ins father’s accumu 
lated treasure from his mother, and there were manj 
unworthy passages between them At last tho Begam, 
on obtaining a deed of release from her son, garo 
him 50 lakhs of rupees Another of tho events of 
this period nas tho dismissal cf Haidar 8eg Khdn 
and tho appointment of Mahbub All Khan to tho 
chakl id&n of Korah A resumf of the history of 
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Haul'll Beg KMn will not be out of placo His fa- 
ther was a native of TatiMbdil in Kabul, all ignorant 
and insignificant Falaqclu, and all the relatives of Hai- 
dar Beg Khan to tins day, whether born in Hindustan 
or in ratahib&d, have not a spark of discretion, and 
persist in practices which even lower animals abhor, 
but he was himself a discreet man, wi3e, and of flexible 
disposition Ho and his brother Nur Beg were jointly 
employed in some small way in the administration of 
this Subah, and both wore notorious for ewtomon, 
oppression, selfishness and perfidy In tho days when 
Beni Bahadur was Naib, having acquired some repu- 
tation and wealth, they embezzled tho revenue of their 
pargnnas, and for this reason the late Naw&b impri 
soned them and pressod them to disgorge The elder 
brother succumbed under the blows and kicks of bai 
liffs, and died from sun heat Haidar Beg KMn also 
was on the point of death when Bahfir All Kb'in, tak- 
ing pity on him, Inforpied the Begam of his wretched 
condition When this appeal was made to the Begam, 
she was overcome by that tenderness natural to women, 
and exerted herself to save him Haidar Beg Khin, 
having opened communication with tho Begam, held 
out bribes to her followers After a long interval he 
obtained the talisildan of chakla Korah, and after a 
second disgrace, further embezzlements of his came to 
light He was now to drink a cup of the old brew,* 
but Saijad Muhammad Khan, the brother of Mukh 
tam’d Daulah, came to his aid and saved him from 
destruction

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In Raj ib of this jear I oame to Lucknow with 
Snyad Zaittn I Abdui Khin Tabu Tabai, who had been 
invited by Muklitfiru d Daul ih The latter received 
him with respect and assigned him 2,000 horse and 
foot In this place it seems proper to explain the con- 
nections which Zunui Abdm Khan had with this 
Government The said Khan was one of the fam 
ous Saiyads of Mashhad 1 Muqaddas, and proficient m 
arts and sicences, especially in tho scienco of medicine, 
and Safdar Jang treated him with respect and defer 
enco From tho moment of his arrival in ladia ho 
formed an intimacy with Muhammad Quit Khan ind 
was inseparable from hiln When Muhammad Quh 
Kl iSn was imprisoned, ho endeavoured to effect his 
release, hut ho failed, and fearing bhnjau d Danish s 
power, ho went off to Bengal 

I was born in 1IGG AH, in the city of Lnch- 
now My maternal grandfather w a3 Abu 1 Hasan 
Beg Isfahfini, who was among, tho associates of Bur- 
hfinn I Mulk from the beginning of his career After 
that I? a wttb s death he renounced tho world and led a 
private life My father was Mnbammad Beg, w ho, hav- 
ing como to Hindustan entered (ho military service 
of Safdar Jang and w on Ins confidence On the termi- 
nation of tho struggles between tho Afghans and 
Itnja Hawal Rat, when Muhammad Quh Kh in was 
appointed naib of tho Subnh, iny father was appointed 
m his rctmuo A friendship and intimacy sprang 
up between them Tor this reason when Safdar Jang 
etum laio firs Sab-th, anc? Slabaaiatsd Q&lt K h&a rtss 
appointed to Allalrfb&d, mj father, not w isbing to part 
from him, went to All th ibAd After tho arrest of Mu 
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hammad Quli Khan, Nawdb Shujfi u’d Diulali endea- 
voured to conciliate my father, and maintained him 
as before in hie civil and military charge After 
two or three yearn, when the Nawab camo again 
to Allah&bAd, and Mirza Nnjaf Khan fled from the 
camp, he distrusted my father also, and resolved to im- 
prison him My father, leaving all his goods and 
wealth on the spot, fled to Bengal The Naw6b confis- 
cated two lakhs of rupees m cash and property be 
longing to my father, and placed a guard overdue, who 
was then in Lucknow After a short time, out of 
regard for my family, he removed the guard and sup- 
plied money for my education, and treated me with 
favour. After two or three years, when my father sent 
for me, he permitted me to leave and sent me to Bengal 
My fathei died a year after my arrival in Murs- 
hadabad Then Zamu’l Abdln and I spent five years 
honorably in Muzaffar Jang’B suite in Bengal, until 
Muklitaru’d Dauhh induced me to return to Lack- 
now. 

At this time Mr John Bristow asked Mnkhtfiru’d 
Daulali to give Benares to the Company as jagir 
Mukhtaru’d Danlab, on the condition of receiving sup- 
port m the seizure of Etawah and Bareli, and of the 
recognition of the right to Allahdb&d, the income of 
which provinces was abont Rs 1,50,00,000, and also 
with a view to securing his own position, 'which wa» 
dangerous and insecure on account of the caprices of 
his master and the nobles round him, considered it wise 
to comply with this request and induce Asafu’d 
Danlah by spacious arguments to acquiesce , but tho re- 
salt was opposite to what he anticipated, as will bo seen 
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from what follows Tho hapless wretch involved him- 
self and alMns connections in calamity. 

Another event of this 3 ear was the Nawib’a visit 
to Et&wah This move was resolved upon, because 
Muhammad Iraj Khan, instead of exerting himself for 
the Nawfib’s purposes, had began to intngne with Mirza 
Najaf Khin, and tho Emperor delayed to confer on tho 
Nawftb the dignity of Wazlr, and also because the 
Nawfib desired to seize the territory of Ahmad Khiin 
Bangash„who had died a few months boforo the lato 
Nawib Accordingly, having made over tho nldbat of 
the Subah with tho insignia of rnle to Saiyad Moham- 
mad Khfin, the elder brother of Mukhtnru’d Danlah, 
ho act out m that direction with all hvs forces m the 
month of ShawwfiL When he arrived at tho bank of 
the Ganges, and two divisions had crossed, and tho third 
was still on this side, orders were given to disarm the 
third division , bat the men prepared to fight, and de- 
manded their pay. When an English force, which was 
then encamped at Bangarmau, came up, and with tho 
first and Becond divisions prepared to attack them, tho 
unfortunate men fled m disorder, and tho two divisions 
which were left were at tho advice of Mukh tim’d Danlah 
handed over to the English officers for training But 
tho English officers wero soon removed, and tho discip- 
line of these battalions was entrusted to Basant Ah Khan 
On tho Nnwdb’s entering Famikhabad a yearly nazrana 
of5$lahhs was imposed on that province and continues 
to this day, and another sum in money and chattels 
having been levied by confiscation of Ahmad Shin’s 
propert) , tho Naw ab moved on to Etawah, and remained 
there some months 
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Many events happened at tins tune Among these 
•was the desertion of several of Najaf Kh&n’s fol- 
lowers who came to the Nawab’s camp The cause of 
this was that Asafu’d Daalah, attributing to Zulfiq&r- 
u’d Daulah the non conferment of the dignity of 
Wazir, recalled while the seige of Dig was in pro- 
gress, the auxiliaries, about 10,000 horse and foot, 
which Shuja’u’d Daulah had supplied to him After 
this, by holding out bait to the officers of his camp, ho 
gained them over and caused the dispersion of his force 
Among those who Bwallowed the bait at this time was 
.Fatah Ah Khan Durrani, who came over with five or 
six thousand well mounted horse and foot, and a well- 
appointed battery and camel gnn3 and abundant stores 
But after some time, being pressed for money, and see 
ing the Nawab’e bad management, he sold all his pro- 
perty to the people in the camp for a trifling sum, and 
returned alone to his home Zulfiq'iru’d Daulah, not- 
withstanding thesfi occurrences, did not despair but cap- 
tured Dig After this he induced the Emperor to 
confer on the Nawab the dignity of Wazir and thus 
put an end to all cause of quarrel Zulfiqdru’d Daulah 
himself was created N&ib Wazir. 
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1190 A. H. 

[21st February. 1776— 8th February, 1777.] 

In the beginning of this year occurred the removal 
of the two Gosbains and the appointment of Zainn'I- 
Abdin Kb&n to the administration of the Du&b. At 
this time Gbatampur, Akbarpur-Birbar, and Akbar- 
pur-Sbahpur, Rasulabid, Sikandra Bildspnr, and Pha- 
pbund, parganas of tho Dudb yielding 15 or 16 lakhs, 
Were made over to me by ZainuT Abdin IChao. The 
Gosbains were ordered to conquer tho remaining por- 
tions of tho Kalpi division and support their troops 
thereon. Anupgir, who was the elder brother, regard- 
ed this gift, which involved tho subjugation of a 
foreign territory and tho collection of its revenues* as 
Ins death warrant, and so went off in disgust with 
most of his followers and joitied the camp of Zulfiqar- 
u’d Daulab. Umraogir remained with two or throe 
thousand cavalry. 

Another event of this year was the flight of Mu- 
hammad Bashir KMa. He was staying ia Najtbiibid 
in tho Bareli province, when an ofder came to tho 
other officers in camp to arrest him. The Hahsbi regi- 
ment first of all proceeded to tako him. "When they 
had got near Muhammad Bashir Khan’s tent ho got 
notieff ami thought what he could do. Then Mir 
Bab&dnr Ali, one of tho Birha Saiyads, and Abdn’r 
Ilahmfm Khan, a Qaudhari Afghan, camo in to him. 
They were under obligations to him, and among his 
intimato friends. Mir Bahfidur Ali 6aid: “ Mount 
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he either disgraced or killed, appointed him to dmo 
them off 'Mnhhtani d Daulah, seeing through thU 
device, desired to poor oil on the troubled waters and 
pacify tho excited rogunouts and gain them over to 
himself, but he coaid not succeed owing to the in 
trigties of these threo men and the incitements of the 
matchlock regiment's, who were in league with them 
They refused to listen to Mukhtaru d Daula u and 
drew up in line of battle Mukhturu’d Daulah s 
force was likely bo defeatod, but some of their leaders 
were killed and tho survivors fled After this, when 
tho teacbcry of Jhao L’al and Tapar Chand had como to 
light, tho Nawab AVaztr arrested both and handed 
thorn over to Mnkhtarn d Daulah and they remained 
in confinement until Mnkbtfiru d Daulah’s death 

Another important event which happened during 
this expedition was tho murder of MukhUru’d Daulah 
and Ba«ant After tho imprisonment of Jhao L a! and 
Tapar Chand, Basant, lostngall fijith in Asafu d Daulah, 
begin to think of Ins own safety At this time Bfirza 
Sa adat All, who was m tho camp denuded of all rank, 
acting on tho suggestion of Tofazzul Hnscn Khan, 
employed as Ins tool Ajab Kh in Afghan, a daring 
character of tlioso days, an acquaintance of Tafazzul 
Ilnsen K! an’s, and a fnond of Basant s, and through 
him bogari a conspiracy with Basant After a deal 
of negotiation it was settled that Basant shou’d pat 
A*afud Daulah and Alukht iru’d Daulah ont of tho 
way , that Sa ddat Ah should succeed his brother, and 
Basant becomo bis minister of war and Gnanco , and 
that Ajab Kkm sbonld guarantee tbo death of both 
Accordingly one day, when tho \\ 02ir was complain- 
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in«» m Basant* s presence about Mukh tam’d Dinlah, 
Basant, catching at the opportunity, obtained a kind 
of permission to kill him, and, resolving to kill them 
both, prepared a banquet with treacherous designs, and 
invited them both to it MnkhtSrn’d Daulah, who, 
notwithstanding the loss of his trnste*d officers and 
troops, was confident in his reliance on the English, 
showed himself reckless and incautious, and, being 
ignorant of the snare, went to the enter taimneut 
The Wazir, although he was unaware of B 33 ant’s in- 
tention as to himself, made some excuse Basant, 
being disconcerted at bis denial, went to bim three 
times at midday, and, expatiating on the splendour ot 
bis preparations and the amusements provided, pressed 
him to attend, but he could Dot succeed, for theWazir’s 
timo had not come Accordingly Basant, putting off 
his murder to another day,. gave the signal for the 
murder of Mukht&r-ud Daulah to Fnzl Ah and Tahb 
Ah, friends of Ajab l\ban, and to two others Mukh- 
tdru’d Daulah at this hour, on account of the great 
heat of the sun, dismissing his servants and followers 
to his tent, went down himself to an underground 
npartrapnt and began to listen to mnsic, when sud- 
denlj Mir Fazl Ah, stepping forward a couple of 
paces, killed him with a succession of rapid blows 
Thereupon Basant sent word to Mtrza Sa’ndat Alt 
and the Gosham, who wore among his accomplices, and 
told them ho was going to the Darbdr to kill the Wazir, 
and that they should mount their horses and como up 
with their supporters He also ordered his two divi- 
sions At ctfimr ajr wnftY grrmr Be i'nen set' out tor ffio 

Wazir’ a tent with two remnu>nf« toR», 4 > .vAm nwwni 
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A wall liad been drawn round the Wazir’ s tsnts 
bccanso ItoVas given to long sleeping, and one door 
liad Leon left in the wall Tins door Lid then been 
dosed because of the mnrder which hid been announc- 
ed ; and hence Basant did not obtain admittance un- 
challenged. The Wazir sent out word to him to come 
in alone As he knew that the Wazir had no know- 
ledge of his designs on him, and the mnrder of Muhh- 
tfirn’d Daulali had been committed with his approval, 
lie did not hesitate to go in alone, and taking with 
him Bade Mirza, a strong man, a relative of Ins own, 
who was under him d&rogha of the Wazfr's Dfndn 
Klmua, and a slave who was a second Bade Mirza in 
strength, he went into tho Wazir’s presence and made 
a sign to tho officers of tho two regiments to enter tho 
.Diwun Khana after him on a pretence which had 
been agreed on. When Basant came before the Wazir, 
tho latter reflected that if Basmt remained ahvo, his 
complicity in the murder of MuJ.htfim’d Diulah would 
bocome known and give rise to inquiries by tho Eng- 
lish, and ho therefore gave tho signal to sotno ten or 
fifteen men near him to despatch Basant, and Nawaz 
Sing, one of the Rajas on duty, dealt him a blow 
with a sword and felled him to tho ground. Bado 
Mirza and the sla*o wero stupefied and were unable 
to chock Nawaz Sing. But when Nawaz Sing, after 
inflicting some more unnecessary blows on tho corpse, 
placed his booted foot on its bead, the blood of re- 
sentment boiled witbtn Bado Mirza’s heart and ho 
drew bis sword and killed him Then the attendants of 
tho Wazir ono and all attacked Bido Mirza and tho 
slave, but not finding themselves fit to face them, rnu 
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into corners Bade Mirza then going forward to the 
Wazlr, as ho had no evil intentions, s-tid, “I have 
done this deed ont of my regard for Basant and I 
have no disloyal intention I shall now leave this 
place only on condition that orders arc given that no 
ono shall kill me ” The Wnzir pledged his word 
Bade Mirza left and went to his home Tho two 
regiments thatwero prepared to enter, seeing Basant’s 
head before them dispersed Mirza ba’adat All, corn- 
in^ up at this moment with some armed cavalry, was, 
liho the rogimcnts, unable to venture in, and, learning 
the fate of Ba«ant, went off in despair to the tents of the 
Gosharn for assistance Tho Goshain, admitting that 
theic plans h 1 1 completely failed, gave him a swift 
nnro aud bade him fly So Mirza Sa’edat Ah, flying 
forthwith from tho army with Tafazznl Husen Kbdn, 
Bade Mirza, and the slave and some others, rested not 
till the) had reached the Emperor’s territory An 
hour later tho twb divisions came up and demanded 
retribution for tho murder of Basant and to be allowed 
to plunder Mukhturn’d Daulah’s tents Yosaf All 
Kbdn, d irogha of Mukht iru’d Daulah a artillerv, faith 
ful to the dtcea«ed, put forward some guns and Mughal 
gunners to check them Tho Wazlr, notwithstanding 
the remonstrances of those near him, summoned np 
courage, went to tho divisions, and by distributing 
presents to the officers, endeavoured to conciliate 
them Tho tumult of tho troops subsided Anwar 
Ah KhAn, who was Mukht&ru’d Daulah’s Khw&jasari 
and adviser, and without whom ho would have been 
unequal’ Ahr Antaw uVmanuW of Arm 6 y iflo {fan'r, 

convoyed his corpse to the suburbs of Etawab and 
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burying it there, lived a broken -heir ted recluse The 
officers of the arm} buried Basant s corpse with un 
posing ceremony and maintained crowds at hu gn\o 
for many days after, and kept a cook and distributed 
food to the poor 

Another event was the appointment of Latafat Ah 
Kh&n as theWazlr’s agent at tbo Emperor’s Court It 
camo about iu this nay The tote Nan *Sb, leaving him 
and his troops in the province of Bareli, assigned him 
mahdl3 folding fifteen lakhs of rupees, for the support 
of his troops After Mukht&ru d Daulah’s death, tbo 
AVnzfr, when he made up his mind to return to Lack- 
now, resolved to select a man who should remain with 
a fitting retmne at tbo Einperor’t. Court Latafat Ah 
Kh&n, who hoped to piece himself beyond the reach of 
misfortune bv remoung himself to a distance from the 
B’azir, managed by bribery and intrigue to obtain this 
post Having spent some years under the protection 
of Znlfiqfiru’d IWah, he was, m.1195* A H , dismissed, 
and his jagir resumed Ho and his cavalry cutered 
the service of Zulfiq&ru’d Daulah On the death of 
the latter ho thought himself Bafo, but Muhammad Beg 
Khdn Hamdam, getting lnm into his power by -some 
stratagem, put his eyes out at the order of Mirza 
Shafi, Klian He is now dragging out a miserable 
existence m that neighbourhood 

Cither events of this year were tho appointment of 
Muhammad Iraj Khan as Naib and bis death soon 
after, and then the ofllr of tho appointment to, an 1 
tbo refusal of it by, Hasan Itaza Kh5n and Haidar 
Beg Khan Kabuli Tho office of N ub may bo said to 
have remained \acantfor soioo timo after Mukbt'lru’d 
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Dauhhs death, and Raja JagannSth Diwan conducted 
the administration under the instructions of Mr 
Bmtow The Wazir wrote a friendly letter sum* 
mornug Muhammad Ira] Khan, who, because ho had 
no confidence in the Wazir, wrote to Mr Bristow 
that if he sent for him on his own responsibility, ho 
would come, and if not, not Mr Bristow reassured 
him Muhammad Iraj Kh'm came with Muhammad 
Bashir Khfin to tho banks of the Ganges opposite 
Bangarmau Hero the ferrymen, at the litigation 
of Muhammad Iraj Khan, forbade Muhammal Bashir 
Khun to cross, and he returned to EtAwili Muham- 
mad Iraj Kbdn crossed and was miested with tho 
dignity and duties of Naib Wazir During the whole 
term of Iraj Kh&n’s office, Muhammad Bashir Kh&n 
remained at Etnwah Afterwards, through the efforts 
of Mirza Hasan Raza Khun, be obtained permission 
to cross into Otidli Not long afterwards he was 
attacked by catafact and retired into private hfo on 
tho income of the jagir which had been assigned 
hau He is still alive m Lucknow Turther, Moham- 
mad Iraj Khfin, when ho was m power, fearing that on 
him should bo avenged Mukbtdru’d Danish's death, 
removed Saiyacl Mu’azzaz Kbiu from Allahabad, as 
well his elder brother Saiyad Muhammad Khan, who 
was a dismissed Naib of tho bubdh, and ho impnsonod 
all tho relatives and protegls of Muklit&m’d Danlab, 
and as long as I10 lived, his solo object was their perse- 
cution Afterwards, when Mr. Bmtow said something 
to him in their favor, he replied “ According to tho 
agreement which has been ratified between our two 
powers, yon bare no right to interfere in tho affairs of 
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this State Drop this subject If jou do not, )oU 
will have to furnish an explanation to our agentthrotmli 
the Council in Calcutta * Sir Bristow, when he heard 
this answer, regretted much having summoned him, 
and became silent Muhammad Iraj Kh5n was seized 
by dropsy about tins time and died, and Ins lying 
swagger ceased 

Among the events of Muhammad Iraj KMn’s id» 
ministration was the disbanding of tho remaining 
regimont^of the old divisions Ibis happened thus 
The Wazlr, on his return from Etowah, gavo commands 
to English officers in the regiments m Basant's camp 
and loft thorn behind. Tho commandants and subor 
dinate officers, who were habitually disobedient and 
bad received hints from the Wnztr’s officials to bo 
disobedient, evinced unwillingness to carry out orders 
Accordingly the arrangement did not work Some 
regiments which wero in tho neighbourhood of Etawnh 
nnd attached to the forco cantoned at Farrukh&bfid 
mutinied, imprisoned their officers evtorted their pay 
from tl em, and went ofF with their muskets and guns 
nnd joined Najaf Khfin’s camp, somo other regiments 
in that quarter dispersed, leaving their equipments 
behind Their commandants, who came to Lucknow, 
w ero blow n from tho guns These ovents caused great 
alarm to the English officers who were m command of 
them Indeed, many of them during thi9 tfmeuto wero 
lootcif in their flight and wero killed by the ramfnd&rs 
of tho Du&b One of thorn, Major IIowc, took refngo 
with me m Flnphund, remained for somo days, nnd 
was conveyed to a pheo of safety After that tho 
English officers enlisted new recruits instead of tho

mutineers and rai e ed their regiments to full strength 
The goner'll command of them was givefi to Colonel 
Gower 

The moo or ten thousand troops who were with 
JIahbub Ah Khan in Korah were also disbanded 
After the mutiny of the other regiments, the tfTazir 
suspected these also and detached an English officer 
secretly to disarm them This officer, with four regi- 
ments disguised as travellers, came withm a short dis- 
tance of Mahbnb Alt Khan’s camp, aud obtained an 
intei view with him , and then, drawing out Ins men at 
night, ordered an assault, advanced close up to the camp 
and suddenly opened fire with musketry and cannon 
As Mabbub resided in the city and the camp was 
wuliont officers aud ho one was prepared etcept the 
sentries on guard, the whole body being taken by sur- 
prise took to fligt t Their equipments and valuables 
were plundered by the gcouudrels of the camp, and 
Mabbub, seeing nothing left hut to submit, went to 
Lucl now On his arrival a jagir was assigned to him 
for his support, and he spent ^otae years in comfort 
This jSgir WaS eventually resumed and he then moved 
with some others to Slmbjahanabad From this he 
Went aft^r some jears to Makka and died there lhe 
chakla of Korah Was gnen, on Haidar Beg Khan’s 
recommendation, to Almds Ah Kh&n Through the 
oppressions of bis naib Rasti Ram the revenue fell 
from twenty lakhs to six or seven Finally, after Iraj 
Khan’s death, Mirza Hasan Raza Kh6n, alreadj men- 
tioned, who had by this time become a pnbhcand pri- 
vate friend of the Wazir, and a channel of communi- 
cation between the Wafcfr and Mr Bristow, was ap- 
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pointed to Gil tho post of Niib, but inasmuch as 
lie was without administrate e experience, Mr Bris- 
tow recommended that another person who bad prac- 
tical experience should be selected and made his 
coadjutor. Hereupon Ismi'it Beg Sliur/ih, a vagrant 
from tho bazars of Iran, and lienee utterly with- 
out faith or honesty, or a thought cither for the 
public gooi or bis master’s welfare, who was at 
this time JSlr Bristow’s factotum and one of his 
confidants, actuated In the hopo of some imaginary 
gam, instead of which ho reaped loss and ruin, recom- 
mended Haidar Beg Khun Ivabuh to Mr Bristow Mr. 
Bristow was deceived by bis plausibility, flattery, and 
misrepresentations — arts in which he was a master — 
and tho digmtj of N»ib-i Kullwas conferred on Hasan 
Baza Khfin, and that of Ndib i Mulk on Haidar Beg 
IChfin Tikait Rai was appointed by Hasan Raza 
Kb&n peshkar and superintendent of accounts As 
RSja Jagannfitb had previously been confirmed in tbo 
appointment of Diwan, Haidar Beg KhAn did not 
consider himself his equal, and referred most of his 
papers to Iikait Rai, Henco tho clerks became uu- 
disciphned, and Tikait Bai obtained Complete control 
This Tikait Rai was a aillager’s son, and in tbo tirno 
of the lit e Naw&b was a servant on Rs 16 a month of 
Khush Nazar Ivbwfij3sari, who was tabvfldur of tho 
jew§l house "N hile in this emplojmeut he was 
guilt} of embezzlement, and was inipri e oned during 
the life of tbo late Nawib, but after Ins death was 
released and became servant of Akbar Ah Kb&n, 
dirogab of Mukbtaro’d Haul ah s Diwan Khana, and 
thus becamo acquainted with Anwar All Khac, who 
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was Mukhtaru d Daulah's factotum tbcty becoming 
familiar with him by Ins buffoonery and tale hearing, 
lio bogau to meddlo with every one’s affairs, and be- 
cause ho liad rendered eomo little eorvioo to Hasan 
Baza Khfin, ho was now raised to this dignity 

At the end of this year Mr Bristow was removed 
and Mr Middleton was appointed a second time to 
Lucknow, and notwithstanding tho obligations which 
havo been mentioned under which Haidar Bog Khfin 
lav to Mr. Bristow, ho canscd him much annoyance at 
tho time of his departure This unworthy conduct of 
Haidar Beg Klidn'a was not with a view to extort 
any gain, but was the ontcomo of lus natural disposi- 
tion, for w hoever treated him well ho returned him 
evil This statement is proved by tho cases of tho 
Nnwfib Begam, Balifir All Khfin, Murlaza Khfin, 
Saiyad Muhammad Khfin, Mr Johnson, Mr Bristow, 
and Major Palmer, who* were nil his bonofactors, 
and their cases will bo stated Tho treatment with 
winch ho requited tho help he received from Tafaz- 
zul Hasan Khfin arose from a causo which will ho 
detail od 
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1191 A. H. 

[9th February, 1777-29th January, 1778] 

In this year Colonel Gower was sent into tbo 
Dtmb with his contingent, which was in tho service 
of tho Wnzlr, with orders to raze the forts of tbo ro- 
fractory zaminddrs and break their power Ho first 
came to Korah. Basti Ham, the Ndib of Almas AH 
KbSn, who, on account of his great oppression, was 
mcknamed Ujar It dm, sacrificed some zaminddrs in- 
stead of the really refractory leaders Then he moved 
to tho districts under Zamn’l Abdfn Khdn, and, whilo 
ha was there, something happened which caused the 
llnglish uneasiness and resulted in tho cancelment of 
of tho order. It was this. There was iu the pargana 
of Talgdm a ta’luqddr named Tatah Cliand Patak. 
lie paid five or six thousand rnpccs of revenue and 
had a zamlnddri income of about equal araonnt Car- 
ried pway by tho conceit of yduth and by natural 
daring, ho used sometimes to provo rpfractory Tho 
Colonel surrounded lus fort, which was in an open plain 
and weakly fortified. After three days, w hen they had 
nndo a breach, tho Colonel gave orders for an assault. 
Tho Pdtak sallying out with 3,000 men from his fort, 
attempted to mal o his escape at tho point whero tho 
Colonel himself was. Tho soldiers resisted his passage, 
and awovere fight ensued in which about 400 prnates 
and 10 British officers were killed. The Pdtak escap- 
ed from tho field unhurt 

fn ifiis year Haidar Beg Khan removed’ Jfnrat’ 
Singh, who used to collect nearly 70 lakhs from tho 
Bareli Division, and entrusted it to lvundan L’al and 
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two or three Kayaths, who were prolfyit of the Rn* 
hela family and residents of that country. They re- 
mained in office two years, and during that time tlioy 
sent numbers of cultivators from that district into 
Faizulla Khfin’s territory To thit period the begin- 
ning of the depopulation of RobilLhaud is referred 
Ike Kayatbs wero imprisoned for their embezzlements 
and died in confinement, and large sums whtoh they 
owed to bankers and traders remained unpaid The 
only cause for the removal of Surat SmglS was the 
N tub's private greed. 

In the same year the contingent under Mifin Afrlu, 
who was an associate of the Wazir’s etmucbs and at 
this time among his intimates, was also disbanded. 
They were some thousands of horse and many foot. 
The younger Gosham, who had remained in the Subali 
with two or three thousand horse, desired to join Zul- 
fiq&r'ud Daulah’s forco, and crossed the Ganges When 
he arrived at the Bitbur Gh/it on the banks of the 
Ganges, he seized several relatives of Topar Chaud 
Ivbaz&Dchi, who bad come there to hathe, and carried 
them off He had got seven days’ journey beyond the 
Wazir’s jurisdiction before the order for their release 
arrived No one had courage to stop him and the 
Khazdnchi’s relatives remained some years ms prison- 
ers until at last Tapar Chand gave tho Goshnin Ins pay 
and procured their release , 

In tbs year the dismissal and ruin of 2ainn’l Abdfa 
took place It should be noted that Haidar Beg Khan 
from the beginning of fits career, though feigning 
loyalty, was beut for years on avenging bis brother’s 
death on Shuj&Vd Daulalis descendants, and was 
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determined not to let n vcstigo of tbcm survive For 
this reason"! e was unintfcrrmttingly bent on disband- 
ing tho troops and ruining tho inhabitants of tho 
eountrj . Ho used to get rid of every old and respect- 
able official and employ in bis stead some mean man of 
low origin, and ho did not put forward tho equal of anv 
one whom ho removed If any of the English desired 
to interfere for tho reform of affairs, bo prevented them, 
until no one remained to check him and be estabbsbed 
himself cupreme Ho had an e) e Bolel) to his own 
interests Remembering, however, these lines — 

Bom me not for Qo<l can Urn t 
The range of tbj resentful ire 
When the foci is exhausted 
The flame unfed must then expire 
ho relinquished his first designs so far as to let the 
remnant of them (Shuj&nM Danish's descendants) be * 
He was really a prudent man and understood bnsiness 
so, why else than for this reason was ho guilty of this 
bad administration ? 

In short, Haidar Beg Khfin, who desired tho rum 
and disgrace or Zainu’l Abdin Kli&n, called him to 
Lucknow at the very season of revenue collec ion, and 
began to negotiate with others for tho administration 
of tho Duab This led the eamladfirs to plaj a wait 
inggame and tho collection of revonae fell into arrears 
Afterwards ho let him return and put forward Almfls 
All Khan in Bais&kh as a candidate for tho post, and 
Basti Ram, Naib of Korah, showing a want of pru- 
dence, then informed mo3t of the zamfnddra of tbi9 
mtnc ’Some letters of Basti Ttnirfs, bearing 'ins sea’i, 
were intercepted and sent to Lucknow As bo bad 
acted at Haidar Beg Khan’s instigation, no notice was 
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taken of tins Bat the rams had not set m before 
Haidar Beg Khan thought of another expedient and 
proceeded to pat Ins intention into execution It was 
this Isma il Beg Shurah at hSs suggestion informed 
Mr Middleton that ZamaU Abdfn had sent for his 
family from Marshadfib&d, and that they bad left 
.AHabdb'id and were about to arrive at Etdwali , that, on 
their arrival, Zamu’l Abdfn would join Zulfiqdr Kbdn’s 
camp with 12,000 horse and foot and artillery and tho 
revenue he had collected Therefore Haidar Beg 
Khda scat Basti Ram an order to seize Zaiau’l Abdfn 
Khan’s family and at the same time dismissed the 
Kbdn The fact is, that Zamu’l Abdf n’a family was 
coming by Haidar Beg's own order un tbo Gumti, and 
arrived in Lucknow a month after his dismissal, and 
all that Isma’il Beg told was filse In fine, after Ins 
removal, Haidar Beg gave those mahals, which had 
yielded some years previously 52 lakhs, and in my 
time 45 lakhs, for something over 30 lakhs to Almds 
Ah Khan, who remained there for some years conti- 
nuously, and eventually effected a reduction to 25 
lakhs Zama’l Abdrn Khan’s cavalry, soma 10,000 
men, nere also made over to Almds Ah Kbin, and 
Haidar Beg having made out that Zamu 1 Abdlu owed 
six or Beven lakhs, wished to wiprision him, hut certain 
circumstances prevented bis doing so After some 
months Zainn’l Abdin died of chagrin and ra^o 

In thd coarse of these change*, I suffered severely. 
The way was this As I had charge of the mab&b 
ronnd Korab and I was all the year on bad terms with 
Bash Ram, he embraced this chance and instigated 
tho refractory rmilndars of those mabfils to plunder 
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tne Accordingly, in tlio space of tbrcc or A or da^ », 
10,000 Rnjjrats collected round the cantonment of 
Ghitampur, but as there were round the cantonments 
small mounds of earth like bastions, [ had in my 
tarn strengthened the place bv digging ditches from the 
ono to tlio other, on pretence of making a trench into 
■which to shoot rnbbtsh This fortiGcation prevented 
their ingress I remained on the alert nnder arms 
m„lit and day for fifteen days, with four or five hun- 
dred sep?)s prepared to die After that 1 made ar- 
rangements to leave, and I gave out that I would neat 
morning set out along tlio Muianagar road, a difficult 
road west of Gh&tampur, for tlio ghat at Kannauj, which 
v.as tlio passago Zamn 1 Abdin would take on his 
return from Ltawali ,aud that 3 would fight any ono 
who opposed my journey My real intention was to 
proceed t»« Korah, which lies east of Ghutninpnr, to 
Lucknow, and there have an interview with Zamu’I 
Abdin The Rijputs were misled and stationed them- 
selves to a roan along the other road during the might 
and lay in ambush for me In tlio morning, when 
tho whole of my baggago bad been loaded and sent 
on m tho direction of Korah, I and ray companions, with 
threo or four guns, got between tho baggago and tbo 
It&jput leaders, who had with them about a thousand 
or two thousand men , and when tho baggago bad got 
on about a los m advance, I set out slowly, main- 
taining a musketry firo as I went On discovering this 
move, tbo H&jpnts wero amated, and, hoping to cu- 

snaro by tbo grams of fair speech tho prey that had 

escaped them, sent a messenger saying ** ^onr de- 
parture is a cause of dt«gncc to us It is better for jou

to leavo your biggngo behind and trai cl along the 
road winch leals you to a ford after n joupioy of two 
or threa ftages in our territory, so that no iray treat 
you hospitably and show onr fidelity ” I replied that 
I coaid not rely on their word , that if they were m 
earnest they should send certain of their leaders into 
jny camp as a condition of raj complying with their 
Wish Thoso lcadera, impelled by intense greed and 
presumption, came 1 continued parleying with them, 
as i went on my way, until wo camo in sight (jf Korab, 
and the H&jput leaders grew very uneasy and beg- 
ged to ho allowed to depart They fancied that 1 would 
hand them over to tho 4mil, Basti IUm, nnd thus 
securing my own cscapo from him, go on to Luck- 
now I demande l from them the payment of arrears 
of revenue, and haviug after somo negotiation, got 
ten thousand rupees out of them, I lot them go. 
Ihsti n&m, when ho saw my boldness and resource, 
dropped Ins enmity and mido mo lus guest Next day 
I crossed by the ghut of ShiuMjpur and went on to 
Lucknow Ilore what 1 had managod to do when in 
this strait, enhanced my reputation After my arriv- 
al in Lucknow Haidar Beg Kh&n sent word to mo, 
advising mo to desert Zafnu’J Abdln and comemer to 
Ins side I replied that I would not This was tho 
first circumstance that caused him to tako a dislike to 
me Another cause roso out of tho disbanding of 
Saiyad Jamdlu’d din Kh&n’s cavalry and the Turd.ni 
horso Tho most of those skilful horsemen with horses 
m prime condition, who had been attached to mo m 
the Dudb, went on their dismissal into Zulfiq&rn’d 
Daulah’s camp.

I believe it was in ibis 3 oar that Mirz^ Sa’adat 
All rctnrned from AMnr&bfid to Luc! now Tin a hap- 
pened thus When tho Mirza left Etfiw ah apfl entered 
Zulfiqaru’d Daulah’s camp, the latter treated him with 
marked attention, reassured him, and gave* j lim t i , 0 
pargana pf Bidna for his support, and incited him to 
seize the countrj on tho other side of tho Chambal 
A vast number of deserters from tho Wazf r » 8 nrm y 
and others gathered ronnd him and wont t<> his par- 
£ana But m a fyrht with ono of the zai 0 j 
tho pargana he sustained 1 roterso and ret arne d to 
Akbardbdd 

Then ho sent Rahmatullah Khan, brother 0 f Tafaz- 
xul Hnscn KliSn, to Mr Bri«tow and asheq permis- 
sion to return to tho Subah (Lucknow) After somo 
lime, having obtained permission, he camn to tmeknow 
and after an mterviow with his brother, w en t on to 
Benares, and he continues to reside tlu.ro tI p to tho 
prc«ent, and tho two or three lakhs which ho derives as 
a r ixed income from tho Subah, ho draws without trou- 
ble through the Engli«li officials 

Tafazzul Husen Khan left tho «crvico of g tt ^dat 
Ah in the conrso of Ibis jonrnoy and went t 0 Gauda. 
Trom tbero hewent to Calcutta, and through tbo mflu- 
enco of Major Pal ncr obtained service fror n Gover- 
nor Hastings Ho was appointed to accomp aD j jf r . 
Anderson, when he was nominated mediator in the 
•affairs of tho- Patel, and after the conclu«iq a 0 f that 
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peace, which proved the sonrce of hundreds of quar- 
rels, up to the time that he become the t associate of 
.Haidar Beg Khan, he mi the companion and ad riser 
of Major Palmer on every occasion and in every affair 
This will be mentioned in its proper place. 

It was, I believe in the same year that Mirza Jangall, 
who has heen already mentioned, being hard up for 
money, went off and joined Zulfiqarn’d Daulah, and the 
Amfiu 1 Umara, considering lus accession an ad van 
tage provided him with ample means Mirza Jangali 
remained in that quarter as long as Znlfiqarn'd Dau- 
lah lived and for a long time afterwards. In 1207 
A H , I think it was, he turned again to Lucknow 
It should be stated that Haidar Beg Khan, of all ser- 
vants, inflicted the most annoyance on the descendants 
of the late Naw&b. For instance, the sons of the de- 
ceased, who are in Lucknow, although each is allot- 
ted a thousand rupees a month, are starving owing to 
bis breaches of f nth, his dodging and his affronts 
lhe women of ins palace, who are in Fatzfibitd, are 
sometimes so overpowered by hunger, because of the 
delay in pacing their allowances, that a hundred or 
two hundred females make a raid from the haram-sara, 
loot the bazar and carry back with them grain and 
other necessaries Up to the present no one lias ar- 
ranged for the marriage of any of his daughters, be- 
cause funds are not found, and the Nawab i-’ Aliya, 
£1 uja’ud Danhh’s mother, who had even in his tmft lnd 
.nothing to do with bis son's affairs, and who managed 
to live contentedly bat with difficulty on a j it»ir of one 
Jakb, was nnable to provide for so great a number, nay, 
as long as she lived, she grudged nothing to them, and 
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after Iier death their condition became pitiable Tho 
Hawfib Bpgam, whoSias a vast j^glr and an immenso 
income, owing to her hardhearted ness and insensibility 
to shame, and her want of leisure from her on n pursuit", 
winch aro not fit to bo mentioned, does not give a 
thought to the welfare of that side of the house W orso 
than all, when ason of the dccea«ed, impelled byhunger, 
went to Calcutta, and tho Governor proceeded to ad- 
vise the Wazir, tho Wazir replied “ It is tho crav 
mgs of y outhful folly which have led tho youth to go 
there , toil should calm him down and send linn bach 
to me” "Where is tho painful craving of siolent hun- 
ger and where tho folly and pndo of youth ? It is a 
thousand leagues from lovo to patience 

It must bo remembered that this closeness of tho 
Wazir and Haidar Beg Klmn in their treatment of 
those who had claims on them is a fact, but the extra- 
vagauco of their own expenditure was so great that 
their waste would support'an army A trifle only 
of this extravagance is incurred during tho whole of 
Phdgttn at tho Holi, in the Wazir scarmral, and mar- 
riages and illuminations, and each y ear five or six 
lakhs are set spart for these customary celebrations , 
and similar expenses are incurred m tho ilubarram , 
and the expenditure on Ins elephants, his stables, and 
kennels may bo imagined when it is stated that ho has 
twel vo hundred elephants, two or three thousand Iiorsca 
and tfihousand dogs to feed Of these, 400 elephants, 
500 horses and a hundred dogs aro fit for riding or tho 
cliase, and the rest aro good for nothing * Tho otl era aro 
heptby dishonest servants for purposes of pcculition, so 
that if a dog die, they procuro another from tl e streets 
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end put a collar on him Tho cxpcnditnro on tlio 
‘Wazir’s pigeon.house, cockpits, shecp-foldf, deer park, 
monkey, enako, scorpion, and spider bouses, is so 
great that, if they were carefully managed, the mone\ 
would snffico for tbo maintenance of all the children 
of the late Nnwftb and of hia women, for 300,000 pigeons 
and fighting cocks aro kept, and tbero uro somo snakes 
a pair of which eat a nmund of flesh All things aro 
fondly cared for by tho Wazir savo men, especially 
Ins relati\ os and old dependents Anothor gxpense is 
tho pay of tho W azlr’s housohold servants, who num- 
ber thousands, including 2,000 farrdshes, 100 chobddrs 
and khidmatgdrs, and 4,000 gardenerB and hundreds of 
cooks. His cook-room costs Rs 2,000 or [3,000 per 
diem, and the loose and ldlo characters whom he has 
with him on his tour, carrying baggage, camp furm- 
turo, and tents, amount to a thousand, who receive their 
daily oread as wages His expenses pass description 
Tho prodigality of Haidar Bog Ktuui may bo guessed 
when, after his death, Til ait Bai set down his table 
expenses at 50 lakhs, and this foolish expenditure was 
not confined to the Wazir and Haidar Beg or to Hirza 
Ilasan Baza Khdn and Tihait Rat, but every one who 
had nnythingto do with Government or revenue collec- 
tion, was appointed to his post without fear of being 
called to account Accordingly Fatah Ah, chela of 
AlmSs All, constructed so many sarais, tanks mosques, 
and temples that he cannot himself have met the cost, 
and the expenses of Alm6s AliKhfiD, and of each of some 
officials and friends of Tikait Rai, are as great as used 
ox mV tfkyir Ar Aw Abrew wi f Ata drAf AwmfA - And AIvj 
wa3 the case with all their agents and dependents, so that 
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this waste was not confined to them only, but was the 
general rule in matters of food and clothing, buildings, 
amusements, and all expenses of both males and females 
lien of position m Lnchnow uro not so affected by 
slenderness of income as to feel themselves there- 
by straitened, for if tbey aro close-handed in mat- 
ters of clothing and on occasions of weddings and 
fanorals, they are reckoned amoDg the lower orders of 
society, If they spend lavishly, they must have mono} . 
.Bonco nndor tbo prcssiiro of necessity they liavo re- 
sorted to swindling, and whole families liavo been 
ruined 

Another of tho events of this year was tho leasing 
of lho whole country of Sarwar to Colouel Hanna} , 
and tho beginning of my connection with it. This 
camo about thus Tbo Colonel applied to Haidar Beg 
Khan to place at his disposal the services of some 
trustworthy and oxpencnced administrators of this 
Subab.wbo might n«sist him ?n managing tbo conntry 
Haidar Beg nominated six person*, of whom 1 was one 
As tho Colonel s rigour and ill-temper and Haidar Beg 
Khfin’s ill treatment of tho friends of tho English wore 
notorious, I declined to join tho Colonel and begged to 
bo excused tho service, bnt Haidar Beg Kbfin, hoping 
that I might bo disgraced by the Colonel in his wrath, 
and that he might thus pay mo off for my former non- 
complisnoo with Ins wishes in tho case of Zarau 1 Abdio, 
would*not listen to m} representation, but said that I 
must servo tho Colonel according to tho WazSr’e orders. 

Accordingly, I complied, at tho time unwillingly 
and under compulsion, with this order, which was tho 
beginning and cause of mjr acquaintance and conncc 
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tion with the English Notwithstanding th s, Haidar 
Beg Khfin and ins party gave out tha^the English 
knew but little of me, and the people were turned 
against mo , hut they were too ashamed to avow their 
own connection with the English as it was intended 
to solely farther their personal interests 

Let every one judge of the facts for himself To 
be brief, the other five persons who had an advantage 
o\er me by Haidar Beg’s protection were turned off 
bj the Colonel, some for embezzlement, ^some for 
idleness, and others for incompetence The Colonel 
conceived a strong liking for me because I was cir- 
cumspect night and day from a Bense of independence 
and self respect, and I showed no greed for monoj, 
bo that eventually he left in my hands all the affairs 
oF his troops and of the revenuo administration, 
amounting to forty lakhs of rupees, and fixod my salary 
at one thousand rupees per mensem from his private 
purse, but I declined to take pay as a servant, and said I 
should prefer some mark of favor at the end of the 
year if he continued satisfied with me 1 meant by this 
that even sbonld he continue satisfied with we at tbo 
end of the year, I should escape even this remunera- 
tion, and that, if in the meantime I should do anything 
which would displease him, I could, as I was working 
for him without pay, excuse myself and appease him by 
declining all reward This device proved very useful 
Three years passed in friendship and concord, and 
whatever fault mj subordinates committed in adminis- 
tration, the Colonel, owing to his great confidence in 
mo, attributed nothing to me and held them alone res- 
ponsible , but, during that period, matters were ripen- 
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ing winch caused dissatisfaction to Haidar Bog Khdn 
and Tikait IJai. They are as follows — 

In tlio pargana of Hisdmpiir thoro was a la’luqa 
comprising ninety mauza’s, of which a part of each 
■was in tho ta’luqa and the rest belonged to zamlndfirs. 
Tho ta’luqd&r, abetted by Haidar Beg Khfin, bad taken 
possession of a largo quantity of uncultivated hnd 
belonging to tho zammdars and used to pay Us 5,000 
for it into tho bazar tahsfl, and used to divide tho 
profits of it with his abettor. As tins ta’luqa was 
among tho lands excluded from the Colonel’s lease, the 
Colonel collected Its 50,000 after Burvoy and measure- 
ment from tho ta’Iuqa and ousted the la’laqd&r from tho 
land ho bad wrongfully seized, and in this way ho dealt 
with all abettors and accomplices of Haidar Bej* Kb&n 
end Tikait Rai,man) of whom thcro were among tho 
ta’luqd&rs and zatnlodirs of those parts Smco tho 
Colonel earned ont all Ins plans tbrongh mo, Haidar 
Beg Kbfm and Tikait Iku, iltbough they Knew per- 
fectly well that, tho Colonel being a thorough business 
man, his agent could not interfere with his resolu- 
tion, blamed me for all bis actions Tboy rogroltcd 
the introduction they had given mo to tho Colonel and 
cherished malicious intentions regarding mo 

Another event was tho appointment of Israeli Beg 
Bhurah to tho Subah of Allahabad. Tho explanation 
of that is this Isma il Beg, on pretences connected 
with the despatch of mails and through Mr. Middleton’s 
and Haidar Beg Khan’s friendship, nsed to interfere 
with tho officials of that Subah. At first this mod- 
dhng went only so far that ho levied *b'lack-mail 
from CYery official by working on his fears and hopes 
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through false reports, and by the earn© means he 
obtained douceurs from theWazfr and all Ins ser- 
vants Afterwards, when he had scraped large sums 
of money together, he used to pay for an amil the qist 
in advance, which was a condition prior to his confirma- 
tion in his appointment, and then, notwithstanding 
that he took font per cent interest, he used to take 
possession of the amil’s l’Kqa In this way he hmlt 
up a large ta’luqa m Allabib&d, and his whole heart 
was set upon it, w*hen the administration of the AllahS* 
bal district was handed over at a fair jamS to Mirza 
Muhammad Hasan, an unsophisticated man, a Persian 
noble, resident at Benares iBin&’il Beg Shurah paid 
for him the qist in advance and became his agent at 
head-quarters, took the profits for himself and tricked 
him ’This he managed thus. When Mirza Muham- 
mad Hasau was going away, he left some blank papers 
with his seal affixed in Ism’ail Beg’s care, that he might 
not in emergent cases baVe to wait for a letter from 
him from Allah&b&d Ism&’tl Beg, after two or three 
months, without giving notice to Mirza Muhammad 
Hasan, brought about an inquiry ns to his misman- 
agement Replies were sent When they were not 
accepted by the Nawab, Isma il Beg wrote a forged 
resignation of the Mir/a’s appointment on one of those 
papers and tendered it to Mr Middleton In this way 
the unfortunate Mirza Muhammad Hasan was dis- 
missed and Isma’ii Beg was appointed in hia stead on 
Haidar Beg Kh&n’a nomination But Haidar Beg 
Khan's motive in nominating him was not to befriend 
him, for he entertained doubts of him, that as he had 
recommended him to Mr. Bristow, he might now re- 
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commend another to Mr. Middleton. It mast bo noted 
that Haidar # Beg Khan brought many men to rain 
while feigning friendship for them and nominating 
them to appointments. He never rendered any ono 
any assistance after procuring his appointment, and 
tho knowledge of his indifference cansed tho zaralnddra 
and tho troops appointed with his nominee to prove 
refractory, until tho victim fell into arrears and was 
imprisoned and disgraced. Bnt tho circumstances of 
Allahdbdd were not each as to require tho attention of 
Haidar B5g Kbdn, and it was only Isma’fl Beg’s folly 
that caused his overthrow. He was greedy to acquiro 
zamlnddri, and when any zaminddr fell into arrears of 
revenue, ho induced him to write a deed of sale to him 
iu lien of that arrear and somo cash, and benco most 
zamlnddrs of tho Subfill spent their money and fell 
into arrears, and knowing that Ismd'll Bog could not 
lift up their land 1 and carry it away, they executed 
deeds of salo and gave them to the fool. After two 
years Isma'il Beg was imprisoned for arrears and was 
kept in prison for a long time by Haidar Beg, until 
Mr. Johnson, in 1 IDG A. H., who was bent on clipping 
Haidar Beg’s wings, released him and sent him again 
to Allahdbdd, whoro he held tho samo position for two 
years moro, and after that went with Mr. Bristow to 
Bencah 
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No 1193 A H. 

[19th January, 1779— 7th January, 1780] r 
In tilts year Khwaja ’Ainu’d Din, was appointed 
to tho prorince of Bareli This happened thus. 
When Haidar Beg Khdn bad become secure in his 
position and gradually grew insolent, and was careless 
about remitting the Company’s instalments, Mr Mid- 
dleton, to stop his insolence, put forward Shaikh Shafi’- 
nllah, one of the friends of Iraj Khan, an<f appointed 
his gomashtas over Haidar Beg Khan’s collectors to 
gather in revenue but, as ShaB’ullah was a covetous 
and imprudent man, Haidar Beg Khan exposed tho 
blunders and dishonesty of bis gomashtas and procured 
their removal Kliw&ja ’Ainu’d Din was one of these 
gomashtas, and was thesazfiwal over Kundan L’al a- 
forementioned As be had kept Ehidar Beg Khan 
in good hnmour with hinv'in this interval, he was now 
appointed collector of Bareli, and was maintained 
there for 6ve or six years, notwithstanding that he 
caused notorious rum He was in 1197 A H dis- 
missed on Mr Bnstow’B persistent representations, 
This ’Ainn’d Dm, one of the companions of Kh&dim 
Hasan Khan Bangah, was an odd character To show 
his indifference to the world, there were thousands 
upon thousands of scoundrel beggars maintained by 
hi m m his camp, and once a day he used to walk (.bout 
among them naked with a stick in his hand, and gi e 
each of them a copper with his own hand and indulge 
in banter with them He was so vile tongued and 
foul mouthed, that the crowd of them, notwithstanding 
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(heir absence of restraint were not hi 3 match To 
make a show of generosity, he u^cd every year, after 
tho 10 th of Muharram, to scramblo his household fur 
niture, anil refuse no ono who asked hira for a pre- 
sent If anj one asked for a great sum, he wrote tho 
amount on a Blip of paper and put it with fifty other 
slips marked half for smaller and half for larger sums, 
and gambled for tbern as Europeans do with ono an- 
other In short, Ins waste from the dato of his dismissal 
to his death in 1209 A II , as far as the public could 
observe K, amounted to 40 or 50 lakhs of rupees 
Another event of this 3 car was the death of llirza 
Ah Khan, owing to tho bad climate of Almnhrn Tho 
Wazir, from the beginning of his rule, considered two 
tours incumbent on him ever} 3 car Ono was at tho 
conclusion of tho rain 9 , sometimes to Alraubra and 
soniotimos to Butwal, and at this season of thoaear 
loth those places are like Jahannamfor tho inclemen- 
cy of tho chraato and tho difficulties of transit Tor 
this reason, thousands of camp follow prs diooveryycar 
in this tour, and it is impossiblo to describe tho hard- 
ships which they eDduro m crossing ravines and tra- 
versing thohcights and hollows, and tho passes of moun- 
tain and forest. In these places tho Wazir a personal 
servants and followers inarch first, then tho able- 
bodied members of hts escort, and last tho invalids. 
Tho three parties become jammed, and for a time aro 
unable to find roadway. Tho Wazlr’a personal ser- 
vants stand at tho head of tho crowd battering with 
sticks, and in the samo waj the ablo bodied inen of 
tho escort. In this confusion men aro nnablo for two 
or three days to attend to their necessities and ho on 
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the ground m the open air without food The price 
of gram also is under these circumstances, and at all 
such times, twice as high as at Lucknow , and luxuries 
of food, such as fruit and the like, cannot be bad If 
ram happens to fall at this season, there is a tumult as 
of the resurrection in the camp, and thousands of 
horses, bullocks camels, and men are seized with fatal 
illness Then, if a camel falls in the mud, all at once 
so many men tumble over it that the camel sinks, 
load and all, into the earth and causes a block in 
the path In the year 1210 A H I was present on 
a tour of this 1 md as far as to Faiz&b/id, and saw all 
the incidents of the camp. The following is a brief 
narrative — 

In the rains of that year the Wazlr, having dis- 
missed Tikait Rai, told Mr Cherry that he would 
himself look, into the affairs of the province The rams 
now stopped, and he determined to go to Butwal Mr. 
Cherry said that things cou2d wait, and there was still 
some prospect of ram , that the Wazir wonld do welt 
to postpone his determination. The Wazfr replied 
that he would take his ministerial officers with him as 
far as Taizab&d, and on the way decide some matters 
which were pending, then send back the ministerial es- 
tablishment, and act afterwards as Mr Cherry advised 
In the second stage, high winds and heavy ram set in 
and, owing to the great number of elephants and 
cannon, the whole road became a slough of mud,cand 
the two remaining stages were traversed in six days 
with indescribable difficulty. From Danabdd to 
Faiz&b&d it seemed as if dead homes, bullocks, oaraels_, 
and men had been sown in the mud 'When I arrived 
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In Fafcab&d, most peoplo who could not bo accom* 
modated at the Asaf Bagh, tlio Wazlr’s residence, 
pitched their tents In a placo wbero the mud was a 
cubit and a half deep, tied tlioir animals to long poles 
and stood holding on to tho ropes on tlio inside of their 
touts, owing to tho violenco of tho wind and rain. 
■When this state of things had lasted for fiftcon days, 
tho Wazlr was no longer able to endare it, and ordered 
tho camp to cross tho Ghdgra, Tho bridgo they had 
thrown across tho river broko that night, nnd tho boat* 
men saiH they could not construct it again. Mes- 
sengers brought in word that tho wator was several feot 
deep in tho places where they had gono hunting tho 
previous year, and that tho mauza’ whoro the Wazir’a 
tents had been separately pitched wn3 under water. 
Tho Wazlr, believing tho story of the messengers to 
ho untrno and to have been concocted by them with 
tho loaders in tho camp, ordered, while tho rain was 
still actually falling, lhafr tho camp should cross in 
boats. Jhao L'al appointed his sazawals to watch 
tho men, and himself stood at tho gh&t for five days 
in all tho raip, and superintended tho transport of 
tho troops. Every timo that a boat attempted to cro«s, 
tho passengers despaired of their lives owing to tho 
turbulence, rooghness, and rapidity of tho Gbfigra, 
which is in these respects more especially dangerous 
than other rivers. In those five days several boats 
amtcleplianls were lost On tho sixth day tho Wazir, 
when ho heard that half the camp had crossed tlio 
rivor, determined to go over. It hajinened that tho 
peg3 of the tents had become looso from tho heavy 
rains, and tho habars were holding tho tents up with 
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tlieir hands Next morning he desired to move the 
tent3 to another place He searched on both sides 
for somo miles, bnt not a place was found Accord- 
ingly he returned, and gave orders for withdrawal to 
Faiz&bAd They returned with the same difficulty 
they had gone After some dajs, when the rains 
ceased, he again undertook the passage by boats and 
completed his journey 

Furthermore, in the tour at this season, there are 
a hundred mast elephants in the camp, and sometimes 
while they are mnrehing, or when they brdah from 
their tether or get beyond the control of their mahants 
they kill people, and tho drivers often tie their ele- 
phants near the tents of the Wazfr’s courtiers, and by 
this trick get money from them for their removal , 
nnd these persons are subjected to the same infliction 
night and day without intermission for two or three 
months 

The second tour is made to Eahraich in tho very 
height of the hot season, and although this tour does 
not last over a month and a half, yet horses, cattle, 
and men die in numbers from the excessive heat of the 
sun As the Waxir indulges m opium, he sleeps until 
•very lato in the morning, and then eats breakfast and 
starts on his march after a full watch of tho day has 
passed , and travelling in a palankeen made of khas 
which water carriers keep sprinkling on all sides, he 
arrives at his halting-place some time after midflaj 
Here so many tents of khas and movable pavilions 
of grass are pitcbeJ, that the severe cold gives a"uo to 
any one who sits down, and it is only those who have 
experienced the pam know what men then suffer. 
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A greater hardship still is, that e\cry groao which 
5s under or near his camp is kept cxclnsivcl} resen ed 
Tor tho domestic uses of tho Wazlr and for his stables, 
and if an} grovo bo unoccupied, no one pitches m it, 
for if tho Wazir socs a tent, ho drives tho owner ot 
tho tent out of the country. This order provails from 
n jealous} of the comfort of other men, w Inch is n 
natural characteristic of his, and which is not more 
especially exemplified on Ins tours than at hts fixed 
residence A proof of this is his prohibition of certain 
articles, oifb of whtch is ice Although the ico manii- 
factnrcr8 lnvo frequently represented to him tliat if ho 
would allow them to sell ico, they would nnnnfac- 
turo‘ an even greater slock for lnm than the} were 
doing, and their expenses would ho les*, ho has re- 
fused to allow them AULongh ho possesses htin 
dreds of gardens in Lucknow and T uzAbful, and in 
tho suburbs of both cities, and tho> yield such quant i 
ties of fruit and flowers that hundreds of low casto 
men among his ordorlios gather them, and there is 
fitdl to spare, } 0 t froit and flowers dtea}, full, and arc 
thrown awaj. In tho mango season ho attaches all 
tho groves of tho residents of Lncknow and I uzil 1 1, 
and m this way man} Iionses of the poor are plundered 
b} tho piAdas who are appointed to confiscate tho pro 
duco of tho groves The restriction on tho sale ol 
kcora and tosq«, and all perfumes is e o «tricl, that people 
import es«enco of keora from Bengal, and the better 
classes at the marriages of their children make gar- 
lands of flowers gathered from tho jongli s and j nt 
them round tho necks of their gne-ts, for the silo of 
wild flowers is forbidden in the cita Bare foods ire 
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[28th December, 1780— 16th December, 1781 ] 

In this j ear Mr Bristow irrived in Calcutta on 
Ins return from Fngland, with tbo appointment to 
Lucknow, ami proceeded fiom Calcutta to Lucknow 
Mr Parling was removed, and Haidar Beg Kb&u 
quaked for some time on account of his conduct, but 
was put at his ease when Mr Middleton and^Mr John- 
son were subsequently associated with Mr B*a$tow 
Thereafter Mr Bristow became merely a post offico for 
the transmission of letters on matters aflecting the 
affairs of the Company , and the negotiations between 
the Governor and the Wazir, and the collection of 
money and the payment of tt to the troops, were all 
entrusted to the other two 

As Haidar Beg Khan had no regal d for Mr 
Bristow Mr Bristow s influence wa9 gone, and being 
unable to pat up with his insolence, be returned to 
Calcutta The other two, Mr Middle*oti and Mi 
Johnson, remained in undisputed possession 

About this time the dispute between Chet gin"h 
and Governor Hastings came to a crisis, and for 
this reason great disturbance aroso m the Wazir s 
dominions and thousands of people were slain by the 
zamfndfirs In this exigency Haidar Beg Khun had 
arrived with a disciplined force within a few kos 
of Benares, hut owing to his natural cowardice he 
could not venture to go to the Governor He opened 
up communications with Chet Singh also, for he coo 
sidered it politic and prudent to do so, m order that 
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ho might oicntuallj join tho side which ha found 
prov ailing but tho Wazir was some stages bthinl 
ilaidir Bog Kh&n, and when bo board of this 
conduct of lus, Silar Jang, the little wit, and several 
associates of tbo Wazir, enemies of bis house, an l 
bis mother and tho two IChwfija«aras, advised tho 
W azir to return to bis own couulry and pay attention 
to its a(l lira Thoj said 'Mr Hastings an { all the 
English have been di<*pos«lof, what necessity is thcro 
for ns to get ourselves into trouble 9 But tiie Wazir 
turned fttfeaf car to the fools, and plucking up courage, 
joined tho Governor in Benares After the tormina 
tton of this disturbance at Benares, the Wazir took 
leave of tho Governor and returned to Lucknow On 
tbo occision of this visit, Haidar Beg Klmn gamed a 
number of concessions from tbo Governor, as be was 
pleased with tbo \\ azir first, au order for tbo dis 
ims»al of all tbo Engl sb oflictrs who wero in command 
of tbo Wazir s regiments,* and for disbanding tbo 
regiments themselves, and for tho removal and cvpul 
sion of overj Englishman omplojcd under tho Lucknow 
Government, u hethor on tho recommendation of tl o 
Governor or any one elso , second, permission to dis 
miss from pargana Ar&il Major Osborne, who In 1 
been tmploj ed in reducing the countrj of tho Bun 
del is and had wrested many parganas from thorn after 
severe fighting another, tbo reduction of tho paj of 
tbo flrco under Colonel Gower who bad gono to the 
Dakhin 

In this v,ear. aUo, l ColonxJ.IIan.rn_ij \\ ns. removed from 
tbo districts of Sarwfir, and ‘Abdullah Beg appointed m 
his place This ’Ab lullali had been n Turk sawlir m 
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tbo Company 8 service, and came after his dismissal to 
Lucknow, and through Mr Bristow’s influence was 
appointed Saz&wal of TTarrukhdbdd Here ho accu- 
mulated a great sum of money in a few years As he 
had been appointed by Haidar Beg Kliin, he riow got 
this place, but after a feu months ho was killed by 
Amir Beg Mughal, a well-known and highly respected 
tankhwab dar, because the fated fool made nse of some 
indecent abusive language Amir Beg and his brother 
wero also killed 

The facts regarding Colonel Hannay, £re briefly 
these Haidar Bog Khdn did not w.sh the English to 
have a footing m the country, and for this reason, and 
because of the disgrace which had over taken his nomi- 
nees in Sarwfir, he was constantly endeavouring to 
discredit the Colonel and procure his dismissal, until 
eventually the Governor’s mind was poisoned against 
him, and Haidar Beg Khdn caused him to be suspected 
of oppression, depopulation^ the province of Sarwfir, 
and embezzlement of the "Wazlc’a revenue Thus, in- 
juring his reputation with the Governor and Council, he 
endeavoured to get him removed These false charges 
were repeated and passed on from one to another until 
all the English, without inquiring into the facts, spoke 
reproachfully of his misconduct Hence I shall, without 
respect for persons, truthfully record here something of 
the events of his administration in the hope that, the 
real facts being laid before impartial j udges, the stigma 
attached to him may be removed 

The charges brought by Haidar Beg Khan are 
three (1) oppression, (2) depopulation of the province 
of Sarwdr, and (3) making money by embezzlement

Tho truth of the charges of oppression and depo- 
pulation is this Sarwfirisa countrj which, a hundred 
) ears before this, had been yielding a kror of Vnpces, 
and m the days of the lato Nawdb ShujnVd Danlah) 
had perhaps yielded as much as twenty lakhs, and 
Ilaidar Begs *amils hal not collected moro than 
twelve lakhs Colonel Hannay handed into tko AVazfr s 
treasury twenty two lakhs clear of expenses Tko 
cause of this great falling off in tko jama, was tho 
tlmftlcssness of tho rfijas of that country who were 
bent on Sensual pleasures Tho tenants relied on 
grazing and cattle breeding for their maintouanco and 
abandoned agriculture Tims a villago, winch a kuu 
dred jears keforo paid a revenue of two thousand rupees, 
now paid only ono hundred, and that, too, although 
there arc five hundred tenants’ houses in tho villago, 
and each houscholdor has fivo or six hundred head of 
cattle And tho soil of tho country of Sarwfir is so 
rich, that tho rabP instalment of rovenno is collected in 
tho first year from newly broken land Notmtli 
standing this superiority of tho soil, and tlio great 
number and woaltli of tho tenantry, yet, through tho 
refractoriness of tho rajas and tho weakness of tho col- 
lectors, tho jama’ fell m this interval to ten laLhs 
In short, tho Colouel, understanding tho ca«e, after 
man} negotiations and numberless quarrels, expelled 
tho refractory from tho country, and taking under his 
protadion tho small tenants who had alwajs been in 
torrorof them, laid tho foundation of prosperity Al- 
though in theso changes tho revenue of some par- 
ganas of Gorakhpur fi.ll off, most rnahSls showed an 
increase, and tho reduced jama’s showed a promise of 
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rising Accordingly, m the Colonel’s last year that 
country yielded thirty-five lakhs, and there was every 
hope that in three or four years the revenue would 
reach fifty lakhs, when Colonel Eannay was removed 
The rajas, after resisting to thoir utmost, left the 
mountains and juDgles, and having taken shelter under 
the protection of the zamindars of Sultanpur and 
A’zamgarh on the banks of the Gbagra, made them- 
selves obnoxious every now and then The Colonel 
therefore w rote to Haidar B°g Khan ‘ A collector 
like me, and an opportunity like the present? you will 
not again find, and in a few years the revenue of this 
country will be rising It is therefore advisable that 
you should now make an effort, bo that theso exiles 
shall remove to a distance and he rooted oat ’ Hai- 
dar Beg paid no attention The r6jas alluded to, as 
their domains were near, relied on their strength and 
waited for their opportunity Donng the disturbances 
at Benares they crossed the Ghngra (at the orders of 
Chet Singh and the Begam’a kbwajasards) and 
killed and plundered the Colonel’s nmbs and agents, 
and exerted tbemselies to restrain the tenants from 
obeying the Colonel’s orders for the extension of culti- 
vation Accordingly, two or three thousand tenants, 
and two or three thousand of the Colonel s employes, 
were killed jn this raid, and the country was again 
depopulated, and Haidar Bpg’s naibs were afterwards 
unable to collect as much as was then collected eKvino- 
to their own weakness and to this daring act of these 
outlaws The conclusion drawn by the English on 
the insinuations of Haidar Beg Khdn was based on 
these calamities But the expulsion of theso bad cha- 
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racters and of their agents, who wero and are deserv- 
ing of removal, and the famiuo which ensued through 
this occurrence, and the falling ofi of revenue, all hap- 
pend after tho Colonel 8 time, and were in no wij 
attributable to any fault of Ins 

lliero is no doubt that tho Colonel ama«scd mono} , 
not, however, by embezzlement, but through firmness 
and knowledge of business on his part and on that of 
his associates, Dr Bhin, Major MacDonald, Captain 
Franklin, Captain Garden, Major Lum den, and 
others, foV profits wero realized after pa} ing the in- 
como which had been stipulated for with Haidar Beg 
Ivh&ti, and collections were much in excess of tho 
revenue realized in preceding years 

The cause of Governor Hastings’ didiLo to the 
Colonel was that, though ho had fivo or six thousand 
sawars and mfantr) with him, and was near Benares, 
ho could not corao up to his relief The Colonel was 
rot to blamo for this, for he" crossed the Ghagra from 
Faiz'ibnd with 2,000 men immediate!} when lie heard 
of tho insurrection at Benares, and sent orders to 
Captain Garden and all his ofheers, who were scattered 
through tho conntrj , to como up, each from his resi- 
dence, and join him at Sultnopur Each of these 
officers who crossed the ns or was plundered and killed 
bj tho exiles dread} mentioned Captain Garden, 
who had crossed in hasto with five or six hundred men 
without artiller}, fought a whole day with tho rebels 
and mado his way to Ttmdu, where Qhul im Bfiqar 
Ah Khan, the Naw&b Bogam’a collector, was lie 
intended to rest there for tho night, and to cut his way 
on next day lighting as before, but tbc collector 
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posted his men to resist tho Captain and forbid him to 
outer the town and drew to his own side of the stream 
the boats lying in the deep water of the raune, which 
ran between the Captain and Tan da The Ciptam’s 
meu, therefore, losing their self-control, threw down 
their aims and plunged into the river More than half 
of them were hilled or drowned Tho Colonel, notwith- 
standing that lie heard this, determined to go from 
Taizabdd to Benares, with the men he had Therefore, 
the siwars who were with him, and were more numer- 
ous than Ins toot, being piompted by the^Uegaw’s 
1 hvvfijasar is declined to accompany him The Colonel 
went to tho houses of their leaders, who were many 
of them unworthy to receive him, and strove to move 
them, hot w ithout avail After this, fiudi ng it hopeless, 
ho turned back to guard tho cantonment, where his 
treasure and property lay, and a 1 irge concourse of 
these outlaws had gathered to plunder Tho Colonel 
had lett me with 5100 saw*irs and infantry to guard 
the cantonment When the Colonel crossed the mer, 
about 50,000 B&jput saw irs gathered round the can- 
tonment from tbreo sides to attack me But as there 
were deep ravines all round the cantonment and the 
bridges were carefully watched, the “aw ars were 
delayed while waiting for appliances with winch to 
prdss Nineteen days and nights passed over me m 
marvellous transitions until the Colonel’s return gavo 
me a new lease of life In short, although the 
arrival of the Colonel and his companions add soldiers 
on all sides of the cantonment, some five thousand 
men were collected, the “Rajputs still remained firm m 
their resolve At this juncture tw o regiments carar 
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up from kunpur* totlio Colonel a ail Tho Colonel 
distribute^ tho old force an 1 Ins now continent into 
three parties, and was preparing to attach the cnem), 
when tho latter formed into three bodies It so hap* 
pened that they w ere crossing that day, and half of 
them were that side, and half this side, of tho ratine?, 
when tho Colonels forco camo up to punish them 
Half wero hilled and dro tiled, and tho rest wero dis 
porsod Tho Colonel, finding tho road now open, went 
with all his property into Luchnow, w hero his two 
regiments wero disban led After some months tho 
Colonel went to Calcutta to obtain <utj«faction from 
Ilmdar Beg I\hin, but after appl) ing to tho Council 
ho lost hope, and aftor two or threo dajs hanged 
himself f 

Another event of this >car was the appointment ot 
lltya Surat Singh bj Haidar Beg khAn to tho cotin 
try of Saruur, to remedy tho disorders which ha I 
ensued on the mopportuno murder of Abdullah Beg 
Ho was woll qualified to dischargo that luty success 
fulty, but when he had been tb n re only fourteen or 
fifteen mouths, he was transferred to Birch, aid his 
administration produced no good results 

In tins i ear also an order camo from tho Council 
to Mr Mid llcton and Mr Johnson, for tho conf ca 
tion of Salar Tang s and tho Hawaii Bogam a jfiqir*! 
becan o of their “bortconungs dnnng tho tm'ute a* 
Benares ami their ill treatment of Colonel Hanna?

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The Niwab Begam 9 jagif was entrnsted to Mirza 
Shaft’ Kh&n Mughal Irdm and that of SMiy* Jang was 
permitted te remain with Alnifis All Khan, as he had 
managed it for twenty- seven years, but the condition 
was added, that he should not give anything to S&lfir 
Jang , and should pay m the revenue and tnnfir to the 
AVazir Haidar Beg now getting an opportunity, 
suggested to the Wazlr to chargo the Nawfib Begam 
with the money instalments due to the Company 
The Navrdb Begam refu«ed to pay, and tins led the 
IVazlr to march in force to Faiz&bad, Mr Middleton 
and Mr Johnson accompanied him m this expedition 
The foolish khwfija sarfa determined to stand a siege 
with the three or four thousand men they had, but the 
Nawah Begam, after the gnus bad been mounted and 
appliances of war inspected, sent the two khwfyasaras- 
to her son and took refuge herself in the palace of the 
Nnwab-i-’ Aliya, and this unfortunate lady’s jdgfr was 
also confiscated, because sho could not help giving 
protection to her sou’s widow. The Wazlr, who on ed 
the two khwijasnras a grudge from his boyhood, now 
put them in iron fetters and omitted no detail of bodily 
inflictions, outrages, and indignities He sacked his 
mother’s residence and took from it 50 lakhs of rupees 
m cash, and 50 lakhs of property, m gold, silver, and 
clothes, and returned to Lucknow Haidar Beg Rh&n, 
who owed his veiy hf e to the Begams and Balia r All 
Khan, did not utter even one word In their favour, 
but seems to have been the cause of the aggravation 
of their misfortunes 
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[17th December, 1781— 6th December, 1782 ] 

IK this joar the quarrel occurred between me and 
Hudar Beg Khm It happened as follows . Haidar 
Beg Khun who had beeu emboldened from tho time of 
Mr Bristow’s second appointment, became moro se- 
cures after mooting tbo Governor and experiencing Ins 
hinduc's, and grew still holder than ever Under the 
cloak oflojalty lio was rebellions and insolent Ac- 
cordingly Iso defeated by ever} prctcnco ho could de- 
vice, the measures enjoined bv tho Compnn> , and if ho 
could not defeat thuii, deferred their execution , and if 
neither of tl e^o courses was possible, bo tutored tho 
Wazir to say “ yes,” “ verj well,” and mako excuses , 
and after all theso subterfuges bo used to carry out 
onlj o tenth or a trifling jart of c\crj thing Mr 
Middleton and Mr. Johnson, who had been appointed 
to carr) out orders through lnm, wero continually 
disheartened and distracted, and Almfis All Kliin, 
now finding his opportunity, after having kept Mr 
Bristow for «otno successive Years in suspenso between 
hope and fear, obtained n reduction of revenue, and 
all collectors followed AImfis All’s example and pro- 
cured a reduct on of revenue and introduced an in- 
crease f expenditure Haidar Beg Khltu, on account 
of tbo presenco of English supervisors, feared tho dis- 
ciosnro of tbo di»honcsty of hid own collectors, and 
could do nothing but conciliate them In conse- 
quence of this, in a few j cars, one-third of tho revenue, 
winch was about a kror, was lo«t m a manuer which 
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■will be explained, and the collectors becoming inde- 
pendent, treated Haidar Beg Khan and tho tenants jnst 
as they liked , and the powerful tenantry, driven to ex 
tremihcs, began to becomo refractory On account of 
this disorder and the delay in the affairs of tho Com 
pany, the two gentlemen (Mr Middleton and Mr 
Johnson) agreed that they should not be dependent on 
Haidar Beg Kh&n for the discharge of the business of 
the Company, and that they should put some one for- 
ward through whom thev might transact sorno affairs, 
and thus render Haidar Beg Elian less absolute and 
more compliant Accordingly, Ism i il Beg Shurah, 
Shaikh Shall ullab, Murud ullah Khan, Mirza Shaft 
Klidn, and two others, came forward, ono after another, 
for this purpose Haidar Beg Khan mado some of 
them secretly Ins friends, and caused others to he dis 
mt«scd on prowngactsof ombezzleuient against them 
He grew bolder and endeavoured to render Air Mid 
dlcton anl Mr Johnsoh powerless Ho sought out 
plans to produce disorder in tho jagirs which ncro m 
Mr Middleton s trust Ono of these was this He 
gave a hint to Balbhadr Singh, a zamlndar in ono of 
these jflgirs, ulio had long been enjoying an allow- 
ance of Us 500 a month from tho Begara, and was 
residing on tl o other side of the Jamna, to commcnco 
a disturbance, and this disorder continued for two 
years AUliqugh a3 many as t vo or three English

this tnno Almas Ah Khbi, at Haidar Bog Khan’s in- 
stigation, represented the jama’ of Salar Jang’a jfigir 
to bo five lakhs of rupees, and in the eoursoof corres- 
pondence tendered Ins resignation Ills idea in doing 
tluswa a , that as onty three or four months remained 
of tbo period of collection, and the amnindars had 
known him for 27 )car<», the) would* certainty not 
throw in tlfcir weight against him, and thus this jigir 
would deteriorate liko the Dcgam’s jagir, mid Mr 
Middleton himself and tho public generally would see 
how helpless ho (Mr Middleton) was, and thus ho 
(Almfis All Khm) would of n necessity bo placed b) 
them (Mr Middleton and Mr. Johnson) m charge of 
both jigirs ag an from tho beginning of the next fash 
year But Mr Johnson, girding bim«clf to tho ta*k 
of tho two j igir3 and resolving to carry out his word, 
invited my a«aistanco m Ins undertaking I asked to 
bo excu-cd for fear I should excite tho enmity of Hai- 
dar Beg Khan Mr. Johnson insisted on mj aiding 
him, and bj promises of protection and favour induced 
ino to undertnko tho business At tho beginning of 
tbo undertaking Haidar Beg Kb in and Almas All 
Khfin, m tbo prido of tbeir power and on tlie strength 
of the disorder of tbo jagirs and tbo scattered por- 
tion #of tbo parganas, raised doubts ever) where 
in tbo wbolo bebah as to m 3 ability to manage 
them, and undo light of mo , but many respcctablo 
persons who had suite red, became ns ready too 6 ej as 
the) bad been refractor), bccau'o tbo facility with 
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■which I carried on affairs was known through tho 
whole Subah and patent to the ejes of Haidar Beg, 
Almas Ah, and all their collectors Although the 
revenue of tho jagirs was not very large, being not 
quite 20 lakhs, yet the parganas were scattered all 
over the Subah My n&ibs, however, were so well 
acquainted with, and gathered such mtmiato know 
ledge of, the affairs of the parganas, that they used to 
discharge tl eir business and stand in readiness to tako 
farther orders, amd m this way tho habitual refractori- 
ness of Haidar Beg s time, and tho 3 early clamours 
of Almfts All and the collectors for reduction of tho 
revenue, came to an end, and my n&ibs showed an 
increase of revenue All this can be proved by in- 
spection of the papers of tho jenrB precedi ug and suc- 
ceeding this year which are m the Wazir’fi office All 
the affaire of Mr Johnson, being undertaken with 
system, were in this way daily progressing, when, as 
fate would have it, the Cards wero again shuffled, as 
will be explained hereafter, and fortuno favoured tho 
sconndrols 

The services which I rendered to the Want’s gov- 
ernment daring this period were three. First was 
tho saving of two lakhs of rupees tauffr from Sdlar 
Jang’s jfiglr, the rovenuo of which Almas Ah had 
represented to ho five lakhs, whereas I collected seven 
lakh* The explanation of this is ns follows — Tho 
zamiadura of the jfigtr fled at firet, as Aim is A‘ 1 had 
expected After a covenant, bcanng Mr Middleton’s 
seal, to tho effect that lh°y would never again bo 
handed over to Almis Ah, had been Mat to them, 
they rctnrned and disclosed the t} many and oppre* 
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'non of Mmfis Ah , and tlio agreement was made tint 
they should pay to tho Government somethin" loss 
than tho amount which Almfis All had used to realize 
by khftm tab si I Thin although a reduction of 

30,000 rupees was made, seven lakhs wcrercahzod 
from that ju"ir As Alni&s Ah had nlw 13 s represent- 
ed a filling off in all tho nnhfils entrusted to lnm, and 
had handed in a written Under-statement of tho reve- 
nue of tlu9jfigir, and as tho disclosure of a tauflr of 
two lakhs would show J10 was a thief and shnt his 
mouth against asking yearly for n redaction, and ns 
tho same suspicions would anso against all Haidar 
Beg Khfin’s nfubs, tho latter and Alinas Ah did nil 
they could to lead 1110 astrav, but it was of no 11*0 
Among other things, Haidar Beg Khfin promised to 
Jet mo havo Iho two lakhs tauflr to spend, if only I 
did not tell Mr Johnson, and privately sided with lnm, 
hut, having regard for Mr Johnson's claims on mo, I 
declined his offer, and 1 fullv exposed tho secret under- 
standing winch ho had maintained with Almfis AH 
for Bovcral years 

Tho Bccond servico I rendered was tho defeat and 
extermination of Balbhadr biugh, an act for which tho 
87ir, m Ins anxiety to suppress his violence, had of 
fered a public reward of a lakh of rupees Tho power 
of this nun needs no illustration, for ho was a very 
rival of tho Vf vzfr, and from tho tuno of Safdar Jang 
untiHnow, ho had been tho plunderer of tho province 
This sen ice w as effected by three operation* 

Hirst, I alienated thoaflection of his clansmen from 
him, and cut the card which bound his band together 
Mir7a Shaft’ Khan, by withdrawing at llaidar Btg a 
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suggestion the 500 rupees a month allowed to Balbhadr, 
had caused his misconduct, and his brothers and clans- 
men believing him to have right on his side, could not 
help joining him Therefore I called up his agent in 
the presence of his brothers and I offered him an al 
lowance of as much as 2,000 rupees a month, in addi- 
tion to those villages on which ho had previously 
received 500 rupees a month for his support, but he 
stood out for moro and did not agreo to this His 
brothers now conceived that by his refusal ho was 
handing them over to death. 

Next, m that country there is a jungle, and m tuo 
heart of it at every few hos distanco there is i forti- 
fied post When any former collector went against 
Balbhadr in force, if he turned him out of ono place, 
and hurried on m pursuit of him without demolishing 
it, Balbhadr simply went from that post to another, 
and bo through all hack again ho camo into the first 
This was an adiantago to* Balbhadr Singh, for if ho 
had been dependent on ono solitary stronghold, ho 
would have been unablo to reach any spot at all di3- 
taut Tor this reason I entertained^ tbreo or four 
hundred labourers, and when 1 expelled him from any 
post, I cut down tbo jungle and razed tho fort until 
ho had no place of refugo left. 

Tho third operation is tbo fight which I had with him 
When tho struggle between Balbhadr Singh and mo 
was at its height, I beard of tlio removal of Mr Midiheton 
and Mr Bn 'tow, and Mr Johnson, as luck would have 
jt, had gono away before this to Calcutta Loyalty 
to these two gentlemen and chagrin at my separation 
from them, as well as my antipathy to Haidar Beg 
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Klmn, IcJ me to resign my employ raent Although 
Mr Middleton wrote to me repeatedly that Mr Bristow 
would extent! to mo tho samo protection and considora 
tion that ho had done, I did not recover my confidence, 
and to closed my accounts with their government 
JIaidar Beg KMn, though ho desired to have rovongo 
on mo, v. as far seeing and was pleased with my retire 
meat, and gavo me an acquittance receipt w ithout going 
into accounts After this blow over, I gavo np tho pur- 
suit of Balbhadr Singh and went to a ullago on three 
tides of winch wero water, and which was fortified 
Balbliadr Singh, who had beforo heard that I was 
weak, now grow moro bold than over and pitched Ins 
tents opposite my encampment, and tho concourse of 
tho unbelievers so closely pressed on all sides of 
my camp that any ono who raised his head was hnrncd 
into tho next world I was stung by this and jealous 
of my reputation, and I determined to face him Ouo 
day til it ho wont to tho bants of tho river to batlio I 
made a night attach with GOO followers who did not 
hnow I had lo«t my appointment bnt, owing to tho 
crookedness of tbo road, a delay occurred, the night 
ended, and Balbhadr Singh, who was on tho alert an 1 
ready, seeing tho paucity of my supporters courted 
an encounter Tbo fight lasted till midday, an I each 
party routed tho other several tunes In tho afternoon 
victorv declared for me About six or sovcu hundred 
noted^RKjpuU of tbat zila,and near relations of his, 
wero hilled Balbhadr Singh fled with tho survivors 
to tho l anh of tho river and began to cross My men 
coming up fired a volley from their mnsKets Twoont 
of five boats «auh with all on board, about 500 men, 
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and all were drowned B-ilbhadr Singh was driven 
awaj in a wretched pbght, half dead with fear There 
was not one village m the jdgfr of which sorao well- 
known people were not killed After this \ictory I 
felt at my ease and, before another collector was ap- 
pointed, I collected a lakh of rnpees and I paid off both 
soldiers and revenue police I then caine to Lucknow 
and hurried to call on Air Bristow as Air Jliddloton 
had left 

The end of Balbhadr Singh was this In the rain’ 
of the same year he rotnrned to this side of*tho river 
His clansmen, after tbo sca-e they had got, refrained 
from joining him, and lie proceeded to loot with threo 
hundred nowly-recrmted horso and foot Isma’il Bog 
Kb&n,my nmb, and Major Lumsden and other ofheera 
of two Eaghsh tegimeats which had been there from 
my time, surrounded the jungle, and, as no stronghold 
had boon left to him, succeeded in roaclung him, and 
passing through tbo stockades* where his servants 
were, wounded apd captured him Next day ho died 
of his rounds 

A third service which I rendered was tbo waking 
up of Haidar Beg Khfm, Altnis All, and all tho 
collectors, and the cansmg them to stand upright in 
tho Borneo of tho Wazir, as has already been 
described 

In tins jear Haidar Cog dismissed and imprisoned 
Tapar Chand Khazanchi, and placed in cliargo of tho 
treasury Bijairij, who had causod the disturbance at

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Ion" tirao there was no sign of tlio monej Tina led 
tbo Governor to ask Haidar Beg to explain Ho 
replied tint tbo delaj had occurred owing to an order 
from Mr Johnson, and ho sent a forged letter to this 
ofiect, bearing Mr. Johnson s 'cal, to tho Council 
Sir Johnson was summoned to Calcutta to answer 
this charge As tho Governor was nt this tirao ill 
mid had been rendered powerless in Council, tho mem- 
bers of Council undo a groat deal out of this small 
matter, using it as a pretext for re appointing Mr 
Bristow Mr Middleton resigned through raortifica 
tion, and they soot Mr Bristow to Lucknow for tho 
third time I was in Lucknow when Mr Johnson 
left Just at tlio sntno time news camo in of great out- 
rages bj Balblndr Singh and Mr Middleton ordered 
tbit I should ho sent for As Mr Johnson, when ho 
bid mo good byo, had concealed tho circumstances of 
his departure and consoled mo with a promise of his 
speed y return, 1 left Luckndw and was involved m 
all those troublesome enterpn cs which hava been 
described I was snccessful and returned with laurels 
to Luckuow To como to tho point, Haidar Beg 
I\b in, though lio got rid of Mr Johnson bj tho trick 
I ha\ o mcntiouc 1, did not succeed m hts object of ob- 
taining Major I’ timer s appointment As a last resort 
ho emplojed himself in deceiving Mr Bristow This 
gentleman was well aware of his peculations and 
kmtert, but, though ho was determined to defcit 
him, Ism » it Bog Shurab for tho furthering of his own 
ends, kept Mr Bristow ms-divo so that Haidar Beg 
gamed timo It happened in this wat. As I'm ul 
Bvg liad made up his mmd to «uze mj ’ila<]a and 
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depuvo me of my station which rivalled that of 
Haidar Beg Klim, he put it into Mr Bristow s head 
not to allow me any share in affairs for a, short time, 
so as to reassure Haidar Beg Khan, and thus, while 
striving to put him at his ease, slowly contrived his 
rnin And jet it was a fact that nt that time Mr 
Bristow was strongly supported by the members of 
Council , things had been carried on by me with suc- 
cess , abundant means of defeating Haidar Beg were 
at hand, and all that he wished was sure to bo 
effected and in delay there was the danger of the 
opportunity being lost and of Governor Hastings 
recovering control This was actually what hap- 
pened When tny ’ll&qa was divided out, over one- 
half was entrusted to two or three friends of Haidar 
Beg Khan’s, and the rest was left with Isma’il Beg 
Kban and Taqi Beg Khan, nhbs of mine Isma’il 
Beg got nothing whatever In the next jear, Go- 
vernor Hastings regained his power and he removed 
Mr Bristow on pretence of a change of plans 

Another event ot this year was the establishment 
of courts of law Oa this point it has to be said that, 
notwithstanding tho immense population and the mag- 
nificence of Lucl now, there was not, and there is not, 
any recognized jnnsdiction of courts of, criminal or 
civil law. All transactions of money-lending are 
stopped and every one who has the power oppresses 
some one else, and the only punishment meted* out to 
an oppressor is when the sufferer takes his life in his 
hand and seeks his revenge himself, or when some 
influential man in tho city takes him under his wincr 
Qazi Ghul&m Mustafa and Mufti Gbulam Hazrat and 
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many famous leanmd men-— for tbero aro numbers of 
accomplished anil just and discerning men of other 
countries also hem — elected to remain in their private 
houses, through fear of tho sneers and ndtculo of tho 
IV nzlr’s servants Besides this, tho Wazfr’s «cn ants 
generally make their chobdSrs their agents and obtain 
falw&’s and decrees such as they desire The position 
of chief jnslico of tho Subah, a dignity which is tho 
nearest to that of tho Subabdfir himself, and an office 
to bo filled only by men of great kuowledgo and high 
bearing, bid been conferred «onio 3 ears beforo on 
Bhaw&ni Smgb Ituja, an orderlj of tho Wazir’s, and is 
now filled by some ono else liko him This results 
wholly from tho \1lla1ny of tho Wazir’s servants, who 
dcsiro to have no rnlo but their own in tho city, and 
while they do not allow him a chanco of doing justice, 
thoj blamo it on his ill-health.

"When tho Wazlr does hold a court of justice, what 
lie docs is, bo deputes a chobdur with tho complainant 
and tells him to “go and do what this oppressor, who 
makes himself out to bo opprcs-cd, wants, ’ but tho pro- 
tection of the oppressor is o\erj wlicro tho custom Tho 
"M azlr is in tho matter of criminal justice ntterlj heed- 
less There was a fireworh-mahor in the Wazir’s ser- 
vico lived in tho Sabza uiuhalh, in which is mj honse, 
and hg nsed to cntico children of nmo and ten aears/if 
ago by their lovo of fireworks and kill them at tho bid- 
ding of wiz irds, until men got a cluo and dug up his 
xiou'O Tuej exhume i scvera’i corpses of tfoiV&rni'tvAki 
their tongues and hearts cut out and their faces burned, 
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and earned them m that state to the Wazir’s door, but 
for all their cries and lamentations there was no notice 
taken of them The firework maker remained m con- 
cealment for some days, but now carries his head as 
high as ever in that muhalla, and frightens the parents 
ot the murdered chillren with accusations of plunder- 
ing the Wazir s property Here is another illustration, 
A man named Nauroz Kb&n killed Raza Beg Mughal, 
a relativo of the late Nawab Ab the culprit was a 
relative of Jhao L al, all the deceased s mother s ap- 
peals for justice were vain, and at last two* lads about 
fifteen years of age sons of the deceased’s sister, killed 
the murderer at tho Wnzir’sgateand ran away Though 
the Wazir searched for them, they were not to be 
found Cases like this are too numerous to be written 
Auotber oppression is that which the Wazir’s sub- 
jects snffer in his two regular tours, for his camp- 
followers havo permission to take grass, bhusa, fire- 
w jod, earthen pots and* other such things, and the 
subjects aro bo accustomed to oppression, that they 
reckon this tyranny nothing but theso men, on pre- 
tence of taking these things, levy as much gram and 
money as they go along, from tho fields and honses of 
tho peasantry, as keeps them for two or three months 
on lour and firms a fund for two or three months at 
Lucknow Add' to this, they burn at night for illu- 
minations the houses ot tho peasants, which are vacated 
because of the nearness of tho camp and the consump- 
tion of firewood and other supplies already mentioned 
is so great in the camp, that they pull out the pillars 
of tho pcoplo s houses and throw down the thatch to 
get wood for cooking their half str of flour. When 
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Tihait It'll or the collectors complained to Jhao L nl of 
the opprcssivo intnrc of their conduct, ho used to repU 
tlmt if it weft) meant to put an end to theso practices, tho 
Wazir’s excursions, which aro tho means of crhicmn* 
hta spirits, would ho brought to an end , and that if it 
were not for tho two or three months in tho jear that 
Ins servants get something, it would be impossible to 
bo m nltendanco on tlio Wazir Tlio«o who exclaimed 
against the tj ranny werosilencod when thev beard this. 

In short, Mr Bristow, when ho learned all theso 
things, was incensed and bitterly reproached Haidar 
Beg Tlio latter, fearing lest Mr Bristow shonld 
himself undoruko theso matto-s, appointed Mnulavi 
Mubin, a celebrated scholar, for somo months during 
Mr Bristow’s time, to tho post of Civil Judgo, and 
after Mr Bristow’s removal ho appointed Mulnminad 
l^asir Kb&n, a eod of MukliUru’d Daulah’s paternal 
undo, and a personal friend of his own, to this post, 
and fixed salaries far court officials After a couplo of 
a cars the ofiicials, being unpaid, dispersed, and Muham- 
mad Nasir Khun even left bis nativo place and took up 
bis rcsidcnco in Benares. In 1207 A II , for somo un- 
known reason, Tikait Rai nominated to this office Mufu 
Gbulara Hnzrat, who is eminently qualified for tho 
duty Although the Mufti still continues appointed to 
tho bench, jet, owing to tho delays in pajment of tho 
officials of tho court and to tho authority usurpoJ by 
influential men in tho citj, ho might as well not exist 

In tins j ear Mr Cooper, who had been appointed 
in Mr Johnson’s stead as Mr Bristow’s assistant, kept 
lum«clf aloof from very shame, and being unable to 
enduro these rascalil c«, left for Calcutta 
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[26th November, 1783— 13th November, 1784.J 

Is this year Khwaja ’Amu’ddin was removed from 
Bareli on Mr. Bristow’s complaint, for the nun he was 
there working, and Raja Surat Singh was appointed 
in Ins stead He went there from Sarwar and died 
after a lapse of a year and a few months Then Raja 
Jagau N&th, who had been sent as bis assistant and 
deputy, on account of the close of the civil courts, 
was appointed principal, and the foundations of pros- 
perity were laid in that prownce, but the unfor- 
tunate subjects of the Wazfr who trusted in him were 
again involved in calamity, for m 1200 A H. Haidar 
Beg dismissed Raja Jagan Nath and merged the dis- 
trict in that of Jhao L’al. Jhao Lai’s naib was 
Bhagw&ndds, whoso father was the notorious B'Uak 
R&m, a relative of Jhao. Lai's. Tins Bhagwfin Das 
acted so immoderately that he was killed by a collec- 
tor. The province was then made over to Mirza Mahdi 
and became excessively impoverished. The effects 
of his oppression extended even beyond the m&lgu- 
z&rs to others, in the form of house-taxes and corn-tax, 
and even went as far as takings tenth of their thread 
from women who worked spinning wheels, so that Ins 
tjranny became a proverb. RSja Jagan Nilth was 
placed under surveillance on a charge of false acijounts, 
and after the death of Haidar Beg Khdn was rigor- 
-ously imprisoned through the malignity of Tikait Rai. 
He died of a broken heart in 1207 A. H , and was thu3 
freed from the fear of tyrants. 
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In this year occurred the dismissal of Mr. Bristow 
and the appointment of Major Palmer to saccecd him 
This carao about as follows During tho wliolo of 
Mr Bristow’s, tenure of office, Major Palmer stajed 
at Lucknow and exposed all Haidar Beg Kli&n's lies 
to tlio Governor Tor this reason tho Governor, 
having now recovered power, explained to tho Council 
how tho Wazir’s aftatrs wero daily becoming wor«c, 
and how Haidar*Beg was Hying tho blamo on the Com- 
pany h gomdshtas, and said that it seemed advisable, 
in order test him, to reraoto tho Resident and go- 
zndshias from Lucknow, and to leave Major Palmer 
there as tho Goi ernor a ngent Hcnco Mr Bristow was 
dismissed and Ism&'il Beg Shurah, who has been 
connected with overy Resident from tho dajs of tho 
lato Nawdb until now, a« his postal agent, had not 
courage enough to remain at Lucknow and went with 
Mr Bristow to Calcutta. For this reason ho des- 
troyed tho accounts of two jears, and besides this ho 
took a vast sum out of tho collections of Allahabad on 
his vaj down countrj. Ho died not long afterwards 
in (ho neighbourhood of Calcutta After Ins heaping 
up, with an utter disregard of tho sufferings of moo, a 
fortune, which is behoved to lmo been raanj lakhs of 
rupees, Ins children aro now reaping tho reward of 
their father’s sins and aro living in extreme poverty 
and distress Ismd’fl’s money wa3 in deposit with 
other people, and any ono who held money when ho 
died, misappropriated it 

I also detormmed to leave Lucknow at tho samo 
time wiu\ Jfr Bristow, Cut fTaiuar iVcg ATfiifa ficcamo 
tcr> importunate, wrote a letter with his oira hand 
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before the open Qurdn, expressing his satisfaction with 
me, and professing himself clear with me, and sorry 
for his llltreatment of me, and declaring good intentions 
toward me for the fatnre, and gave it to mo Although 
I know of old the laxity of his promises, yet, reflecting 
on my want of employment and the lack of interest in 
me shown by the English, I considered it best to 
accept his professions, and X remained for some years 
waiting for something to turn up, and proved to all 
my innocence and his faithlessness. 

Another event of this year was tlio nsit^of Gover- 
nor Hastings to Lucknow. The Wazlr went to Bena- 
res to most him and put him up m his Diwdn-kh&n&, 
-which is known as tho ImSrat Baoli, and entertained 
him as an esteemed guest While the Governor was at 
Lucknow, there arose a famine and high prices pre- 
vailed such as men had not heard of for hundreds of 
years Thousands of people died daily of inanition, 
and tho heaps of corpse^ which accumulated in tho 
suburbs caused a stench in the whole city. In this 
distress some English people who were residing at 
Lucknow, showed great sympathy for the famme- 
etneken poor, each of them provided food and medical 
attendance for five hundred or a thousand helpless 
people while the famine lasted, and then sent them 
home Haidar Beg used daily to give out a thousand 

rupees by Governor Hastings’ command, to be divided 
ont to the infirm sufferers, but as the distributors were 
avaricious men, needy slaves and commandants of 
Haidar Beg’s regiments, they abused tho trust and 
\v*ed to appropriate more than half to themselves 
And so gieat was the disorder they allowed at distri- 
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button, (hat heads, hands and other limbs of applicants 
for relief were hurt, nay lues were actually lost in the 
scramble. Besides this, if a joung girl who could 
talk well and had a pleasant voice met their now m 
the crowd,] they hurried her to Haidar Beg Kb in’s 
haram.'and indeed most of Haidar Beg’s children aro 
h) tbc*0 girls It most bo said that, if their master is 
so heedless m the treatment of the creatures of God, 
that ho is bent on tho gratification of lust even in tho 
midst of sm.h distress and cohabits with sach persons, 
it is not ta be wondered at if his servantsaro avarici- 
ous of money Haidar Beg Klmn was, from the com- 
mencement of his career, given to distributing mono) 
in such ways that tho hands and fcot and heads of tho 
poor were broken, for bo had a thorough belief in tho 
saj mg* of astrologers, and theso men used sometimes 
to weigh him m a bdanco and got tho equal of his 
weight in silver, copper and clothes, and sometimes 
they ordered him to distribute coppers to tho poor, 
and sometimes also when ho was himself in fear for 
an} rcasou, ho used to do the same To this day ono 
result of Haidar Btg’s folly is secu in Lucknow, sur- 
viving os a memento of him A number of prof«.««iona! 
beggars, who post themselves at particular place*', have 
taken to dornand f ilae charity such as he u«cd to gtve, 
and hundreds of persons in every street of tho city 
pull lb o hands and clothes of respectable passers-b}, 
so that it is difficult to go along tho road, for if any- 
thing bo given the} drag the donor from his v eludo 
or horse, and tho strong among them kick and thump 
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tongues Any ono who has been m Lucknow and 
felt the hands or tongues of these rascal*, knows that 
there can be no greater evil than almsgiving of this 
kind 

During this period Prince Jawnn Bakht fled from 
Sh&bj'lh&n&bad and came to Lucknow. The Governor 
and Wazir went to receive him and treated him 
With the usual ceremony. A pension of three lakhs 
per annum was assigned to him As he had a poli- 
tical connection with the Wsizir, a close intimacy 
also sprang up between them, but tins intimacy was 
destroyed by the prince’s youthful follies, one of which 
was his marriage with two women of the town, and so* 
the prince elected to reside at Benares : but aftor the 
(parrel between I?raA’il Beg and Ghul&tn Qadir, and 
the departure of the Patel, the prince came with Lord 
Cornwallis np to the suburbs of Lucknow and went on 
towards Bhahjahan&b&d without enlering Lucknow. 
Beforo he arrived at Delh\, a large gathering formed 
round him, and if he had been of the right stuff he 
could have snatched the empire. But he was swayed 
by the ease he bad tasted at Benares, and after visit- 
ing his father, he brought away his family to Akbara- 
bad on pretence of managing that Sabah, and hurried 
straight from there to Lucknow. As the Wazfr did not 
on this occasion come out to meet him or show him any 
respect, he went again to Benares, where he died soon 
afterwards of cholera Tbi9 happened at the e ^d of 
Sha’b&n 1202 A. H. His pension was about to be 
discontinued on account of his misconduct already men- 
tioned, but, owing to the humanity of Lord Cornwallis) 
it was spread over his wives and children. 
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Another of tho events oTtbis period was the banish- 
ment of Mirza Ha«an, a young "Mughal retainer of 
this Government, a provident and csporrenced uian, 
who was at this time superintendent of Ih^'W’flzir’s 
domestic offices, nay, Ins very soul and tongue Th'o 
reason of this was as follows — Mirza Hasan reduced 
tho expenses in every department of tho “Nazir's 
household, fixed a montlih salary for Ins servants, aud 
put an end to their indolenco and the oppressions they 
committed on the'Waztr’s subject* Ho placed trust- 
worthy har^firas over tho daroghas, and stopped tho 
habitual embezzlement and theft practiced in all de- 
partments. His economy in all his arrangements was 
so great that, if detailed, it would ho deemed exagger- 
ated If they wanted ouo straw from tho Wazlr's 
garden, offering c\cn a gold mobar for it, they could 
not get it Accordingly , the daroglms and their 'amla, 
among whom was Manlavi I'azl Azltn, Sarbar'ilihfir 
of tho Bawarchihlmna, conspired to get rid of him 
Tho Manlavi complained against him to Hasan Rnza 
Kh&n, and, as Haidar Beg was angry with him for 
dunmng him for money for tho WazSrs expenses, tho 
two carried tales about him to tho Governor Tho 
Governor merely said to tell tho AVazir that men of 
this class were not fit to bo entertained b\ him m his 
personal service Haidar Beg retailed this in an ex- 
aggerated form to tho AVazir, and tho Wazlr, although 
ho held him dearer than life bccau*o of his meanness, 
at onco ga\o orders for his banishment from tho city. 
Tho unfortunato man was not allowed timo to draw 
breath, retired to K&lpi, and died there after a few 
years Governor Hastings, who was fully awaro of 
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Haidar Beg’s faults, and had intended in this visit to 
procure his dismissal and to set the Wazir’s affairs 
straight, was compelled to go to England to settle some 
prgent matters, and was unable to carry oat his de- 
signs. So, seconding "Major Palmer’s efforts, he exerted 
himself to have Haidar Beg Khdn made permanent, 
and left for Calcutta. Next year he sailed for England.

Iv tbxs year Haidar Beg, os Governor Hastings 
Ind left for England and Govornor Macpheraon was 
only temporary, went farther than before and entrust- 
ed the revenue and military affairs of the province to 
persons who had helped him m his previous troubles 
IIo now plottc 1 against some w oil known men, nobles 
and miliUf) officers, who had up to that time man- 
aged to hold their own In tho course of timo ho 
overthrow them Among theso wero Jamsbc l Bog 
nnd Klnvnja Ni’mjitnllab Ho sent them from Luck- 
now with 2,000 Turk saw&rs on tho pretence of thoir 
assisting *Ata Bog Klifin, a rolativo of his and faujdar 
of A'zamgarh Tho KMn was waiting for them and 
gave tho order for tho disbanding of tho Turk sawfirs, 
and produce 1 a firmfia for their plunder in caso the) 
should return to Lucknow On this nccount most of 
the*o saw firs went ofF to Akbat^bfid 

Another of Haidar Beg s nets was tho disbanding 
■of tho regiment which had captured tho fort of Gwn- 
liar Thu regiment w as in tho Company’s service and 
came with the Governor to Lucknow ThoWnzirwas 
pleased with their smartness nnd skill in mai ccnvre, 
and by great importunity induced tho Governor to 
givo lliera to him, and ho had retained them in Ins own 
ecr\ ice

[4th November, 1785— 23rd October, 1786 ] 

In this year happened the removal of Major Palmer 
and the appointment of Colonel Harper The Colo- 
nel camo from England with the appointment in his 
pocket Governor Macpheraou made it conditional 
on tho Wazic s pleasure The Colonel came to Luck- 
now, and, by promising Haidar Beg bis support and 
coalition, obtained a letter expressing Satisfaction 
with his appointment and gained his end 

It must be noted that, throughout the previous in- 
trigues, Major Palmer and Tafarzul Husen Khan fan- 
cied that while the original office ot Resident at Luck- 
now had been weakened by tho dismissal of Mr Bris- 
tow, yet that, inasmuch as Major Palmer was an inti- 
mate patron of fl udar Beg’s and a close friend of 
Governor Hasttngs, he would have complete control, 
and that Haidar Beg would prove obedient to him 
Their expectations of what the friendship of Hastings 
would effect were soon disappointed, and Haidar Beg, 
having gamed his point, allowed Major Palmerjust so 
much consideration as was doe to the office of an agent. 
Major Palmer swallowed his wrath and put up with 
this Even that position he did wot maintain, for 
Haidar Beg was m his secret As Major Palmer’s 
appointment had its origin in a conspiracy against the 
public welfare and a desire to promote his own private 
gam, it resulted only in infamy and exaction 
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[24th October, 178G-12th October, 1787 3 
In this year S&lAr Jang, who has been already 
mentioned, went to the place appointed for him IJo 
was debarred from calling on the namo of God and 
hearing the word of God according to the practiro of 
ever} Mussalnian in his list momenta, for during his 
lifetime ho had reframed from reading the Qurfin and 
they dared not oven mention in his honso tbo namo of 
the * San Yii'dn,’ which is cspeciall} intended for theso 
moments ,*and if there wis any occasion to refor to it, 
the} spoke of it as tho Nan A win, or ‘ nameless thing 1 
Tins fact stifFiccs toahowatonco how far ho was oitlier 
tolerant, religious, or fearless 

In this year Haidar Beg, when he hoard of tho 
dignified bearing and noble qualities of Lord Corn- 
wallis, who bad arrived in Calcutta as Governor, went 
to Bengal This nobleman, who was freo from all 
guilo and entirely without* motives, was completely 
deceived b} bis apparent openness, and treated btm 
With court°s} and tru«t Accordingly, Haidar Beg, 
embracing tho opportunity carried several points with 
Lord Cornwallis ani returned to Lucknow successful 
and exultant Among theso mattors were (t) a re- 
duction in the annual payment to tho Company , (2j 
a remission of tho arrears of past} ears , f3 tfce aboli- 
tion of tbo taxes imposed to meet the expenses of tho 
cantjnmcnls, and tlia removal of c£&~s who wero 
cmplo}cd in tbo service of th* 5-ilah. fun® montLs 
elapsed between Ins departure and fcu relnra. 

Immediate!} on bis return i* qaar-e f J*4 with Jbao 
I/al and mado Bareh ort' h L'i-z IliMi, „h'j bn 
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already been mentioned, a man -who, it was notonons, 
had not even tho ability to fill the post, and whb was 
one of Tikait Rai a associates and reckoned among h\s 
protfgfa Jbao L al a house and all his property were 
confiscated to meet tho accounts, and he wa3 himself 
imprisoned After a year and a half he managed to 
satisfy Haidar Beg and was released 

Two months af er Haidar Beg s return, Colonel 
Hauper was removed, and Mr F * was appointed, and 
-it tho same time the nows of Lord Cornwallis intention 
to visit Lucknow was received The Wailr went to 
AUahab&d to receive him, and Haidar Beg went as far 
as Benares, and they returned together In accordance 
with custom they entertained the Governor and pre- 
sented money, goods, and curiosities , but Lord Corn- 
wallis would not take anything whatever of all they 
presented, and he endeavoured to out-do all previous 
Governors m the marks of respect and courtesy which 
ho sli iwul tho Vt azlr In fact, Lord Cornwallis, as 
the couplet puts it — 

What knoweth ho of lie* who lives anl speaVa aright ? 

Crooked or alra ght ahko a candle gives but 1 gbt 
inasmuch as ho was himself straightforward, thought 
the Wazir and Haidar Beg were also so In his largo- 
heartedness and his appreciation of degrees of nobility, 
lie took, tho Wazir to be like the Waziro and Princes 
of other countries, and fancied that previous Gover- 
nors, not having been of noblo family, had failed to 
pay duo regard to tho high descent of tho Wazir, 
and used fo mterfero unnecessarily in his affairs 
So he said to himself that, if ho respected the dignity

adopted tho lino of policy described The Wazir now 
mado a great mi'tako and begin to fancy himself 
somebody of importance, nnd to think that bo bad for 
no reason submitted bo long to tlio worr} of Gover- 
nors When Lord Cornu alhs discovered tho ostent of 
Haidar Log's impostures and tho AVazlr s want of 
digmtv, ho becamo ashamed of himself, and resolved 
to remedy what ho hid dono, but for aomo rea- 
sons this resolution did not tako tho sbapo of pub- 
lic action This mado tho Wnzirmoro obstinate Tho 
first reasou was tho stability of tho Governor’s char- 
actor.

In tins year Haidar Beg gave lus daughters in mar- 
riage to Mukbdum Bakbsb, Sarfaraz Beg, and others, 
his four nephews As they were his relatives, he made 
great efforts to add to the public importance and lustre 
of his sons m law To each of them, notwithstand- 
ing their worthlessness and open disobedience, ho 
assigned troops and public offices, and, as he thought, 
established their fortunes As it happened, however, 
after his death, they proved wholly improvident, and 
fell so low through poverty that they used to pay court 
toTikait Rais clerks 

About this time the sordidness of Haidar Beg and 
his breaches of faith with me, led me to leave Lucknow 
and make my first visit to Calcatta Haidar Beg, in 
accordance with the saj mg that “ conscience doth 
make cowards of us all,*” grew alarmed and sent 
Tafazzul Hnscn Khan to* Calcutta, ostensibly as an 
agent of the Wazir, but reallj to frustrate me or hold 
me in check So we arrived in Calcutta within twenty 
days of each other. I may mention in passing that 
the Khln had gone to Calcutta with Major Palmer, 
and had taken up his residenco there w hen Haidar 
Bog visited that city At the instigation of the latter 
he resigned the Company’s service and returned with 
lum to Lucknow. But Haidar Beg, as his habit was, 
chose to treat the KhSn with distrust and negleet,$mtil 
my movements drove him to make this appointment 
and satisfy all the Khfin’s domands

It should ho mentioned here, tho expenditure of 
tho \\ izlr m buildings alono 13 ten lakhs per annum, 
and has continued regularly from tho begiamngofhiv 
rulo up to tho prosont day Each new building that 
is completed is occupied for two or throo days and is 
left emptj.ea or afterwards A limp even is not light- 
ed in it by night, nor is it swept b) day And tho

text, utilize tho houses of the people to furnish bricks, 
timber, and other budding materials In this milter 
their tjrannj is so great tint where thero is i housa 
With doorways or pillars of brick aud tho rest of tho 
limiting of mud, and there is a famil) hung in it, 
they ruin tbit wholo family for tho *ak« of tho fifteen 
or twenty thou«aud bnck3 and pull down the house 
Third, tho dearne's of building materials, caused b) 
tho hnrr) md tho want of method on tho j art of tho 
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official* ronrth, building materials and carpenters 
and masons aro frequently interdicted to the public 
‘When this happens, people aro put to such stfaits and 
so hampered in their urgent requirements that they 
cannot get bricks to build masonry tomb3 oier their 
relatives, not to eay that they cannot repair their 
houses for the rains And this is not conhned to build 
ing materials, but most commodities, such as sugar, 
firewood, rice, and so on eatables and necessaries, 
aro subjected to a sudden riso in puce several times 
in the year , for, if tlio Wazfr s workmen take these 
things for their use, instead of payment for them, an 
order is given for tbo price current to bo raised, 
fifth, the servants of the Wazfr, nay, oven all moneyod 
men, on the principle of “ like master, like man,”* 
follow the example of the Wazfr and engago in build- 
ing mansions and oppressing tlio poor And every 
one in his own muhalh tarns ont tbo residents and 
enlarges bis own house The Wazlr and all the rest of 
them are so brisk about their building that they do not 
take time to barn bricks and hmo thoroughly, so that a 
budding is hardly completed before it begins to decay 
Accordingly mbst buildings erected by the Wuzir in his 
first years are now becoming dilapidated Tho bridge! 
over the Gumti, which was built at a cost of two or 
three lakhs of rupees, gives way eiery year in the rains, 
and forty or fifty pas«en 0 ers arc 1 died, and after the 
rams the same haste is exhibited ui its repair 

In a word, of all his buildings, the Iraambdrdh is 
the finest and most strongly built It consists of two

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halls and a balcony and arcades The length of the halls 
is GO 3 ards and tho breadth 30 yards In front of it is 
a very broad terrace, and in tho middle of it a reservoir 
Thero is a largo courtyard, and at tbo sides stand a 
lofty mosqno and outoffices in keeping with it Op* 
posite tho ImAmbnrAh is erected a high gate, a kind 
of * tirj auliyfi,’ and hesido it aro two or tbreo evtensno 
jilo-kb&nas, which havo three doors each in tho samo 
fitjle Near this aro on toffices,o hospital, and travel- 
lers’ rcst-honses. Over tho gato of tho outermost * jdo- 
klianfi,’ which is known as tho Rumi Darw&za, they 
havo created a circular chamber with painted walls. 
Tho breadth of this gato will ho tho samo as that 
of nil threo gates, 30 } irds, and its height about 40 
yards It dazzles tho ojes of those who took np

Everj year smeo its completion fonr or five lakhs 
of rupees havo been spent on tho decoration of tbo 
ImfimbArab Hundreds of ta’zia*, big and small, mo 
made of gold and silver, and tbo number of glass chan- 
deliers, with and without glass shades, plain and colour- 
ed, and candelabra of gold and siller and glass, with 
drum tduped and bell-shaped shades, whiclmro purchas 
ed, defies computation Tho halls, largo as the} aro, 

1 ait^thcir floors and ceilings filled with them, so that tho 
care takers can with dirhcnlty perform their dnt>, and 
w)nt room is thero for tho ta ziadArs to come and go 
So tho public look on from i distance, sitting on tho 
roofless terrac" V ith all tins the \\ azfr lias not sati«- 
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fied When Dr Blane was going to England, ho gavcr 
him an order for two glass taVias with chandeliers ancl 
shades and other appointments, one to be green and 
the other red The price was fixed at a lakh of rupees. 
Id 1211 A H, one armed, and the other was pro- 
mised for the next year 

Another of the events of this year was that Zamu’i 
Abdin KMn, who had been imprisoned by the Patel 
aftpr the death of his brother Mirza Sha’fi Khan, 
obtained his release on some pretext and came to 
Lucknow Saiyad Mohammad Khan, son. of Mirza 
Yusuf, Mirza Rahim Khan, and Abdu’l Mutlib Khan, 
■who were relations of Burh&nu’l Mnlk, and the sons 
of Mnhammad Qnli Khan, deceased, each of whom, 
driven by hunger, had in the course of events left and 
gone to Zulfiqaru'd Diulah’s camp, bad returned to 
Lucknow before Zamu’i Abdin Khan on acconnt of 
commotions m Akbarabdd, and they were again in- 
volved m the same troablp as before , nay, in worse 
trouble The circumstances of the head of this family 
are so reduced that a bamva applied to tho Wazir for 
po°session of the premises of Mirza Ja’far, son of 
Muhammad Quh Kh&n, in payment of the price of pro- 
visions, which he had for a long time failed to obtain. 
Mirza Ja’far pleaded that his allowances were in 
arrears and asked the sazfiwal for time The Wazlc 
ordered that he should be at once expelled the realm, 
and his wife and children taken from him. The unfor- 
tunate man fled with his horse and whip to Kalpf; and 
meant to go thenca to the Dakhm. The officers m 
that place, as they wore creatures of Jhao LaTs, in 
pursuance of the Wazir’s orders, prevented him going 
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to tlio Dakluil Ho then turned from KfiJpi to Benares 
in distress and perplexity, and intended to go to 
Bengal 'After this all trace of him was lost J Stringer 
than everything, notwithstanding such treatment of 
his relatives, old acquaintances and all respectable 
men of overy rank, nobles, military men, and private 
citizens, and that wasteful expenditure, an enormous 
waste, of which a little has been mentioned in thee 
pages, the Vr azir expect s that pcoplo will ty teld him 
allegianco on account of tho claims and names of his 
■ancestors, .will submit to these tyrannies with perfect 
complacence, will wink at his evil practices, which 
are harder than death to endnre, nnd will not) open 
their lips to complain If anj ono is foolish enough 
to reproach the nzfr for tbeso actions nnd shuns him, 
ho nnd tho place seekers charge him with sedition, 
disloyalty, nnd ennui) to Mussulmans.

[28th December, 1780— 16th December, 1781 ] 

In this year Mr Bristow arrived in Calcutta on 
bis return from England, with tho appointment to 
Lucknow, and proceeded fiom Calcutta to Lucknow 
Mr Parling was removed, and Haidar Beg Kb&u 
quaked for somo time on account of bis conduct, but 
was put at his ease when Mr. Middleton and Mr. John- 
son were subsequently associated with Mr JBristow 
Thereafter Mr Bristow became merelya posuoffico for 
the transmission of letters on matters affecting the 
affairs of the Company , and the negotiations between 
tho Governor and the Waztr, and the collection of 
money and the payment of it to the troops, were all 
entrusted to the other two 

As Haidar Beg Khan had no regard for Mr 
Bristow, Sir Bnstow’a influence was gone, and being 
unable to put up with his insolence, be returned to 
Calcutta The other two, Mr. Middleton and Mi 
Johnson, remained in undisputed possession 

About this time the dispute between Chet Singh 
and Governor Hastings came to a crisis, and for 
this reason great disturbance arose in the Wazir’n 
dominions and thousands of people were slain by tho 
zamfnddrs In this exigency Haidar Beg Khun had 
arrived with a disciplined force within a few kos 
of Benares, hut owing to Ins natural cowardice he 
could not venture to go to tho Governor. He opened 
up communications with Chet Singh also, for he con- 
sidered it politic and prudent to do so, m order that 
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Benares anti had fled to Lucknow for fear the English 
should call Ijim to account. Ho left the Bakbshigari 
with Bhola Hath, the sarishtaddr of Tapar Chand’s 
office. This Bholi Nath his no equal as a cheat and 
peculator. The whole army is heartless and demor- 
alized by him, for, in collusion with the officers he i« 
guilty of endless embezzlement and theft, and ho bribes 
every one who is put in as bis n&ib, and up to this 
day subsists by the same malpractices. 
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and all were drowned Balbhadr Singh was driven 
awaj in a wretched plight, half dead with fear There 
was not one village m the j&gir of which some well 
Known people were not killed After this victory I 
felt at ray ease and, before another collector was ap- 
pointed, I collected a lakh of rupees and I paid off both 
soldiers and revenue police I then came to Lucknow 
and hurried to call on Mr. Bristow as Mr Middleton 
had loft 

The end of Balbhadr Singh was this In the rain 1 
of the same year he returned to this side of tho river 
His clansmen, after the sca-o they had got, refrained 
from joining him, and be proceeded to loot with three 
hundred newly recruited horse and foot Isran 1 ! Bog 
Khfra, my naib, and Major Lumsdcn and other officers 
of two English regiments which had been therefrom 
my time, surrounded the jungle, and, as no stronghold 
had boon left to him, succeeded in reaching him, and 
passing through tho stockades* where his servants 
were, wounded apd captured him Next day ho died 
of his wounds 

A thud service which I rendered was tho waking 
up of Haidar Beg Khan, Almas Ah, and all tho 
collectors, and tho causing them to stand upright in 
tho service of the Wiizir, as has already been 
described 

In this year Haidar Dog dismissed and imprisoned 
Tapar Chand Khazauchi, and placod in charge of the 
treasury Bijair'y, who had caused the disturbance at

In this year happened the removal of "Mr John- 
son and Mr Middleton and my resignation of the ma- 
nagement of the j&girs The circumstances attending 
these events are as follows — When all Haidar Beg’s 
devices failed to effect his object, as has already been 
explained, and he could neither upset the arrange- 
ments m the jagirs nor deceive me nay more, when 
his scheming proved the cause of my good fame and 
stability, I attained both wealth and position, and 
officers expert and experienced, both military and 
civil, gathered round me in numbers, and difficulties 
wero easily surmounted For this reason Haidar 
Beg Khan, fearing his own displacement now re- 
sorted to the plan of fixing some suspicion on Mr 
Johnson, who was a firm and successful administrator, 
and procuring bit. removal At this time it happened 
that Major Palmer came to Lucknow under Governor 
Hastings orders to demand twelve lakhs of rupees 
in addition to the ordinary instalments Accordingly 
Haidar Beg Khan, through Tafazzul Huson Khfin, 
conspired with the Major, and secured his co-opera 
tion in his plans by holding out to him the bait of 
the Residency at Lucknow Then ho began, accord- 
ing to his custom, to procrastinate about payment 
Mr Johnson and Mr Middleton now lost heart, and 
were mnto before Governor Hastings, who, notwith- 
standing their excellent management, interfered on 
the advice of this miserablo Major Palmer For a 
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long time there was no sign of the mono) This led 
tho Governor to a'lh Haidar Beg to explain Ho 
replied that the delay had occurred owing to an order 
from Mr Johnson, and he sent a forged letter to this 
effect, bearing Mr Johnson s «oal, to the Council 
Mr Johnson was summoned to Calcutta to answer 
this charge As the Governor was nt this time ill 
and had been rendered powerless in Council, the mem- 
bers of Council made a great deal oat of this small 
matter, using it as a pretext for re appointing Mr. 
Bristow Mr Middleton resigned through mortifica- 
tion, and they sent Mr Bristow to Lucknow for tho 
third time I was in Lucknow when Mr Johnson 
loft Jnst at tho sarao time news came in of great out- 
rages by Balbhadr Singh and Mr Middleton ordered 
thatlBhould ho sent for As Mr Johnson, when he 
bid mo good-bye, had concealed the circum'tances of 
his departure and consoled me with a promise of his 
speedy return 1 left LuckmJw and was involved in 
all those troublesome enterprises which have been 
described I was successful and returned with laurels 
to Lucknow To come to tho point, Haidar Beg 
Eli in, though he got nd of Mr Johnson by tho trick 
I havo mentioned, did not succeed in his object of ob- 
taining Major P timer s appointment As a last resort 
ho employed himself in deceiving Mr Bristow This 
gentleman was well aware of his pecnlations and 
huavcij, but, though he was determined to defeat 
lnm,Isma fl Beg Shurab for tho furthering of Ins own 
ends, k&pt Mr Bristow roxtAwo so that, Haidar Bag 
gained time It happened m this way. As Jstn i ll 
Beg had unde up his mind to seize my ’iluqa and

deprive me of my «tahon which rivalled that of 
Uaidar Beg Klim, he put it into Mr. Bristol’s head 
not to allow mo any share in affairs for a short time, 
<*o as to rca«s«ro Haidar Beg Ivfnln, and thus, while 
striving to put him at his case, slowly contrived his 
rain And jet it was a fact that at that time Mr 
Bristow was strongly supported by tho members of 
Council , things had been carried on bj me with suc- 
cess , abundant means of defeating Iliular Beg were 
at hand, and all that ho wished was suro to bo 
cftcctcd and m delaj there was tho drfhgcr of tho 
opportunity being lost and of Governor Hastings 
recovering control This was actually what hap. 
pened When mj *il&qa was divided out, over ono- 
half was entrusted to two or threo friends of Haidar 
Beg Kirin's, and the rest was left with Ism&’il Bog 
Kli&n nnd Taqi Bog Khan, mubs of mine. lama’ll 
Beg got nothing whatever In tho noxt year, Go- 
vernor Hastings regained hi* power and ho romored 
Jlr, Bristow on prctcnco of a cliango of plans. 

Another event of tins J car was the establishment 
of courts of law. On this jtomi 1 1 has to bo said that, 
notwithstanding the immense population and tho mag- 
nificence of I ticknow, there "as not, and thero h not, 
anj recognized juris liction of courts of. criminal or 
civil law. All tran«act»ons of nioncj -lending aro 
stopped and every ono who has tho power opprc“H.s 
sotno ono else, and tho only punishment mctcd«oat to 
nn oppressor is when tho sufferer takes his Jjfy jq 
hand and seeks Ins revengo himself, or when sorao 
influential man in tho city tal cs him omlcr his wing. 
Qazi GhuIAra ilnstafa and Mufti GhuKm Hazrat and

many famous learned men— for there are numbers of 
accomplished anil just and discerning men of other 
countries also here — elected to remain in their private 
houses, through fear of the sneers and ridiculo of the 
Wazfr’s servants Besides this, the Wazfr’s servants 
generally make their cliobdSrs their agents and obtain 
fatw&’s and decrees such as they desire The position 
of chief justice of the Subah, a dignity which is the 
nearest to that of the Snbabdar himself, and an offico 
to be filled only by men of great knowledge and high 
bearing, hid been conferred some jears heforo on 
13 haw am Singh Itfija,an orderly of the Wazic’a, and is 
now filled by pome one else like him This results 
wholly from the villainy of the "Warm's servants, who 
desire to have no rule but their own m tho city, and 
while they do not allow him a chance of domgjustice, 
they blame it on his llMicalth. 

Justice is pushed aside complaint is ram 

’Hid all this wrong alasi what can we gain ? 

When the Wazlr does hold a court of jnstioo, what 
ho does is, he deputes a chobdar with the complainant 
and tells him to ** go and do what this oppressor, who 
makes himself out to be oppressed, wants,” but the pro- 
tection of the oppressor is everywhere the custom The 
"Wazlr is in the matter of criminal justice utterly heed- 
less There w as a firework-maker in the Wazir’s ser- 
vice lived in the Sabza xnuhalh, in which is my house, 
and hg used to entico children of nine and ten vears»of 
age by their lovo of fireworks and kill them at tho bid- 
ding of wizards, until men got a clue and dug up Ins 
liouso. They exhumed several corpses of children with 
their tongues and hearts cut out and their faces burned. 
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and earned them in that state to the ^Vizir’s door, but 
for all their cries and lamentations there was no notice 
taken of them The firework maker remained m con- 
cealment for some days, bnt now carries his head as 
high as erer m that mnballa, and frightens the parents 
ot the murdered children with accus itions of plunder- 
ing the Wazir’s propertj Here is another illustration. 
A man named Nauroz Khan killed Raza Bog Mughal, 
a relative of the late Nawab As the culprit was a 
relative of Jbao L’al, all the deceased’s mother’s ap- 
peals for justice were vain, and at last two* lads abonfc 
fifteen years of age, sons of the deceased’s 6ister, killed 
the murderer at the Wazir’s gate and ran away. Though 
the Wnzjr searched for them, they were not to be 
found. Cases like this are too nnmerons to be written. 

Another oppression is that w Inch tho Wazir’s sub- 
jects suffer in his two regular tours, for his camp- 
followers hava permission to take grass, bhusa, fire- 
wood, earthen pots and* other sneli things, and the 
subjects are so accustomed to oppression, that they 
reckon this tyranny nothing but these men, on pre- 
tence of taking these things, levy as much gram and 
money as they go along, from tho fields and houses of 
tho peasantry, as keeps them for two or three months 
on tour and firms a fund for two or three months at 
Lucknow Add to this, they burn at night for illu- 
minations tho houses ot the peasants, which are vacated 
bee rase of the nearness of tho camp and tho consump- 
tion of firewood and other supplies already mentioned 
is so great in the camp, that thoy pull out the pillars 
'of the peoplo’s houses and throw down the tbatcb to 
get wood for cooking their half ser of flour. When 
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Tikait Rai or tbo collectors complained to Jhao L nl of 
the oppressive nature of their conduct, he used to leply 
that if it wefe meaut to put an end to these practic Q «,the 
\\ azir's excursions, which are the menus of erhvening 
Ins spirits, would bo brought to an end , and that, if it 
wero not for the two or threo months in the year that 
lus servants get something, it would be impossible to 
be in attendance on the Wazir Those who exclaimed 
ngainst the tyranny were silenced when they hoard this 
In short, Ur Bristou, when he learned all these 
things, wa» incensed and bitterly reproached Haidar 
Beg The latter, fearing lest Ur Bristow should 
himself undertake these matters, appointed Uaulavi 
Miibin, a celobrutcd scholar, for some months during 
Ur Bristow’s time, to tho post of Civil Judge, and 
after Mr Bristow’s removal bo appointed Muhammad 
Naslr Kh6n, a son of Mukbt irn’d Daulah’s paternal 
uncle, and a personal friend of his own, to tins post, 
and fixed salaries for court officials After a couple of 
a ears tho officials,being unpaid, dispersed, and Muham- 
mad Naslr Khun even left his native place and took up 
his residence in Benares In 1207 A H , for some un- 
known reason, Tikait Rax nominated to this officoMufu 
Gbulnm Hazrat, who is eminently qualified for tho 
duty. Although the Mufti still continues appointed to 
the bench, yet, owing to the delays lu payment of tho 
officials of tho court and to tho authority usurped by 
influential men in the city, ho might as well not exist 
In this year Mr Cooper, who had been appointed 
in Mr Johnson’s stead as Mr Bristow’s assistant, kept 
himself aloof from, very shame, and being unable to 
endure these rascaht es, left for Calcutta. 
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1198 A. H. 

[26th November, 1783— 13th November, 1784.7 
In this year Khwaja ’Ainu’ddin was removed from 
Bareli on Mr Bristow’s complaint, for the rum he was 
there working, and R&ja Surat Singh was appointed 
in Ins stead He went there from Samar and died 
after a lapse of a year and a few months Then Rdja 
Jagan N&th, who had been sent as Ins assistant and 
deputy, on account of the close of the civil courts, 
was appointed principal, and the fonudations of pros- 
perity were laid in that province, bnt the unfor- 
tunate subjects of the Wazir who trusted m him were 
again involved in calamity, for m 1200 A. H Haidar 
Beg dismissed Raj'S Jagan Nath and merged the dis- 
trict in that of Jhao L’a! Jhao Lai’s naib was 
Bhagw&ndds, whose father was the notorious Balak 
Ram, a relative of Jhao, Lai’s. Tins Bbagwdn Das 
acted so immoderately that ho was killed by a collec- 
tor The province was then made over to Mirza Mahdi 
and became excessively impoverished. The effects 
of lus oppression extended even beyond the mdlgu- 
z&rs to others, m the form of house-taxes and corn-tax, 
and even went a9 far as taking a tenth of their thread 
from women who worked spinning wheels, bo that hi3 
tyranny became a proverb R5ja Jagan Nath was 
placed under surveillance on a charge of false accounts, 
and after the death of Haidar Beg Khan was rigor- 
. ously imprisoned through the malignity of Tikait Ran 
He died of a broken heart in 1207 A. H , and was thus 
freed from the fear of tyrants. 
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In this year occurred the dismissal of Mr Bristow 
and tho appointment of Major Palmer to snnceed him 
This camo about as follows During the whole of 
Mr Bristow’s, tenure of office, Major Palmer stajed 
at Lucknow and exposed all Haidar Beg Kh&n’s lies 
to the Governor For this reason the Governor, 
haring now recovered pow or, explained to the Council 
how the "Wazlr s affairs were daily becoming worse, 
and how Haidar^Beg was laying the blame on the Com- 
jiany s gomashtas, and said that it seemed advisable, 
in order t«i tost him, to remove the Resident and go- 
mash (as from Lucknow, and to leave Major Palmer 
there as the Governor a agent Hence Mr Bristow was 
dismissed and Isma’U Beg Shurah, who has been 
connected with every Resident from the days of tho 
late Naw&b until now, a« Ins postal agent, had not 
courage enough to remain at Lucknow and went with 
Mr Bristow to Calcutta. For this reason he des- 
troyed tho accounts of twojrears, and besides this ho 
took a vast sum out of the collections of Allahabad on 
his way down country Ho died not long afterwards 
in the neighbourhood of Calcutta After his heaping 
up, with an utter disregard of the sufferings of men, a 
fortune, which is believed to have been many lakhs of 
rupoes, his children are now reaping the reward of 
their father’s sin3 and are living in extreme poverty 
and distress Isrna II s money was m deposit with 
other peoplo, and any one who held monej when he 
died, misappropriated it 

I also determined to leave Lucknow at tho same 
timo with Mr Bristow, but Haidar Beg Khfin became 
very importunate, wroto a letter with his own hand 
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before the open Qnran, expressing his satisfaction with 
mo, and professing himself clear with me, and sorry 
for hts llltreatment of me, and declaring good intentions 
toward me for the future, and gavo it to me Although 
I knew of old the laxity of ms promises, yet, reflecting 
on my want of employment and the lack of interest in 
me shown by the English, I considered it best to 
accept his professions, and I remained for some years 
waiting for something to turn np, and proved to all 
my innocence and his faithlessness 

Another event of this year was the visiknf Gover- 
nor Hastings to Lucknow The Wazir went to Bena- 
res to meet him and put him up m his Diurin-khfinfi, 
■which is known as the Im&rat Baolt, and entertained 
bun as an esteemed guest While the Governor was at 
Lucknow, there arose a famine and high prices pre- 
vailed such as men had not heard of for hundreds of 
years Thousands of people died daily of inanition, 
and tho heaps of corpse^ which accumulated in tho 
suburbs caused a stench m the whole city In this 
distress some English people who were residing at 
Lucknow, Bhowed great sympathy for the famine- 
stricken poor, each of them provided food and medical 
attendance for five hundred or a thousand helpless 
people while the famine lasted, and then sent thorn 
home Haidar Bog used daily to givo out a thousand 
rupees by Governor Hastings’ command, to be divided 
out to the infirm sufferers, bat as the distributors wera 
avaricious men, needy slaves and commandants of 
Haidar Beg’s regiments, they abused the trnat and 
used to appropriate more than half to themselves 
And so great was the disorder they allowed at distri- 
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bution, that heads, hands and other limbs of applicants 
for relief were hart, nay lues were actually lost in tho 
scramble Besides thi«, if a young girl who could 
talk well and had a pleasant voice met their mow jn 
the croud,] they hurried her to Haidar Beg Khan’s 
haram,*and indeed molt of Haidar Beg’s children are 
by these girls It mnst be said that, if their master is 
so heedless in the treatment of the creatures of God, 
that he is bent on the gratification of lust even in tho 
midst of such distress and cohabits with such persons, 
it j 3 not to be wondered at if his servants are avarici- 
ous of money Haidar Beg Khan was from the com- 
mencement of his career, given to distributing money 
in such ways that the hands and feet and heads of the 
poor wero broken, for he had a thorough belief in tho 
an) ings of astrologers, and tbeso men used sometimes 
to weigh him in a balanco and get the equal of his 
weight in silver, copper and clothes, and sometimes 
they ordered him to distribute coppers to the poor, 
and sometimes also when ho was himself in fear for 
any reason, be used to do the same To this day one 
result of Haidar Beg’s folly is seen in Lucknow, sur- 
\ mug as u memento of him A number of professional 
beggars, who post tl emselves at particular places, have 
taken to demand f ilso charity snch as he used to gi\c, 
and hundreds of persons m every street of tho city 
pull tho hands and clothes of respectable passers by, 
bo that it is difficult to go along the road, for if anj- 
ilung bo given the} drag the donor from his vehicle 
or horse, and tho strong among them kick and thump 
tho weak and take their share, and if nothing is 
gnen, thoy indulge in mery abuse that comes to their 
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already teen mentioned, a mac who, it was notorious, 
had not even the ability to fill the post, and ivhb was 
one of Tikait Bn’s associates and reckoned among his 
protdgis Jhao L al’s house and all his property were 
confiscated to meet the accounts, and he m3 himselt 
imprisoned. After a year and a half he managed to 
satisfy Haidar Beg and was released 

Two months af.er Haidar Beg’s return, Colonel 
Hauper was removed, and Mr F * was appointed, and 
■at the same time the news of Lord Cornu albs’ intention 
to visit Lucbnou was received The Waair went to 
Allahib&d to receue him, and Haidar Beg went as far 
as Benares, and they returned together In accordant 
with custom they entertained the Governor and pre- 
sented money, goods, and curiosities , but Lord Corn- 
wallis would not take anything whatever of all they 
presented, and he endeavoured to out-do all previous 
Governors rathe marks of respect and courtesy which 
he showed the Wazir In fact, Lord Cornwallis, as 
the couplet puts it,— 

What tnoweth bo of 1 m who live* ftnl speak* ft right ? 

Crooked or straight aliko a candle gi»es but light 
inasmuch as ho was himself straightforward, thought 
tlio Wazir and Haidar Beg were also so In his large- 
lieartcdness and Ins appreciation of degrees of nobility, 
he took the Wazir to be like the Wanra and Princes 
of other countries, and fancied that previous Gover- 
nors, not having been of noblo family, had failed to 
pay duo regard to tho high descent of the Wazir, 
and used to interfere unnecessarily m his affairs 
So ho said to himself that, if ho respected tho dignity 
• The name u not guen la the or gioaU 
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of tbo Wazlr, it would show Ins discrimination and 
further tlio interests of tho Company, for most can bo 
mado of men of rank in this way. .Accordingly ho 
adopted the line of policy described. The Wazir now 
mado a great mistake and began to fancy himself 
somebody of importance, and to think that ho had for 
no reason submitted so long to the worry of Gover- 
nors. "When Lord Cornwallis discovered the extent of 
Haidar Beg’s impostures and the Wazir’s want of 
dignity, ho becamo ashamed of himsslf, and resolved 
to remedy what he had done, but for somo rea- 
sons this resolution did not take the shape of pub- 
lic action. This mado the Wazfr more obstinate. . The 
first reason was tbo stability of the Governor’s char- 
acter. It was not usual with him to run impetuously 
or readily in the opposite course to what he had pur- 
sued. 'The second was his want of skill in ci>il admin- 
istration and details of government. The third was the 
complicity of Air. F. with tlyo Wazfr and Haidar Beg. 
All the faults he had detected in bis time, ho conceal- 
ed owing to his great avarice. The fourth reason was 
that Haidar Beg Khan conciliated the Governor’s staff 
and tbo members of Council and most of tbeir friends 
in Calcutta, even their very servants, through tho 
skilful offices of Tafazzul Quscn KkAn, so that no ouo 
might mention his villainies, and if any ono mado- 
preparations for exposing him, he might bo foiled by 
the multiplicity of his friends. For all these reasons, 
Jiow *could Lord Cornwallis, with his military simpli- 
city, gain a completo insight into all tho ramifications 
of Haidfir Beg’s rascality and deceit ?

[13th October 1787-lst October, 1788 ] 

In this year Haidar Beg gave Ins daughters m mar- 
riage to Muhhdum Bahhsh, Sarfar&z Beg, and others, 
Ins four nephews As they were his relatives, he made 
great efforts to add to the public importance and Instro 
of his boos in law To each of them, notwithstand- 
ing their worthlessness and open disobedience, ho 
assigned troops and public offices, and, as he thought, 
established their fortuues As it happened, however, 
after bis death, they proved wholly lmprovftlent, and 
fell so low through poverty that they used to pay court 
to Tikait Rai’s clerks 

About this time the sordidness of Haidar Beg and 
his breaches of faith with me, led me to leav e Lucknow 
and make my first visit to Calcutta Haidar Bog, m 
accordance with the Bijmg that “conscience doth 
make cowards of ns all *” grew alarmed and Bent 
Tafazzul Husen Khan to* Calcutta, ostensibly ns an 
agent of the Wazir, but really to frustrate me or hold 
me in chock Bo wo arrived in Calcutta w itl in twenty 
days of each other. I may mention in passing that 
tlio Kliin bad gone to Calcutta with Major Palmer, 
and had taken up his residenco there when Haidar 
Beg visited that city At the instigation of the latter 
ho resigned the Company a service and returned with 
him to Lucknow But Haidar Beg, as Lis habit was, 
chose to treat the Kbdn w »lh distrust and neglect, tfntil 
mj movements drove him to make this appointment 
and satisfy all the Khfin’a demands

[2nd October, 1788— 20th September, 1789.] 

It was in this year, I believe, that Salat man Shikoh, 
who is now in Lucknow, came there, and 5,000 rupees 
a month were assigned him for his expenses, and 
KhSnzfid Khan, an associato of his, undertook tbo 
management of his household 

Haidar.Beg, although lie had for some years dis- 
established the courts of law and kept R&jd Jagan 
N&tb on parole, and though be hated the very name 
of civil law, in this year invested with the functions 
of the Civil Jndgo Hirde Narayan; brother of Llaha 
Naray an, who has been mentioned in the beginning of 
these pages. This Hirde Narayan is a very insignifi- 
cant and obscure man, and his appearance affords no 
indication that he is of gooc[ family or has lued m 
good surroundings. Still, if Haidar Beg only support- 
ed him, he could manage an office better than Tikaifc 
Bai and his subordinates. But after his investiture 
with the office, which was, so to speak, a joke and 
satire, no business was entrusted to bun, so that, in 
fact, he is hard up and at his w its’ end for forty or 
fifty rupees for his necessary expenses. 
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halls and a balcony and arcades The length of the halls 
is GO yards and the breadth 30 yards In front of it is 
a very broad terrace, and in the middle of it a reservoir. 
There is a large courtyard, and at the sides stand a 
lofty mosque and outoffices in keeping with it Op- 
posite the ImSmbarah is erected a high gate, a kind 
of ‘tirpanliyfi/ and beside it are two or three evtensire 
jilo-kb&nas, which t havo three doors each in the same 
style Hear this a-o outoffice*, a hospital, and travel- 
lers’ rest-houses Over the gate of the outermost ‘jilo-

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•von know tint the different ranks of «ociet) are dis- 
ordered, and that bad customs and habits are estab- 
lished among them, and the practices and principles 
of the ruler of the country have been from firsUto 
last opposed to the public weal This being so, if one 
individual attempts to rectify these abuses, what can 
he effect?” I replied “ Tho alliance of the English 
power and their agency can correct tho troops and 
settle the countrj, if only tho veil of estrangement 
which Haidar Beg has drawn between us and them 
bo removed ”• He then said “ This is ppssihle, bnt 
there 13 a proverb about people flying from coming 
calamity and falling into greater ills they know of, * 
Tbo English, as soon as they get a footing, will make 
the condition of the people hero like that of those in 
Bengal." 1 said * “ If tho English had had any hostilo 
intentions, and their aim were tbo samo as m tho 
case of Bengal, they wonld have earned them oat by 
this time, for there vva* no one to prevent them. 
Now that they come forward with representations 
only as to the condition in which the pcoplo are placed, 
worse treatment by them cannot be anticipated. 
Though the prosperity of some persons who now aro 
m the ascondaDt and rob thousands of others would 
wane, tho prosperity of those thousands would result , 
and in case of a war tho Jives and honour of the pub- 
lic would ho safe” My friend laughed and said no 
more.

1 ^ [31st August. 1701— 18th August, 1792.] 

In tiiia year Haidar Beg died, and Tikait Rai was 
appointed in his place. As already related, a vast 
number of women were gathered into Haidar Beg’s 
house in the famine year. Owing to this and to tho 
old ago of seventy years which he had reached, he 
became impotent, but his lust becamo more keen, and 
be asked^Hakira Shifa’i Khdn forspmo medicine. 
The hakim told him to dip a shoot of grass in cinna- 
mon ’itar and rab it on betel loaf, and eat it onco 
or twice a day. Haidar Beg, finding this beneficial, 
began to use it freely without informing the hakim, 

' Tho spiritaous natnro and tho heating properties of 
the cinnamon 'itar dried up the decreasing moisturo of 
his system, aud gave the mastery to that unnatural heat 
which was irritating his body becauso of some chronic 
fever. Haidar Beg and bis medical advisers did all 
they could, but it was no u«e, and he went to his re- 
ward. Tho date of his death may be found from tho 
following quatrain composed by a versifier of the day 
Tho selfish soul that sowed for others’ pain 

Loft aU, and harvest of his toil was none * * 

loss of both worlds — this was his only gain

tip in full, the jaraa’ of 1188 Fash w oold ha\ e been

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In short, after Baidar Beg’s death, among ill 
tho great host of officials, Tihut Hai was selected 
by tho Wazlr, and tho AVazir’s idea in mating this 
ehouft was this he hoped that, os Tihait Kai was 
Ic^s forward and less important than Haidar Beg, he 
would not resist his foolish demands and would not 
oppose his wishes in defercnco to tho Lnglish os 
Haidar Beg had done In this matter of such vast

ing assailraents of Haular Beg, and had retired into 
private life, and Tikait Bai was the picked man among 
those who were available, Lord Cornwallis and the 
Members of Council confirmed the Wazfr’s selection, 
although they were aware of tho mean origin of Tihatfc 
Rai, and, as they did not think it would eondnee to 
their keeping tho Wazlr m good hnmonr, they did 
not venture to bring forward those who bad been the 
victims of Haidar Beg’s dislike, although this was 
what the case demanded And yet, as a fact, they 
should in everything have ran counter to tho wishes 
of the Wazlr, and should have checked the tendency 
to excesses m which ho so recklessly indulged If, for 
the sake of introducing that complete plan of govern- 
ment m which is bound up the business and pros- 
perity of tho public, and in whtch they are themselves 
expert, and which I shall write about at tho closo of 
this book, they were once for all to make the Wazlr 
accept the unpleasant and, as it were, compel him to it, 
it would be highly advisable and after seeing tho 
results of this plan, the Wazlr would bo 60 satisfied 
that he would ne\ er regret the change 

In short, the Wazir, after receiving sanction, 
raised Tikait Rat to the position of Aftib, and giving 
Hasan Raza KMn al*o permission to supervise the 
administration, nominated him N&tir If Hasan Raza 
Khan had been worth an} thing, ho could have had a 
wide influence in "the auairs of the State, but fearing 
responsibility and having no knowledge of business, ha 
held aloof m everything, and screening him«clf behind 
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Tikatt Rai in all matter'*, made him so prominent, that 
he himself became dependent on him Tjkait Rai, 
on the other hand, from incapacity and worthlessness, 
began to exact too much service from him, until at last 
things came to the point of a qnarrel between them, 
and Jhao L al found his opportunity between them 
It mast be remembered that Mirza Hasan Raza 
Khfin is not to bo blamed in this qnarrel, for oat of 
regard for bis own dignity and that of his friends, 
from the time of Haidar Beg up to now, bo bad always 
disliked pressure and exertion, and was Content with 
whatever was given him or happened him The causo 
of his conduct in this mstanco was Sfirza Ja’far, his 
sister’s husband, for ho excited in his mind by various 
suggestions false notions as to Ins and his own effici- 
ency As a fact, Hasan Raza Khau and Mirza Ja’far 
were both utterly unablo to manage their private 
affairs, and for this reason they ncro always m straits 
and hard up The bruSqueuess and laziness of Mirza 
Ja’far wero so great, that in the mere capacity of pri- 
aate agent (mukht&r) to Hasan Raza Khan, and dar- 
ing the nominal and temporary tennro of tho post of 
Kfub Bakhsln, ho gavo offence to all bis old friends 
and dait} kept putting off hearing what people had to 
say, pleading great pressure of business let he used 
to sit up till three o’clock in tho morning listening to 
music, surrounded by clowns and buffoons

In this year Lord Cornu alhs, becoming con- 
vinced of the mismangement of affairs at Lucknow 
wrote a letter of recommendation for me in terms 
befitting his station and dignity, and §ont me to Luck- 
now I had been four years in Calcutta Luring 
that mtertal what had occnrred was as follows — Lord 
Cornwallis, when he heard my representat ons, aftei 
my arrival in Calcutta, promised to help me when op- 
portunity occurred, and nominated mo for the time to 
the agency at Haidardbud , but owing to the w ar with 
Tippu which then broke ont, and Ins own departure 
for the Dakhin.he kept my appointment m abeyance 
The Governor-General, therefore, made some verbal 
recommendations regarding mo through Tafazzul Ha- 
sen Kbfln and left for the Dakbin Haidir Beg, how- 
ever, who used to hear alarming news from the La- 
khin, gavo no effect to the Governor’s orders He 
died about the time the war ended, and Lord Corn- 
wall^, when ho returned to Calcutta, being resolved 
to support mo, sent me ttf Lucknow. His intention 
was that tbrongli his letter I should gradually get 
a footing in tho administration at Lucknow, and ho 
wonjd afterwards work out his designs regarding me. 
Unfortunately, at tbo very tunc that I armed m Luck- 
now, Lord Cornwallis went to England Raja Tikait 
Kai, ont of fear for his ovn security, and Hasan Itaza 
Khdn, through hi« want ofindepcndencc, gaio me no 
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place They kept patting me off with promises for 
some ) ears, and paid me the 500 rupees a month which 
had been fixed many years before by that Government 
as my stipend 

In this } ear Hasan Raza Kh&n and Tikait Ra» 
Tisited Calcutta to bid good bye to Lord Cornwallis, 
and to wait on Mr John Shore, the new Gorernor 
The two of them were honoured with drams, the ar- 
morial hearings of the Fish/ and with steps of rank, 
and thej left Lucknow in mutual ill feeling Hasan 
Raza Khan wished to take me with them oh this cm* 
bass} , bnt, through fear of Tikait Rai, said no hing of 
it to the Wazir* Tikait Rai wished the same, hut 
coaid not venture to express las wish for fear of Hasan 
Raza Khfin The two left Lucknow After their de- 
parture I applied to the V> azir to be permitted to join 
the embassy and pay my respects to Lord Cornwallis 
The Wazir gave me akhil&t and accorded me per- 
mission I joined Hasatf Raza Khan and travelled 
with him for three stages When Tikait Rai heard 
tins, lie was greatly excited, sent alarming reports to 
the Wazir, and forwarded to him repeated letters, ad 
■vising my recall Hasan Raza Kh&n was helpless, 
insisted on my return, and sent me back The two 
arrived m Calcutta, and, owing to their silliness and 
discord, returned next year to Lucknow without cither 
experiencing any satisfaction They represented their 
expenses to the Wazir as amounting to abont 15 lakhs 
of rupee®

Jn tins year Wazir All Ivhnns ntarriago with 
tho daughter of Asbraf Ah KMn, son of Bando Vh 
Khan, took place Tho amount of fireworks, ilhnu 
nations, and other vanities displaced was so vast that 
the details would swell this book More than twenty 
iaklw of rupees were squandered On tltodaj of tho 
* TU nab « u not g t* iu ll» rib 
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wedding the Wazir himself walked on foot before 
Wazir All s takhi-t ranan When the people urged 
him to ride, he replied u I have vowed with all xny 
heart that I would on this day walk like all the ser- 
vants before Wazir All’s conveyance” Tor all this 
excessive show of respect for Wazir Ah, the Wazir 
after a short time confiscated all his allowances and 
properties, saying, “ This son of a farrash has return- 
ed to his origin ” for Wazir All used to strangulate 
fowls and pigeons m the Imam sara and call on the 
servants to go into znournmg and used to clothe him- 
self in black, as if ho were thereby taking omens for 
the Wazir’s death For this cause the Wnzir was 
angry with him The leason why he termed Lima 
son of a fanash was this Wazir All was really the son 
of a farr&sb, and the farrdsh had for a money consi- 
deration made over his wife while pregnant to tho 
Wazir This is not the only caso of the kind , nay, 
all tho Wazfr’s children are of similar origin, for the 
Wazir’s servants bought up every woman they could 
whom they found pregnant, in the bogmnmg of her 
pregnancy, from her guardian*, and placed her m the 
Wazir’s haram And sometimes a pregnant woman 
presents herself at the side of the Wazir’s conveyance 
and cries “ Though y on do not recall tho time I slept 
with yon, still take pity on yonr son whom I carry in 
my womb” and the Wazir acknowledges her claim 
and places her in his haram Some of his friends of 
tho lower classes had tho entrdo of his haram, and the 
ugly features and dark complexion of tho children in 
bts haram aro incontrovertible evidence of their tho- 
rough bred dc'cent After this marriage he instituted 
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marriage ceremonies every year about tins season, and 
this custpm became one of tbe finishing festivities of 
the II oh Nest year he asked the daughter of Mirza 
Jaogah for Ins second son, Raza Ah Jhrza Jangali, 
having no choice loft m the matter, at last reluctantly 
gave his consent Bnt on the bridal night ho could 
not control himself and wept openly, giving vent to 
his gnof and rage in loud cries Although hia cries

1*1 tins year General Abercrombie came by boat to 
Cawnporo for military inspection. IIo was still oit 
lus journey when the Ituhcla war ro-opened. The 
Wazir, who interviewed him opposite Dalmau, was 
induced after much entreaty to fight agaiust Gbulum 
Muhammad. • 

Thecauso of this was ns follows At this period 
Faizntlah, son of Muhammad Ah, son of Muham- 
mad Kh&n, who had obtnncd after Hugs' Ralimat’s 
death, a jagir j ielding twelve lakhs of rupees, and had 
by his skill and prndonco tripled the reventio, and 
gathered together all tho people of his tribe, died. 
Hu eldest son, Muhammad Ali Khiin, succeeded him 
ns his heir by tho Wavir’s orders, but within a few 
days, as the hearts of tho leaders of tlio clan were 
estranged from him on account of his unbridled 
tongue and his want of valour, his y ounger brother, 
Ghulatn Muhammad, who was in command of tho 
troops and had many good qualities, killed him. IIo 
calculated that, as it was tho custom throughout tho 
Suhah that tho sursivor should continue to pay tho 
'Wazir’s rosenno, and no questions were asked, thcro 
would be no clianco of any interference by the \\'azir. 
But, as the strength of this clan had been jealously 
marked by tho English from tho time of Faizullah, 
and they had had nothing to lay hold of hitherto 
owing to raizullah Khan’s prudence, Governor Sir 
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John Shore, now thinking lbia an oppdrtunitj* for 
crushing^thc dan, wrote to General Abcrtrombie to 
that effect Tho atir, as his bunting season was 
near, began to raise excuses, and to look for pre- 
texts for delay and for treating with Gbulam Muham- 
mad until bo was at last compelled by the General s 
importunities to act, and be mored with l»a army tiro 
stages in the rear of the General s camp Ghnlaui 
Muhammad, misled by Mr Cherrj, bad refrained 
from any adverso movement , being Hui\ reduced to 
despair, hebdvanced with fifty or sixtv thousand men 
and met the English force fire kos on the other <tde 
of Bareli Eexfc day a sb^rp engagement endued, 
and bo fled to Itempnr, and taking Ins family with 
him, fortified himself in the mountains opposite It eh rah 
Owing to the inactivity of «ome English ofbeers and 
the intrepidity of the Knhclas, tho English were ou tho 
point of sustaining a defeat, but tho General, w bo 
occupied the centre, notwithstanding tho dispersion 
of his right wmg, held bis ground and kept op an inces- 
sant cannon fire Tho advancod guard of the Robolas, 
who were in tho heat of victory engaged m dccaj itaf- 
ing the dead, became a mark for the fire, and they and 
tho fugitives of their forco vroro shot down About 
3,000 native soldiers, undone hundred Luropeans and 
ten or twelve officers, wero killed on the General a 
side, and about the same number full on the other side, 
as wgjlus somo chiefs, among whom were Nojju Kbfin 
and a son of Umar Klda Among tho points which 
favoured their enemies was tho foolish haste which 
the Ruhelas showed in attack , for if the Want 6 forco 
had como up and thoj had attacked them, the English 
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would have been unable to remedy the defeat which 
would have ensued To resume, after the victory 
the Wazir joined the General’s camp and pursued 
the routed army, pitched his camp at Rehrah and 
invested the place Notwithstanding their defeat the 
Rnhelas were as eager as before for fight Ghulfiiu 
Muhammad, however, seeing the superioritj of the 
English, obtained a promise of safe conduct and came 
to negotiate He was not allowed to return Mr, 
Cherry worked Nasrullak Khan, Ghul&m Muham- 
mad a naib, who was with him, round toTus side, and 
after a month and a half the Ruhelas, finding them 
selves helpless, agreed to a peace About 50 lakhs 
of rupees and nearly half of their country fell into 
the hands of the Wazfr Of the money, about 12 lakhs 
were paid to the English as blood monev and compen- 
sation to the families of those killed xn the campaign 
Muhammad All Khan s minor son was appointed to 
the headship of tho claft, and Nasrnllah was nomi- 
nated n&ib Umar Kli&n and other RuVicla sirdars, 
who had led to this war, obtained permission to return 
to, and reside at, R&mpur, and were left to profit by 
experience, which is the best master Ghuldm Muham- 
mad Khan, who had been made a prisoner and sent to

[18th July, 1795— 6th July, 1796 ] 

In this year Tikut Bat was set aside and Jhao L’al 
stepped into ilia post of Nfiib without Lhila’at or for- 
mality The reason is that, as Tikait Rai had neither 
presence nor ability, and was, moreover, excessively fond 
of boys, he commanded no respect, and the pecnlation, 
disorder, and greed, which had been common before, 
became worse than ever All the officials were beard- 
less youths, and each of his companions vied with the 
other in independence, and Tihait Rai was guilty of 
great excesses in grants of villages, land, daily stipends 
to Brahmins, and in bestowing gifts, and monthly al- 
lowances ot thousands of rupees upon these young 
lads Baijnath and Dbanpat Rai amassed lakhs of 
rupees on the pretence of interest In this way, the 
revenues of mahals were concealed, and they carried on 
the business of the Government by loans bearing 
interest, and bonds for these loans were fahon in tho 
name of the English, and most malidjans of the city 
os well as they divided tho profits, until eventually 
thirty lakhs of rupees interest per annum was acknow- 
ledged as an item of expense. Hulas Rai and Nirmal 
D&s misappropriated vast sum3 out of tho incomo of 
tho mahals under their managemenat Besides this, 
oil flieso except Hirmal Dis, who Was n humane and 
dignified man, turned tho people against themselves 
bj their habit of bad language and Idle talk This 
evil habit became confirmed, and they camo to practiso 
not upon tho poor alone, hut even with respectable 
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people Accordingly the Wazir’s and Mr Cherry’s 
servants were kept running for twenty days to the 
treasury to draw tlieir instalments, and received abuse 
from the officials Frequent complaints of this reach 
cd the Wazir and Mr Cherrj Tikait Rai apologized, 
hut there was no improvement, until at last a dis- 
pute aroso between Baijnath and Hulas Rai Jhao 
L al was informed of all their secrets by Balak Ram", 
who was a close friend of Hulfis Pat Baijnath and 
Dhanpat Rai, claiming all the country as security for 
the payment of the loans, suspended tho payment of 
the instalments due to the Wazir and tho English and 
all tho expenses of the State Tikait Rai, thinking it 
advisable to forestall inquiry , addressed the Governor, 
Sir John Shore, and represented that the solo cause of 
all this was tho Wazir’a prodigalitv, and asked tho 
Council for a letter of advice to the address of tho 
"Wazir and a note to Mr Clierrv, directing him to 
use his influence to limit the Wazir’ s expenditure 
Tho Governor complied with his application, and Mr 
Cherry asked 1 1 m for a schedule of account As all 
that Tikait Unwanted was that thirty or forty lakhs of 
rupees should bo cut off the W r az(r’s and his servants’ 
expenditure and devoted to tho payment of tho yearly 
interest, and was quite regardless of tho waste by his 
own proteges and his personal prodigality, Mr Cherry 
did not obtain a satisfactory reply Ho thoreforo ro- 
solved to take advantge of the appeal made by*T^kait 
Rai to tho Governor for reduction of tho Wazir’s ex- 
penses, to create a breach between Tikait Rai and tho 
Wazir, and obtain through tho Wazir the control of 
expenditure, and of tho revenue on tho following plan 
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that Hasan Raza Khan should be Bahhahi, Bahrfij* 
Khazanchi, and some one else Dlw&n, and the Wazir 
himself general snponntendent He fancied that, as the 
Wazir could not exercise supervision, that dut} would 
he entrusted to him, and that these three appointments 
would be nominal, while he would ho in a position to 
direct everything But at this point some prudent 
persons told him that it was inadvisable to support 
the Wazir, though it was proper to create the breach 
proposed that, as Tihait Rai would have no refuge 
bat iu the English, he would have to bow to the yoke, 
and he (Ur Cherry) would obtain the mastery without 
resistance, and could then gradually remodel every 
department This advice was good, but Mr Cherry, 
deeming it proper to side with the Wazir, because of 
hts incapacity, asked the Council for permission to 
adopt this course, and although Mr Coopor was against 
.this proposal, the Governor, for heaven knows \\hat 
reason, gave Ins consent tfhao L’al and Bachhraj 
counselled the Wazir to liiimonr Mr Cherry for the 
time, avail himself of his assistance to remove Tihait 
Itai, take the reins into his own hand**, and that they 
would then baffle Mr Cherrj 

A11 these now aided Mr. Chorry to set Tikait Rai 
aside, and each cherished in his heart designs to defeat 
the intentions of the others Thus Jhao L’al, relj mg 
on Ins intimacy with the Wazir, hoped to becomo 
Kdib, lrtmself Bachhrlj thought that, as the Wazir 
would not bo content with Mr Chorry s control after 
Hihait Rai's removal, the choico would fall on Tafaz- 
yul Husen Khun Hasan Raza Kb&n and Mirza 
■ l’robably the Dame »hcnl<l bo JJaclJirij 
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efforts for Ins restoration should be made on your part *’ 
Owing to this ruptnre between the Wazir and Mr 
Cherry, a long altercation ensued and they ceased to v 1- 
sit each other. As it was impossible to bring tho Wazir 
to his senses without strong measures and threats, 
and it was inadvisable to maintain Mr Cherry near 
tho Wazfr in such a dispute, the Governor removed 
Mr Cherry, and scut to Lucknow Mr Lnmsden, who 
was a^ent at Benares, and ho wrote to tho W a/ir that 
ho had removed Mr Cherry as he desired to maintain 
the Wazir’s digmtv, and that ho hoped the Wazir 
would not permit Jbao L’al to have an} share m tho 
Is mb’s duties, as be was a turbulent spirit. Tho Wazir 
and Jhio L’al, construing this into a confession of 
weakness on the Governor’s part outwardly complied 
with his wishes, but secretly acted in direct opposition 
to them It must be understood that this rupturo 
between the Wazir and Mr Cherry arose from a stub- 
bornness on the W nzfr’s part, to which Bicbhraj had 
prompted him by me ms of Tafazzul Iluscn Khun and 
his own gomashta, Slnmblm N&th, and ho incited tho 
Wazir by deceitful words to behove that ho could rely 
on tho temper of tho Governor and tho Council for 
tho attainment cf hts ends Ilad it not boon for this, 
tho Wazir would not have dared to opposo Mr. Cherry, 
and tho affair would not havo been eo prolonged 
Stranger than this, after Mr Cherry’s remov al, Baclih- 
r&j, although he had gained his end, began to ffjpiro 
to tho distinction of Nfiib, and ho cultivated the friend- 
ship of Jliao L’al, and became on enemy of Tafazzul 
Iluscn Khfin under whoso shield ho had been Inin" 
for fifteen years Notwithstanding all these inachina- 
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tions, lie ta3 outridden every danger and is waiting 
f ir his chance to come 

In this year Bnrbanu 1 Hulk s daughter died She 
was a chaste and magnanimous woman She passed 
her whole life in the enjoyment of authority and 
wealth, but not one act did she ev er commit inconsistent 
with her greatness They say that before her birth 
tho footsteps of Barhanu 1 Hulk were dogged by po- 
verty, but that from her birth good fortune began to 
attend upon his family, and the breezes of prosperity 
to blow from the bounty of heaven IV hen Kawab 
Safdar Jang was defeated by Ahmad Khan Bangasb, 
she was at ShShjahdnabVd Jawed Khan Madaru 1 
JUabflDjn?, meditated some outrage to her Hhe hdy 
prepared with her servants to resist him and succeeded 
in blunting tho fangs of lus cupidity On Safdar 
Jang s return she gave all her treasures ns a thank- 
offering for h s safety, and bestowed robes of honor, 
magniScent equipments and accoutrements on all her 
husband’s servants who bad shared his dangers. After 
this *lio had no private funds left, bnt she subsisted 
contentedly during her son a lifetime on the jagir, 

3 leldmg about a lakh and a half a year, Inch tho 
EmpCror had conferred on her, and coveted nothing 
from the domains or treasury of her son Although 
tho late Naw'ib adopted many pretences in tho endea- 
vour to supplement her income, his devices faded 
and soywiien sho died, she Ivft not moro than ten or 
fifteen lakhs of rupees, cash and goods, which sho 
had saved op for a pilgnmago to Mecca But tho 
"W azlr, fancying that sho must havo left avast fortune, 
subjected her retainers to many torture*. Thero is a 
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custom of sitting in mourning for forty days at the place 
of death, universally observed by all Muslim women 
in India. Tho Wazir (lid not allow the mourners for 
the Begam to observe this ceremony. He dragged 
within one week from her house old ladies in waiting 
of Safdar Jang’s time, and Muharram Ali Kban and 
Jlatbu’ Ali Khdn, who bad each lived for sixty or 
seventy years in the enjoyment of the highest respect, 
and had been accustomed to be treated with honour, and 
in whoso presence the late Nawab had always behaved 
courteously j placed fetters on their feet and made them 
walk through the streets of Faizabad ; and on base sus- 
picion beat them and dograded them. When nothing 
was extorted by this means, they were nil brought to 
Lucknow. At last he was satisfied by confiscating all 
their personal properties, and this detestable proceed- 
ing, which disgusted everybody, ended. The only 
riches that ho found, beyond the treasure at first dis- 
closed, was the good famo of tho departed lady. 

Another of the events of this year was tho visit of 
the (Governor) General to Cawnpore. Tho explana- 
tion of this was that tho officers of tho brigades had 
addressed tho Council at Calcutta regarding their 
rank and salaries. Tho Governor came up by ddh to 
Cawnpore and settled tho points in dispute. Tho 
Wazir sent Jbao L’al, on tho pretext of an escort with 
Wazir Ali, to receive and entertain the Govomor at 
Cawnporo, and ho invited him to visit Lucknow. 
The Governor, after ho lmd settled this business, came 
to Lucknow, while tho dispute with Jilt- ffivnuyv was 
in progress, and gave some advice. He returned to 
Calcutta as quickly as ho had come.

In the beginning of Muharram of this year, Hr 
Cherry left Lucknow for Benares and Mr Lumsden 
settled down at Lucknow like a nonentity Ike star 
of Jkao L nl reached its zenith Ghnlam Qadir Khan, 
a servant of the Company and Ur Lumsden s spokes- 
man, was corrupted by {be 1) log overtures of Jhao 
L al, and Jjiao L al’a mind became easy 

1 also now considered it inadvisable to remain at 
Lucknow, and left with Mr Cherry, and, after passing 
the rest of tho rainy season up country, I set out for 
Calcutta As Jhno Lai had m the course of tho late 
intrigues held out inducements to mo, both directly 
and indirectly, to assist him and throw Mr Cherry 
over and I had not done so, he had fostered a grudge 
against me, and it was highly probablo that he would 
on somo pretence injure me At tins juncture, the 
Bareli mahuk which were under Sbambhn Nath, 
Biijmitk s brother, were made oror to Altai s at a re- 
duced jama He divided out Nirmal D<5s s llaqa and 
Baiswara to Mirza Malidi, and an orderly, Nawaz 
Singh Although $his Mirza Malidi had been raised 
from the dirt by Tikait Itai, ho joined Hasan Raza 
Kli&n when Tikait Bat was Mib, and aspired openly 
to tbo Jtfiabat Tikait Itai for this reason removed 
him ^and imprisoned him for embezzlement Vi hen 
nfteralimo Tikait Rai s position became shaky, ho 
liroko off from Hasan Baza Khdu and made up to 
Jhao L al On pa) jug fire or six lakhs ho obtained 
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actually grew worse. More, tho thin veil of decency 
formerly maintained was withdrawn. 

It most bo said that this conrso was no now ono 
with him. Even before this, when ho appointed any 
ono to any post, ho assigned it to him as if it were a 
jjgfr. For instance, B&lak Ram, who was tho Na/ir 
of 1,000 bargirs, used to receive from Tikait Rai tbo 
prico of tho graiu and of the shoeing of their horses 
each month, and of two suits of clothing for each horse 
each year, and the pay of the bfirgirs themselves. For 
nil ibis, tba horses had to stand uncovered for three 
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his release, and by a contemptible fawning, to which 
honourable men do not stoop, be became Jhao L’al’s 
confidant and confederate Now he was on intimate 
terms with Tafazzul Hnsen Khan, because the son of 
the latter is married to his brother s daughter In the 
face of the run which be has worked in Bareli, he 
still has a finger in all the affairs of the Subah and 
is doing his utmost to rum Basan Baza Khan, Jhao 
L al and Tikait Bat 

To snm up, the service which Jhao L al rendered 
the Wazir at this time was this He reduced in some 
cases, and in others cut off, the auxiliary allowances 
granted to relatives and old friends and military chiefs, 
even those of the very kiusmen and brothers of the 
"Wazir, and those of tho women of the seraglios of 
Burhanu’l Mulk and Safdar Jang and of the late 
Nawfib , and he lodged the savings thereby made in the 
Nawab Wazir s personal treasury He feared incur- 
ring disrepute on accoupt of delay in paying the in- 
stalments due to the English, and he paid off the debts 
of Tikait Bai’s time, amounting to abont a kror and 
a half He did this thus He deferred payment of 
the interest due on the English bonds, and borrowing 
forty lakhs from the Nawfib Wazir he paid cash He 
spread the debts due to bankers of Jhe city o\er seven 
years, and told them that their lien was on the world 
above Some of them stood ont When tho inquiry 
was referred to Baja Ualira, they made up tjieir ac- 
counts and accepted this arrangement Yet hS not 
only failed to notice tho prodigality of the Nawib 
Wazlr's officials and Tikait Bai’s proteges, who had 
now become his* officials and protigds, buttle old ovil 
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actoally grew -worse More, tho tbm veil of decency 
formerly imin tamed was withdrawn 

It most bo said that this course was no new ono 
with him Even before this, when he appointed any 
ono to any post, ho assigned it to him a 3 if it wero a 
j&glr Tor instance, Balafc Ram, who was the M/ir 
of 1,000 barglrs, used to receive from Tikait Rai tho 
prico of the grain and of the shoeing of their horses 
each month, and of two suits of clothing for each horse 
each year, and tho pay of tha blirgirs themselves For 
all this, the horses had to stand uncovered for threo 
watches in tho depth of winter, and many perished of 
tho cold Ho nsed to have them shod only twice in the 
5 ear, that is, when tho usual tours wero near, and 
he nsed to givo them gram onco only in «evcral days 
Ilo dein ©red to tho bdrgirs only half their monthly 
pa) If a bdrglr ventured to complain in the darbar, 
Jhao L’al represented him to bo an idiot or maniac, 
and discharged him On account of the command to 
bo always in attcndanco on tho "Wazir and of tho neces 
sity to humour him ho had not time to scratch his 
head Ho was tlins rognhrly engaged ever) day from 
two hours heforo sunnso to ten o’clock m tho da v, 
and again from four in tho afternoon to about ten at 
night. If ho had not relied on his own agents, but 
had personally scrutinized their labours, ho would 
have lost his mflncnco with tho Nawab Wa 2 fr entirely 
HI o foV owing story illustrates this — One day Almfis 
All Ivl an said to him * Sa filar Jang, although ho 
'xiati 'ino'ouMness ol onolbuoau only ’to aftenh ‘to, useci 
not to spend tho mid watches over tho affairs of tho 
Sabah, and it is c^«enlial that you who have so heavy 
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i burden should have a time and place fixed for busi- 
ness ’ Jhao L al replied * I know nothing of Saf- 
dar Jang, bnt I know this mnoh, that the work of one 
pargana, one Subab, or ten Subahs is all the same 
Every one who refers any matter to mo must receive 
a reply whether it be ‘ yes or no ’ For this business 
it is not worth while to have a time or place specially 
set apart It waB for this reason that the Nawab 
Wazir liked him, and often used to say 1 Hasan Raza 
Ivkfin, Haidar Beg, and Tikaifc Rai were all three 
untrue to me, but Jhao L’al set my house to rights ’ 
This was a curious delusion of his 

After these affairs had been settled the Nawab 
Wazir prepared for his tour of that season, but on this 
occasion he resolved to visit Allah&bad, Oawnpore, and 
rarukh&bad, to Bhow off to tho English and Ins sub- 
jects the dignity with which be had invested Jhao L’al 
He gave orders for the repair of the buildings m the 
Fort at Allahdbld which, he had despoiled of some 
stones to remove them to Lucknow From Allahabad 
he came to Cawnpore, and feeling snubbed because no 
notice was taken of Jhao L’al bj the officers there, he 
went on to FarukMbad Here he removed Muzaffar 
Jang’s eldest son, and took tho part of another of Ins 
sons 

The explanation of that is this Mnzafftr Jang, eon of 
Ahmad Kh&u Bangaah, having died, his eldest son suc- 
ceeded him TheNaw&b Wazir accused him of poison- 
ing his father and Bet him aside Whether the clihrge 
was false or true, as not known, but there is a strong 
suspicion that this act was one of Jhao L al s plots, 
and his aim was to have Khodawaud Khan appointed 
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Mnkht&r. Jhao L’al was distrusted by the Governor, 
and bo was always bent on elevating his own creatures. 
Thus ho mado friends cf tho Harbaltas of Kitlpi, and 
ho looked on tho strength of All Bahldur as his own 
on acconut of Himraat Bahddur, whoso daughter had 
been married to his son in exchange.* Ho summoned 
from lUmpur Umar Khan, who had been tho caiwo of 
Ghulatn Muhammad’s rebellion, and placed bim in tho 
Naw&b Wazir’s service. Through him ho caused 
complaints to bo heard against Nasrnlla Klifin. His 
rum was in spread tho influence of Umar Klifin at 
Iiampur. When tho Governor demanded an explana- 
tion, ho pretended to let tho matter drop and sent 
UmarKh&n away, and replied that tho Was fr had sent 
for him to got a sword from bim. It was in pursuanco of 
this scheme that he desired to instil Khudfiwand Khfin 
ns N&ib at Farukhfibfid. As tho influence of this Khfiu 
oxer tho Afghans of Mati, Shamsfibfid, and Farukbfibad 
was not to bo secured, wliilp tho elder son of Mnziflar 
Jang was on tho spot, it is not unlikely that this led 
to tho accusation which was charged against him. 

Another event of this year w as tho arrival of Zaman 
ShMi Abd&li at Lahaur, and tlio hiding of tho Sikhs 
in tho mouse holes of the Panjab. As it was supposod 
that tho Abdfili, like his grandfather, would not stay 
at Lahaur, but would go forward to plunder Lucknow 
and Benares (for thoro was nothing in tho ruined city 
of Dfllhi to satisfy tho invading hordo), llio English 
prepared to resist him. Thoy made tho Fort of Allah* 
fibfid their base* and hating communication along tbo 

* Tins toa s ml daughter of tho ooo had beta JoiooJ la Burring* to 
the daughter #ad ion ropcctml; o t tho other. 
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river Ganges, which was advantageous for the purpose 
of supplies, they formed a camp at Kannanj Munitions 
of war and reinforcements came up m successive des- 
patches from Calcutta, and they remained in expecta- 
tion of the Abd&h’s approach But when he had made 
his preparations to take Lahaur, he received tidings of 
the rebellion of his brother Mahmud, the Governor of 
Hirfit, who had been incited to this by the promise 
of the snpport of Mnhammad Kh&n, the King of Persia 
He therefore returned with all possible speed to Kabul, 
but he left an army of occupation m the Dtiab between 
the Atak and the Jhelum, about one-third of the 
Panjab This force succeeded in redneing that territory. 
As the Russian Army meditates a move on Pers a, 
Mohammad Kbdn is now occupied with them It is 
reported that a peace has been patched np between 
Mahmud and Zamfin Shah ; and the latter will return 
to Lahaur m the beginning of the winter. "What od- 
Tantage the English saw u» occupying Kannatij is not 
apparent. Perhaps they intended that, after Zamdn 
Shih’s arrival at Delhi, they should march forward 
through the Bareli mahdls on the banks of the Ganges 
to a fordable passago and thero post themselves By 
the occupation of Kannanj, Lncknow and Benares 
were not protected, for any one who intends to go to 
Lncknow will not go throngh Akbardbdd, which would 
necessitate crossing both the Ganges and Jamna, bnt 
would cross the Ganges .at Hardwar, and gather runnd 
bun the Ruhelas of Ghausgarh and Rampur, and go 
on unopposed to Lucknow and Benares To guard 
Lncknow it is, therefore, most advisable to take up a 
position on the banks of the Ganges on the Bareli side. 
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In this caso tho Rnhelas of Rdmpur cannot make any 
suddcn # movement, and tho closing of the fords of tho 
Ganges is easy. Besides, tho Ganges is commanded 
and tho Tort at Allahfibud is in tho rear , and the 
conveyance of supplies is not threatened 

When tho rumour of Shah Abdfili’s approach was 
current, news reached Calcutta of an intention on tho 
part of Jhao L’al to join tho Abdun The Governor, 
Sir John Shore, became uneasy, and considered that no 
time should bo lost Ho took Taf izznl Huscn Khfin 
with him dnd proceeded to Benares by dfik Tbenco 
ho set out for Lucknow with 4,000 horao and foot, and 
suitable preparations Tho Nawfib Wazfr and Jhao 
L’al, who thought that the Governor was coming to 
arrange for the fight with Zamfio Shfih, neat tojaon - 
pur to meet him, and rotumed with him to Lucknow 
After tlio usual ceremonies, tho cxchango 8f turban 
and hat and so on, tho Governor asked the Nawah Wa- 
zir to remove Jhao L’al and appoint another Naib 
Tho "Wazlr mado all possible excuses, but finding it 
impossiblo on tbs occasion to resist, ho prohibited 
Jhao L’al from coming to tlio darbfir lie resolved 
to gi\o tbo Nifihat to Almfis All Khfin, and m order 
to deccuo Tafizzul Huseo Klnln and to gain somo of 
Ins own ends, lio nominated Tafazzul Husen Khfin 
nbo Beforo obtaining the Governor’s sanction be 
gave Almas All Ins seal and somo offices, and thus 
sigiyfRd Ins appointment as Naib That old wolf, 
nolwitlistanding that ho had always protested his re- 
fusal of tho appointment, now accepted it to assist tbo 
Wazlr m bis fraud, and to sccuro the continuance of 
Jhao Uni Tho Wazlr’s intention was that by giwng 
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lnm this appointment, the estrangement of tlie English 
should bo perpetuated, and tint tlic errors of Jhio 
L’al should remain concealed owing to there being no 
friction between him and Alm&s Ah, and thus gradual- 
ly he would obtain an opportunity of reinsatating Jliao 
L’al But the Governor knew that giving tho Niabat 
to Alm&s All would bo delivering the sheep to the 
wolf, and ho declined to accept the nomination Ho 
requested the appomtmert of Tafazzul Husen Kliiin 
Tho Wazir had himself mentioned his uimo and could 
not refuse to appoint him. Ho complied with great 
reluctance ‘ Tho fool is taken in his own not,’ and so 
it was Tho Governor after settling this affair and 
increasing tho Wazic's annual contribution to tho 
Company by sis lakhs of rupees for the maiutenanco of 
now )> -recruited Turk saw&rs, obtaiucd tho banish- 
ment of*Jhao L’al to Azitn&b&d, and returned to his 
capital 

After tho Governor’s departure tho "Wazir minced 
lus dissatisf iction by at once turning oat Major Palmer, 
who had been left behind to support Tafnzzal Husen 
Kh&u, and other English oflicers from tho houses in 
which he had lodged them when the Governor camo to 
Lucknow Ho w as asked tho reason of this, and ho m tdo 
somo excuse He is at times cro«s and at times plea- 
sant to Tafazzul Hasan Khan Ho regrets the free- 
dom and licenso to which ho was acenstomod under 
Jhao L’al, and secretly seeks a change Alttf&^Ali 
also, on account of tho snub lio recncd in connection 
with lus nomination to the Ki&bnt, shares tho coun- 
sels of tho Wazir and meditates evil, awaiting tho 
turn of fortun* 
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It must be observed that the selection of Azun- 
nbfid as Jkao L’al’s place of residence was injudicious. 
His conduct did not deserve so much notice His total 
banishment was tho advisable measure To show con- 
sideration for Buell mean creatures is to lower the 
dignity of a Government m tlie eyes of men The 
refusal to give effect to tho nomination of Almas 4h 
\'us proper He bas by embezzlomerit and peculation 
brought together 20,000 horse and foot, and amassed 
a great treasure To givo such a person further 
power is impolitic. Besides this, ho 13 Bach a spoiler 
that every province which was ever entrusted to 
him, though he wns for several reasons maintained 
in its administration, ho laid utterly waste This is 
shown bj tho small revenue exhibited for his districts 
in tl 0 statement already given Up to tho present 
ho has twice rebelled Once, with his army^rtillery, 
and treasure I 10 attempted to join Afrfisi&b Kh&n and 
again in tho samt^ waj he threatened to go to Kdlpi, 
until Haidar Beg Khfin conceded all his detaands. 
Hr Johnson and Air Bristow wore each onco remov- 
ed to please him, "md ho then gave in It is not 
unlikely that tho fatal follies which we hear are being 
committed in tho Sdbah as a relish to tho removal of 
these two gentlemen, may bo intended to procuro Ius 
cherished ends and them of tho Wazir But the np 
pom! moot of Tafazml Ilmen KMn is judicious, both 
on account of his own wisdom and sagacity and on 
nccohnt of tho discriminating knowledge ho has of tho 
IVaz/fs official*, ani no hotter device could be hit 
upon for ■securing a good understanding between tho 
English and tho Naw&b Wazir, but to effect a radical

ministration of tho Sdbah at Lucknow, an officer who 
is thoroughly experienced in go\ornmcnt and who 
knows tho people of India mtmntoh, and who is 
loyal to the interests of both Governments , and lot tho 
Nuib, Din fin, Khazfiuchi, BaMsln, and other officials 
remain subordinate to lnm and draw up their estimates 
undor his instructions, and lay them beforo tho Vi azfc 
for sanction , lot somo English officers bo appointed 
to superintend tho troops, and provide horses and 
accoutrements, and pay tho men regularly every 
month and see that they render semco , let o> ory one— 
soldier, ofhctal, or subject— who breaks tho now’ regula- 
tions or resists, bo at onco expelled tho country, so 
that thoio who reraa n may pursue thoir occupations 
m sccnrity, and every evil doer vanish All tho old 
collectors an! subordinates, and nearly all tho old 
military officers should bo got rid of, for they aro 
puffed up with pndo and aro given to prodigality and 
a thousand other evils They cannot submit to con 
trol, and will not discriminate between benefactors 
and m*chiof makers It is impossible to correct them 
Tho muhlle classes and tho poor must bo brought for-

everything, the result will be a quarrel between him 
and the W azir, and the humiliation of the Wazir will 
necessarily reduce the dignity of the N&ibs office 
Suppose the impossible — that the N&ib does correct tho 
T\ azir and eradicate or modify his injurious propen 
sities, still the Naib cannot rid himself of his human 
nature, and where neither tho Wazir nor the English 
cverciso any control over him, how far will he restrain 
himself from seel ing his personal gain ? Suppose that 
a raau of angelic goodnes* be found, as ho is bpt one, 
Wi; wa hit vzCwvft Ifcass wvt Vtay twnvwuraT; t£ Wfaitrs 
and subjects and official®, who have been for 3 cars 
demoralized aud grown confirmed in their evil habits ? 
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The proper plan for managing the Subali is this 
Let tho Wazlr be, onco for all, duly admonished and 
bis expenses limited , let bim bare control of them, 
and, as in Haidar Beg’s tirao, Invc no voico in rove- 
nno or military affairs, lot all intriguing and muti- 
nous spirits bo removed from about him, and somo 
Englishman bo appointed with full powers to tho ad 
ministration of the Sdbah at Lucknow , an officer who 
is thoroughly experienced in government and who 
knows tho pcoplo of India intimately, nnd who is 
loyal to the interests of both Governments , and let tho 
"Nuib, Llufin, Khar&nclit, Bahlishi, anil other ofhcials 
remain subordinate to lam and draw up their estimates 
under his instructions, and lay them before the \\ nzle 
for sanction , let some English officers be appointed 
to superintend tho troops, and provide horses and 
iccoutroment 8 , and pay tho men rcgnhiTj overy 
month nnd see that thoy render service , Ictoi ery one— 
soldier, official, or subject — who breaks tho now regula- 
tions or resists, bo at onco expelled the country, so 
that tboso who remain may pursuo tkoir occupations 
in Bccnntj, and every evil doer vanish All tho old 
collectors and subordinates, and nearly all tho old 
military officers should bo got rid of, for thoy aro 
puffed up with pndo and aro given to prodigality and 
a thousand other owfe They cannot submit to con- 
trol, and will not discriminate between benefactors 
and m^cbiof makers It 13 impossible to correct them 
Tho mukllo classes and the poor must bo brought for- 
ward «md appointed to offices Thoy will act accord 
mg til oixlers and disinterestedly in tho hope of gam- 
ing portion and increased credit 
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The interest of the tenantry lies in security for 
the poor and reducing the strong A revenue tax 
should be assessed on each which he can pay,* and at 
the same time himself subsist m comfort. Honest 
collectors should he selected from the middle and 
poorer classes, and should have no power to change 
the revenue assessment. In each district of the Sixbah 
there should be a military station to repress the re- 
fractory under the direction of the collector. A formid- 
able force of English troops should be posted at 
Bareli, even a fort should be built, so that the Bnhelas 
may have no time to scratch their heads. It is ad- 
visable to remove on ever} possible pretext the leaders 
of that clan from that country and from the Wazir’s 
army, until they become in the course of time power- 
less. In no other way can this be done. Otherwise 
in crlticab times they will emit the most dangerous 
sparks of mischief.
